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PREFACE. 


GEORGE  ENGLEHEART  was  one  of  the  most  important  of 
the  miniature-painters  who  adorned  the  eighteenth  century, 
but  he  has  not  hitherto  received  the  attention  to  which  by  the 
high  merit  of  his  work  he  is  entitled.     His  best  productions  have  often 
been  confused  with  those  of  other  artists,  and  thus  he  has  not  had  the 
credit  for  the  wonderful  series  of  lifelike  portraits  which  he  produced. 
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On  page  viii  tiie  titles  and  owners  names  for  tlie  two  miniatures 
should  be  transposed. 

On  Plate  opposite  page  68  the  upper  miniature  represents  Mary 
Englebeart  and  the  lower  one  Miss  Slater. 

On  page  68  it  should  have  been  stated  that  Mrs.  Turner  is  still  alive, 
but  that  Miss  Melicent  Engleheart  has  recently  died. 
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together,  inasmuch  as  for  many  years  the  great-grandnephew  of  the 
artist  had  been  gathering  up  all  the  information  which  was  available. 
The  part  which  each  writer  has  played  in  the  production  of  the  book 
cannot  be  accurately  defined,  for  neither  of  them  without  the  other  could 
have  written  these  pages  ;  but  there  are  certain  portions  of  the  work,  such 
as  the  supplying  of  the  information,  especially  as  to  the  family  history  and 
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GEORGE  ENGLEHEART  was  one  of  the  most  important  of 
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high  merit  of  his  work  he  is  entitled.    His  best  productions  have  often 
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been  credited  with  the  production  of  any  of  them.  Even  in  the  sale- 
rooms his  works  have  been  sold  under  other  names,  and  he  has  been 
denied  the  fame  which  was  his  due.  In  the  dictionaries  of  artists  his  name 
is  but  seldom  mentioned,  and  where  it  is  given  it  is  too  often  confused 
with  that  of  his  nephew  and  pupil,  and  the  biographies  given  of  each 
person  are  full  of  errors  and  are  very  misleading. 

It  seemed,  therefore,  to  the  writers  of  this  volume  that  the  time  had 
arrived  when  an  authoritative  and  accurate  account  of  the  life  and  works 
of  the  artist  should  be  presented,  and  they  have  striven  in  these  pages 
to  set  forth  clearly  all  that  is  known  about  him.  They  have  worked 
together,  inasmuch  as  for  many  years  the  great-grandnephew  of  the 
artist  had  been  gathering  up  all  the  information  which  was  available. 
The  part  which  each  writer  has  played  in  the  production  of  the  book 
cannot  be  accurately  defined,  for  neither  of  them  without  the  other  could 
have  written  these  pages  ;  but  there  are  certain  portions  of  the  work,  such 
as  the  supplying  of  the  information,  especially  as  to  the  family  history  and 
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the  compilation  of  the  list  of  existing  miniatures,  and  Chapter  IX.  relating 
to  Kew,  which  belong  wholly  to  Mr.  Engleheart,  whilst  other  portions,  as 
Chapters  IV.,  V.,  VI.  and  VIII.,  dealing  with  the  Fee-Book,  Pictures  by 
Reynolds,  Palette  and  Appliances,  and  the  Art  and  Place  of  Engleheart, 
belong  wholly  to  Dr.  Williamson,  whose  pen  is  responsible  for  the  whole 
compilation. 

The  writers  of  the  volume  could  not,  however,  have  carried  out  their 
pleasant  task  without  the  co-operation  of  the  owners  of  the  miniatures, 
and  to  all  who  have  so  generously  aided  them  in  their  work  they  express 
their  very  hearty  thanks. 

Especially  are  they  grateful  to  Sir  J.  Gardner  D.  Engleheart,  K.C.B., 
who  generously  placed  at  their  disposal  all  that  he  possessed  relating  to 
George  Engleheart  and  his  nephew,  not  only  miniatures,  but  also  the 
precious  fee-book  and  many  drawings,  papers  and  documents.  To  all 
other  owners  of  miniatures  who  have  allowed  the  writers  to  see,  describe 
and  illustrate  their  treasures  they  are  warmly  grateful,  and  they  trust  that 
the  book  which  they  present  may  be  deemed  a  fitting  memorial  of  the  art 
of  the  great  miniaturist,  and  may  serve  to  make  his  fame  known,  and 
prevent  it  from  ever  again  being  obscured.  They  have  thought  fit  to 
give  an  account  also  of  J.  C.  D.  Engleheart,  and  to  illustrate  his  work 
fully,  so  that  the  two  men  so  closely  connected,  and  yet  so  different  in 
their  style,  may  no  longer  be  confused. 

They  have  not  been  as  successful  as  they  could  have  wished  in 
compiling  a  list  of  the  miniatures  which  can  be  traced  as  the  work  of 
either  artist,  and  they  appeal  to  all  persons  to  whom  this  volume  may 
come,  to  assist  them  in  preparing  a  longer  and  fuller  list  of  such  works. 
There  are  many  hundreds  of  miniatures  named  in  the  fee-book  which 
they  have  been  unable  to  find,  and  although  they  are  aware  that  many 
have  perished,  especially  in  certain  notable  fires,  yet  they  are  convinced 
that  there  are  still  a  large  number  belonging  to  private  owners  which 
remain  undescribed,  and  they  will  be  grateful  to  any  persons  who  own 
such  miniatures,  or  know  of  their  existence,  if  they  will  kindly  write  and 
give  particulars  of  them. 

The  place  and  importance  of  miniatures  are  now  so  fully  recognised 
that  it  would  be  well  for  a  complete  list  of  the  works  of  George  Engle- 
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heart  to  be  in  existence,  and  sucli  a  list  tlie  writers  could  only  supply  by 
the  assistance  of  the  readers  of  this  book. 

To  the  owners  of  miniatures  the  authors  would  like  to  give  one  word 
of  caution,  begging  that  these  treasures  may  be  kept  from  sunlight,  and 
mav  not  be  hung  in  positions  where  they  are  exposed  to  the  extremes  of 
heat  or  cold.  The  faded  and  damaged  condition  of  so  many  of  Engleheart's 
works  has  impressed  the  importance  of  thus  urging  that  greater  care 
should  be  taken  of  such  lovely  works  of  art  in  the  future  than  has  been 
afforded  them  in  the  past.

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CHAPTER  I. 
THE  ENGLEHEART  FAMILY. 

THE  artistic  genius  which  had  its  fullest  development  in  the 
miniature-painter  who  is  the  subject  of  the  following  pages 
can  be  seen  not  only  in  the  original  ancestor  of  the  family  to 
which  George  Engleheart  belonged,  but  can  be  traced  also  in  almost 
every  member  of  that  family  to  a  greater  or  less  degree. 

It  had  various  phases,  some  members  excelling  in  modelling,  some 
in  sculpture,  some  in  drawing,  some  in  painting,  and  some  in  the  kindred 
arts  of  penmanship  and  pure  design.  Its  origin  must  have  been  earlier 
than  we  are  able  to  trace,  but  it  is  to  be  found  in  Francis,  the  first 
member  of  the  family  to  settle  in  England,  and  from  him  as  immediate 
ancestor  it  passed  on  to  receive  its  fullest  achievements  in  the  person 
of  George,  his  son. 

The  family  is  said  to  have  come  from  Franconia,  and  Francis,  born 
in  1 71 3,  is  believed  to  have  sprung  from  an  ancient  Wendish  family, 
members  of  which  were  to  be  found  scattered  throughout  Franconia.  In 
Upper  Austria,  between  Ischl  and  Passau,  there  is  a  village  called 
Engelhart,  and  the  name  is  still  not  an  uncommon  one  in  that  same 
district.  An  Engelharat  (sic)  is  mentioned  as  the  personal  friend  of 
Charlemagne,  and  in  the  early  Middle  Ages  many  of  the  Engelharts  rose 
to  distinction,  while  the  name  is  not  unknown  to  Continental  fame  in 
more  recent  times. 

It  is  not  known  why  Francis  Engelhart  came  to  this  country.  He 
is  said  to  have  arrived  when  quite  a  youth,  brought  by  a  compassionate 
stranger,  a  fugitive  from  political  reasons,  and  his  earliest  recollections, 
which  were  of  a  very  indistinct  character,  were  connected  with  a  great 
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commotion,  a  crowd  of  persons  rushing  over  a  bridge,  the  breaking 
down  of  the  bridge  and  the  loss  in  the  waters  of  some  of  his  nearest 
relations,  and  then  a  mysterious  hiatus  which  he  was  never  able  to 
fill  up. 

A  brother  who  is  said  to  have  come  from  the  family  home  at  the 
same  time  as  Francis,  was  reported  to  have  returned  home  again  to 
Germany,  and  to  have  died  leaving  a  considerable  fortune  to  his  widow, 
which  she  was  anxious,  it  is  said,  to  leave  back  again  to  the  Engleheart 
family  if  they  could  but  be  found.  This  story  was  told  many  years  later 
to  Colonel  Engleheart,  the  son  of  George  the  miniature-painter,  when  he 
was  stopping  at  a  house  near  to  Cape  Town  enjoying  the  hospitality  of  a 
settler  who  knew  the  old  lady  referred  to.  He  urged  Colonel  Engleheart 
to  go  at  once  to  Worms,  make  friends  with  the  rich  widow,  and  secure 
the  reversion  of  the  estate  ;  but  the  Colonel's  health  at  the  time,  and 
his  unexpected  decease  soon  after,  prevented  the  adoption  of  this 
plan. 

Another  branch  of  this  family  seems  to  have  settled  in  Russia,  where 
Christine  Engleheart  married  a  Prince  Potemkin,  and  had  one  daughter, 
who  married  her  cousin  Paul,  and  had  in  her  turn  a  son  Paul,  who  died 
quite  recently  at  the  age  of  eighty-two  unmarried,  and  thus  closed  that 
line  of  the  family. 

Francis  Englehart  seems  to  have  believed  that  he  was  from  eight  to 
ten  years  old  when  he  reached  England.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one  he 
was  married.  He  had  settled  down  in  the  royal  domain  of  Kew,  and  it 
was  the  daughter  of  the  Vicar  of  the  parish,  Anne  Dawney,  whom  he 
married  at  that  early  age.  He  was  by  profession  a  modeller  in  plaster, 
and  many  of  the  ceilings  at  Hampton  Court  Palace  owe  their  beauty  to 
his  handiwork. 

The  craft  which  Francis  practised  lost  much  of  its  repute  until 
quite  lately,  and  the  demand  for  less  expensive  work — plain  ceilings  and 
machine-made  cornices  and  mouldings— had  caused  the  artistic  side  of  the 
work  of  the  plasterer  to  be  ignored  and  overlooked.  In  the  olden  days, 
when  elaborate  ceilings  were  reckoned  as  important  works  of  decoration 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  room,  and  when  ornate  strap-work 
and  rich  mouldings  and  ornaments  were  introduced  into  the  ceilings  of 
the  reception-rooms  in  great  houses,  there  was  an  important  field  for  the 
exercise  of  artistic  feeling,  and  for  the  execution  of  plaster  work,  which 
could  take  high  position  in  the  world  of  art. 

By  his  profession,   which  was    then  in  its  palmy  days,  Francis 
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Engelhart  appears  to  have  made  a  fair  independence,  and  to  have  wisely 
invested  his  savings  in  landed  estate  at  Kew,  and  in  the  districts 
around  London,  which  is  still  in  the  possession  of  his  great  grand- 
nephew. 

It  is  believed  that  he  was  never  naturalized,  as  real  estate  was 
devised  to  his  wife,  in  his  lifetime,  by  his  brother-in-law,  John  Dill- 
man,  who  had  come  from  Dillingsburg  in  Nassau,  and  was  naturalized 
by  Act  of  Parliament  (lO  George  II.).  He,  however,  was  able  to  acquire 
leasehold  estate,  and  it  included  a  house  in  Hertford  Street,  which  he 
eventually  bequeathed  to  his  son  Paul.  He  died  in  1773,  in  the  sixtieth 
year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  at  Kew  in  what  afterwards  became  the 
family  vault,  leaving  his  wife  Anne  and  three  sons  out  of  a  family  of 
eight. 

The  Vicar  of  Kew  had  two  other  daughters  beside  the  one  whom 
Francis  married.  Of  these,  the  second  married  the  John  Dillman  just 
mentioned,  who  was  styled  Master  Gardener  to  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and 
seems  to  have  been  responsible  for  the  laying  out  of  the  original  gardens 
of  Kew  Palace.  He  died  in  1760,  and  by  his  will  left  to  his  nephew,  the 
eldest  son  of  Francis,  considerable  property  both  in  Kew  and  in  London, 
chiefly  in  and  about  Mayfair.  He  was  evidently  a  very  successful  man, 
and  was  able  to  bequeath  quite  an  extensive  estate.  The  third  daughter 
of  the  Vicar,  Mary,  married  one  John  Bone,  who  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  any  relation  to  the  well-known  artist  in  enamel  who  attained  to  such 
celebrity.  They  had  a  daughter  Anne,  who  married  one  Richmond,  in 
or  about  1737,  and  their  son,  Thomas  Richmond,  an  artist,  was  the  father 
of  George  Richmond,  the  well-known  painter  and  the  grandfather  of  the 
present  Sir  William  Richmond,  R.A.,  K.C.B. 

Francis  Engelhart  appears  to  have  always  spelt  his  name  in  the 
Franconian  fashion,  and  in  a  deed  dated  1752  it  so  appears.  In  1757  his 
son  was  admitted  to  copyhold,  in  the  Manor  of  Kew,  as  John  Dillman 
Inglehart  ;  but  in  1760  Mrs.  Engleheart  and  her  son  were  admitted  as 
copyholders,  under  the  name  of  Engleheart. 

After  his  father's  decease,  George  Engleheart  was  admitted  as  heir 
to  his  mother  Anne,  at  a  court  held  April  21,  1780,  under  the  quaint 
tenure  of  Borough  English,  by  which  the  youngest  son  succeeds.  Queen 
Charlotte  was  at  that  time  Lady  of  the  Manor,  and  the  name  was  spelt  in 
the  accepted  manner,  and  has  ever  since  been  so  spelt. 

Of  the  family  of  Francis  Engleheart,  as  for  the  sake  of  convenience 
it  will  be  well  in  future  to  spell  his  name,  there  survived  the  three  sons 
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John  Dillman,  Thomas,  and  George,  five  sons  having  died  in  infancy. 
Thomas,  another  son,  left  a  son  called  Francis,  after  his  grandparent, 
who,  became  a  line-engraver,  and  who  will  be  mentioned  later  on.  He, 
again,  had 'two  sons,  Timothy  Stansfeld  Engleheart,  who  was  a  line- 
engraver,  as  was  his  father,  and  also  was  known  for  his  powers  of 
etching  (he  was  born  in  1803,  and  died  in  1879),  and  Jonathan  John, 
who  also 'became  an  engraver.  Francis  had  married  twice,  his  second 
wife  being  Jane,  daughter  of  Le  Petit,  the  well-known  engraver. 
Thomas  was  a  sculptor  by  profession,  and  was  noted  for  the  beautiful 
work  which  he  did  in  wax.  His  portraiture  in  that  dainty  medium 
was  very  popular,  and  year  by  year  after  1773  he  exhibited  his  models 
at  the  Royal  Academy,  twenty  exhibits  in  all,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
list  in  the  Appendix  to  this  work.  One  only  of  his  portrait  models  is 
mentioned  by  name  in  the  Academy  catalogues,  that  which  he  sent  in 
1773,  and  which  was  a  bust  of  Thomas  Fuelling,  of  His  Majesty's  Board 
of  Works.  At  that  time  the  sculptor  was  residing  in  Little  Carrington 
Street,  Mayfair,  in  that  part  of  London  which  the  Englehearts  appear  to 
have  made  specially  their  own,  and  where  they  have  always  had  important 
possessions.  Two  years  later  we  find  Thomas  had  moved  his  studio  to 
4,  Old  Bond  Street,  in  1779  he  was  at  28,  St.  James  Street,  and  in  1786 
his  address  is  given  as  Richmond ;  and  in  that  year  he  died,  but  it  is  not 
known  where  he  was  buried.  He  was  a  very  religious  man  of  enthusiastic 
Evangelical  opinions.  His  talents  from  an  early  age  were  of  a  very  high 
order,  as  he  took  the  gold  medal  of  the  Royal  Academy  from  John 
Flaxman  and  other  competitors,  the  subject  for  competition  being  Ulysses 
and  Nansicaa. 

In  a  manuscript  account  of  him,  written  by  Nathaniel  his  nephew, 
and  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Engleheart,  there  is  the 
following  passage  :  "  Flaxman  assured  me  that,  when  fellow-students  at 
the  Royal  Academy,  he  had  no  rival  whom  he  envied  so  much  as  Thomas 
Engleheart,  and  that  such  feelings  assumed  actual  jealousy  when  the 
latter  gained  the  Academy  annual  gold  medal  in  a  competition  which 
lay  only  in  point  of  fact  between  those  two." 

But  little  of  Thomas  Engleheart's  work  remains  to  be  seen.  Most 
of  it  was  in  the  then  fashionable,  but  very  perishable,  medium  of  wax, 
and  has  long  since  vanished.  There  is  a  medallion  portrait  of  Edward, 
Duke  of  York,  modelled  in  1786,  in  the  National  Portrait  Gallery,  but 
it  has  been  much  damaged,  and  the  only  other  works  which  we 
can  definitely   assign   to   him   are    the   three  beautiful   portraits  of 
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members  of  the  family  illustrated  in  this  volume.  There  are  many 
examples  of  sculpture  in  wax  at  the  Wallace  Gallery,  but  they  belong 
to  an  earlier  period  than  the  eighteenth  century,  and  are  mostly  the 
production  of  Continental  artists.  Dr.  Propert  had  some  English 
wax  sculpture  in  his  collection,  but  nothing  that  was  signed  by  Thomas 
Engleheart. 

Another  artist  named  Engleheart,  and  bearing  the  initial  J.,  whose 
address  is  given  as  Foot  Lane,  Richmond,  exhibited  a  portrait  in  wax  at 
the  Royal  Academy  in  1783;  but  this  appears  to  have  been  his  only 
exhibit  of  any  sort,  and  who  he  was  or  what  relation  he  was  to  his  more 
celebrated  namesake  I  have  been  unable  to  discover. 

In  the  possession  of  Sir  Gardner  Engleheart  there  is  a  fine 
drawing  by  George  representing  a  Greek  bust  which  is  believed  to 
have  been  drawn  from  a  work  executed  by  his  brother  Thomas, 
and  one  for  which  it  is  said  he  obtained  high  credit  and  an  important 
reward. 

The  drawing  is  a  delightful  one,  full  of  dainty  precision,  and  has 
every  probability  in  its  favour  of  having  been  executed  from  a  bust. 
The  tradition  in  the  family  to  which  it  has  ever  belonged  so  regards  it, 
and  it  therefore  figures  on  page  7  as  one  more  example  of  the  work  of 
the  talented  sculptor  Thomas  Engleheart. 

Of  Francis  the  engraver  little  need  be  said.  He  was  born  in  1775, 
and  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-four  in  1849.  He  learned  his  art  as  an 
apprentice  to  Joseph  Collier  and  as  an  assistant  to  James  Heath.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  British  Artists.  His  earliest  independent 
works  were  the  illustrations  to  Akenside,  after  Thomas  Stothard, 
whose  "  Canterbury  Pilgrims  "  he  had  also  a  large  share  in  engraving, 
and  he  also  executed  many  of  the  illustrations  to  Homer,  which  were 
drawn  by  Richard  Cook,  R.A.,  the  landscape  artist,  and  works  after 
Mul  ready. 

He  engraved  many  of  Smirke's  drawings  for  "  Don  Quixote,"  a 
portrait  of  Lord  Byron  after  W.  E.  West,  and  many  of  the  plates  for 
the  then  popular  "Literary  Souvenir,"  "Amulet,"  "Gem,"  and  other 
annuals.  He  is,  however,  best  known  by  his  engravings  of  Wilkie's 
Duncan  Gray  and  the  Only  Datighter,  and  of  Hilton's  Sir  Calepine 
rescuing  Serena.  Proofs  of  the  Wilkie  plates  were  sent  by  George 
Engleheart  to  his  son  when  in  India,  and  are  mentioned  in  a  letter  which 
is  quoted  on  p.  21. 

Francis    Engleheart   exhibited  his   engravings  at  Suffolk  Street 
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Gallery,  not  in  the  Academy,  sending  in  1824  twelve  from  "  Don 
Quixote"  and  a  portrait  of  a  Mr.  Robert  Pope.  In  1826  he  showed 
a  portrait  of  the  Rev.  J.  Yates,  and  in  1828  his  celebrated  engrav- 
ing of  Duncan  Gray,  after  Wilkie.  During  these  years  he  appears 
from  the  catalogues  to  have  been  living  at  2,  Bayham  Street,  Camden 
Town. 

Timothy  Stansfeld  Engleheart,  the  son  of  the  engraver  Francis  just 
named,  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father.  He  was  born  in  18 12, 
and  died  in  1879.  He  executed  many  of  the  plates  for  the  "  British 
Museum  Marbles,"  and  a  number  of  illustrations  for  the  "  Forget-me- 
not,"  "  Literary  Souvenir,"  and  other  books  of  that  class,  some  of  which 
were  quite  remarkable  for  their  merit  and  feeling.  In  about  1839  he 
left  London  and  settled  at  Darmstadt,  where  amongst  other  works  he 
produced  a  very  fine  engraving  of  the  celebrated  Ecce  Homo  by  Guido 
Reni,  which  had  a  vast  circulation  at  the  time,  and  was  esteemed  by  men 
of  taste  as  a  notable  work. 

The  eldest  son  of  the  original  P'rancis  Engleheart  must  be  mentioned 
ere  we  turn  to  the  youngest,  who  is  the  subject  of  these  pages.  John 
DiUman  Engleheart  was  born  in  1735,  and  appears  to  have  carried  on 
for  a  time  his  late  father's  art  in  conjunction  with  his  brother  ;  but 
by  the  will  of  his  uncle  John  Dillman  became  possessed  of  so  com- 
fortable a  fortune  that  he  retired  from  active  business  and  devoted 
himself  to  his  family.  He  was  twice  married,  his  first  wife  being  one 
Mary  Webber,  and  the  second,  whom  he  married  in  1770,  one  Jane 
Parker,  whose  family  came  from  the  North. 

He  resided  in  a  house  in  Shepherd's  Street  (as  it  was  then  called), 
between  Hanover  Square  and  Bond  Street,  and  abutting  upon  the  mead 
through  which  passed  the  "great  conduit,"  the  site  of  the  present  Conduit 
Street.  This  appears  to  have  been  his  favourite  residence,  as,  after  an 
enforced  absence  from  London  of  twenty-four  years  owing  to  ill-health, 
he  returned  from  Kew  to  live  there.  The  house,  which  still  belongs  to 
the  family,  bears  traces  in  its  staircases  and  ceilings  of  having  been  a 
pretty  and  a  comfortable  residence. 

He  had  ten  children,  but  only  three  survived  him  :  two  daughters, 
Lucy,  afterwards  Mrs.  W.  Farnell  Gardner ;  Mary,  afterwards  Mrs. 
Pyne,  whose  portraits  appear  in  this  book ;  and  a  son,  John  Cox 
Dillman  Engleheart,  who  learned  the  profession  of  a  miniaturist  at 
the  hands  of  his  uncle  George,  followed  it  with  success  for  some  years, 
but  relinquished  it  entirely  in  1827,  owing  to  ill-health. 
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To  him  further  reference  is  made  in  Chapter  VII.,  where  his  works, 
family,  and  career  are  more  fully  dealt  with.  From  him,  as  will  be  seen 
in  the  genealogical  table  at  the  end  of  this  book,  descend  the  members 
of  the  family  who  now  own  the  books  and  papers  of  George  Engle- 
heart,  together  with  a  very  large  number  of  his  portraits.

CHAPTER  II. 


THE  LIFE  OF  GEORGE  ENGLEHEART. 


THE  artistic  tendencies  of  the  talented  family  attained  their  fullest 
development  in  the  person  of  George  Engleheart,  the  youngest 
son  of  Francis.  He  was  born  at  Kew  in  October,  1750,  but  of 
his  youthful  life  little  or  nothing  is  known.  We  cannot  even  say  where 
he  was  educated,  and  no  stories  of  his  early  skill  with  pencil  or  brush 
have  been  handed  down  to  his  descendants. 

It  is,  however,  abundantly  clear  that  his  talent  marked  him  out 
as  an  artist,  and  the  signs  of  it  were  so  evident  that  his  family 
placed  him  as  soon  as  he  left  school  with  a  clever  painter  who  could 
educate  him  in  the  art.  He  was  sent  to  the  studio  of  George  Barret, 
R.A.,  when  quite  a  lad,  and  under  his  tuition  made  some  beautiful 
drawings  of  landscapes  and  cattle,  taking  up  the  branch  of  art  which  had 
gained  for  his  master  the  premium  at  Dublin,  and  by  which  Barret  had 
first  become  known  in  England. 

Barret  was  at  that  time  residing  in  Orchard  Street,  Portman  Square, 
and  it  was  there  that  George  Engleheart  was  sent.  His  work  was 
popular  and  in  great  demand.  He  represented  English  scenery  in  its 
true  freshness  and  richness,  excelling  in  the  verdure  peculiar  to  spring. 
He  painted  animals  in  a  spirited  manner  with  a  firm  characteristic  touch, 
and  had  a  certain  amount  of  poetic  imagination.  It  was  in  water-colour 
that  he  really  excelled,  and  in  that  medium  his  tuition  would  be  of  special 
value  to  the  young  Engleheart ;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  lad  re- 
mained very  long  with  his  first  master,  and,  leaving  him,  entered  the 
studio  of  a  far  greater  man,  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds. 

While  in  Barret's  studio  the  young  Engleheart  seems  to  have  first 
adopted  water-colour  as  his  favourite  medium,  but  to  have  had  no  ideas 
as  to  its  possibilities  in  portraiture.  His  efforts  were  confined,  like  those 
of  his  master,  to  landscapes  and  cattle,  and  very  clever  indeed  were 
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some  of  the  latter.  A  large  number  of  them  are  still  in  existence  in 
the  possession  of  Sir  Gardner  Engleheart,  and  one  has  been  selected  as 
a  representative  illustration  of  this  period,  in  which  the  influence  of 
Barret  is  specially  well  marked,  and  the  tender  fresh  colouring  of  his 
master  is  imitated  to  perfection. 

Barret  was  all  his  life  in  difficulties,  and  whilst  in  Orchard  Street, 
although  earning  a  considerable  sum  and  having  several  clever  pupils 
in  his  house,  he  managed  to  get  into  the  Bankruptcy  Court  owing  to  his 
e.xtravagance  and  carelessness.  It  was  possibly  at  this  time  that  Engle- 
heart left  him,  but  we  are  unable  to  say  when  he  went  into  the  studio  of 
Sir  Joshua  or  how  long  he  remained  with  the  President. 

His  first  copies  of  the  pictures  painted  by  Sir  Joshua  were  done  in 
1776,  but  at  that  time  it  appears  that  he  was  working  for  himself  as 
a  year  before  that  date  he  had  commenced  the  series  of  entries  in  his  fee- 
book,  which  are  the  chief  source  of  our  information.  He  exhibited  for 
the  first  time  in  the  Royal  Academy  in  1773,  sending  in  on  that  occasion 
the  only  landscapes  which  he  ever  appears  to  have  submitted  to  the 
judgment  of  that  famous  society.  They  were  two  in  number,  one  called 
a  View  of  the  Royal  Villa,  late  the  Princess  Dowagers,  at  Kezv,  and  the 
other  simply  a  Landscape  and  a  Castle.  With  them  he  also  sent  in 
a  miniature  of  a  child,  his  first  recorded  portrait,  and  he  described  himself 
as  living  at  "  Kew  Green,  Surry." 

In  that  year,  on  February  3,  his  father  died,  and  perhaps  in  conse- 
quence George  left  Kew  and  came  up  to  London  to  live,  taking  a  studio 
in  Shepherd  Street,  Hanover  Square,  probably  in  the  house  which 
belonged  to  his  late  father.  This  was  his  address  for  two  years,  but  in 
1776  he  moved  to  Prince's  Street,  Hanover  Square,  and  here  it  was, 
in  all  probability,  that  he  first  set  up  a  home  for  himself,  as  the  date 
is  coincident  with  the  opening  part  of  his  fee-book. 

Perhaps  during  the  three  former  years  he  was  in  attendance  in 
Sir  Joshua's  studio  in  Leicester  Square,  only  occasionally  painting  for 
himself ;  but  in  1775  he  comes  forward  as  a  professional  man  on  his  own 
account,  and  from  the  previous  year  down  to  the  time  when  he  retired 
he  recorded  with  the  most  punctilious  care  the  name  of  every  one  of 
his  sitters,  the  amount  which  he  received  for  each  portrait,  and  the  date 
upon  which  the  payment  was  made.  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  records 
remain  to  tell  us  of  his  career  in  the  great  studio  in  Leicester  Square, 
and  that  his  name  does  not  appear  in  any  books  which  deal  with 
Sir  Joshua. 
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^  The  President  was,  however,  well  known  for  his  indifference  to  his 
pupils.  Northcote  said  that  "  Reynolds  was  certainly  very  deficient  in 
making  scholars  ;  for  although  he  had  a  great  many  under  him  who  lived 
m  his  house  with  him  for  years,  yet  their  names  we  never  hear  of,  and  he 
gave  himself  not  the  least  trouble  about  them  or  their  fate.  It  was  his 
opinion  that  a  genius  could  not  be  depressed,  nor  any  instruction  make 
a  painter  of  a  dunce.  So  he  left  them  to  chance  and  their  own  endeavours." 
In  another  place,  in  his  entertaining  work,  Northcote  describes  his  own 
experiences  as  a  pupil  in  the  house  of  Sir  Joshua. 

"The  first  day,"  he  says,  "I  went  there  to  paint,  I  saw  one  of  Sir 
Joshua's  pupils,  and  on  conversing  with  him  was  much  surprised  to  find 
that  his  scholars  are  absolute  strangers  to  Sir  Joshua's  manner  of  working, 
and  that  he  made  use  of  colours  and  varnishes  which  they  knew  nothing 
of,  and  always  painted  in  a  room  distant  from  them  ;  that  they  never  saw 
him  unless  he  wanted  to  paint  a  hand  or  a  piece  of  drapery  from  them, 
and  then  they  were  always  dismissed  as  soon  as  he  had  done  with  them,"' 
"He  has  but  two  young  gendemen,"  continues  Northcote,  "with 
him  at  this  time,  and  they  both  behave  to  me  with  great  good-nature." 
It  is  quite  clear  that  Sir  Joshua,  as  Sir  Walter  Armstrong  has  said, 
would  give  a  pupil  the  run  of  his  house,  would  let  him  copy  what  he 
liked,  and  learn  as  much  as  he  could,  from  his  fellow-scholars ;  he  would 
even  condescend  now  and  then  to  require  his  assistance  in  a  drapery  or 
accessory  ;  but  to  lay  down  his  own  preoccupations  and  to  put  himself 
in  the  place  of  a  young  man  wishing  to  penetrate  the  secrets  of  art  was 
entirely  outside  his  scheme  of  life." 

In  these  circumstances  it  is  small  wonder  that  we  know  little  or 
nothing  of  Engleheart's  life  in  Leicester  Square,  although  we  cannot  help 
regretting  that  he  himself  has  left  no  records  as  to  his  dealings  with  the 
President,  for  whom  he  seems  to  have  always  entertained  a  high  respect, 
and  so  many  of  whose  paintings  he  copied  so  cleverly  in  miniature.  To 
these  copies  we  refer  more  fully  in  a  succeeding  chapter. 

Whether  he  stayed  a  long  or  a  short  time  with  Reynolds,  he  appears 
to  have  started  his  professional  life  on  his  own  account  in  1775,  and  his 
first  entry  in  his  new  fee-book  is  of  a  portrait  painted  on  January  6  of  that 
year,  of  a  Mr.  Belt  of  the  Crown  Office,  for  which  he  charged  the  sum  of 
4  guineas,  and  duly  received  the  money  on  February  10  following.  That 
4  guineas  was  the  only  money  which  came  in  during  those  first  two 
months,  but  in  March  he  earned  ^37,  and  from  that  time  forward  there 
was  no  want  of  work. 
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In  1776  Engleheart  married  the  daughter  of  a  City  merchant  who 
lived  at  Isleworth,  and  brought  his  wife  to  the  house  which  he  had  taken 
in  Prince's  Street,  Hanover  Square.  His  married  life  was,  however, 
a  very  short  one,  for  three  years  afterwards,  to  his  great  sorrow,  his  wife 
died,  quite  suddenly,  on  April  9,  and,  although  he  had  been  exhibiting  at 
the  Royal  Academy  year  by  year  up  to  that  date,  yet  in  that  year  he  sent 
in  nothing,  nor  did  he  again  exhibit  till  four  years  after,  when,  in  1783, 
he  had  again  changed  his  place  of  residence.  In  that  year  he  seems  to 
have  purchased  the  house  in  Hertford  Street,  No.  4,  where  he  went 
to  reside,  and  where  he  continued  to  dwell  till  he  moved  into  the 
country. 

This  house  had  just  been  built  on  a  piece  of  land  belonging  to  the 
"old  fair,"  which  about  that  time  assumed  the  garb  of  respectability,  and 
was  destined  subsequently  to  become  one  of  the  centres  of  fashion.  The 
neighbouring  house  was  occupied  by  Dorothy  Jordan,  and  No.  to,  close 
at  hand,  was  the  residence  of  Sheridan,  and  had  been  previously  inhabited 
by  Lord  Sandwich,  famous  for  his  musical  parties,  and  after  that  by 
General  John  Burgoyne,  the  unsuccessful  hero  of  the  American  War. 
Later  on,  in  this  same  historic  street,  resided  Trelawney,  Lord  Byron's 
companion,  in  whose  arms  the  poet  died  ;  Sir  Charles  Locock,  the  eminent 
accoucheur  ;  and  Sir  Alexander  Cockburn,  the  Chief  Justice  of  England. 

Close  to  where  Engleheart  settled  down  had  stood  a  hundred  years 
before  the  celebrated  inn  called  the  Dog  and  Duck,  with  its  gardens  and 
pools,  in  which  the  fashionable  diversion  of  duck-hunting  by  spaniels  had 
been  constandy  practised.  Later  on  it  was  superseded  by  pigeon-shooting, 
which  took  place  near  to  a  little  pond  "  shaded  by  willow  trees."  The 
whole  of  the  land  in  this  neighbourhood  had  at  one  time  belonged  to 
a  certain  Mr.  Sheppard,  whose  name  was  perpetuated  in  the  street  where 
Engleheart  had  before  then  been  residing.  Close  by  was  a  celebrated 
riding-school,  and  in  a  house  very  near  at  hand  in  the  next  street  lived 
the  notorious  Kitty  Fisher. 

To  the  house  in  Hertford  Street  Engleheart  brought  his  second  wife, 
for  in  1785  he  had  married  again,  one  Ursula  Sarah  Browne,  half-sister 
to  Jane,  the  wife  of  his  brother,  John  Dillman,  and  by  her  he  had  three 
sons  and  one  daughter — George,  Nathaniel,  Emma,  and  Henry.  George 
became  a  Colonel  in  the  Honourable  East  India  Company's  Bengal 
Establishment,  married  Elizabeth  Murray,  and  died  without  issue  in  1833 
in  the  forty-seventh  year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  at  Kew.  Emma  died 
single  in  1863.    Nathaniel,  who  was  a  Proctor  in  Doctors'  Commons, 
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died  in  1869,  leaving  a  large  family ;  and  Henry,  the  fourth  child,  a  Clerk 
m  Holy  Orders,  born  in  1801,  died  unmarried  on  May  12,  1885. 

Mrs.  Engleheart  predeceased  her  husband,  dying  in  18 17  in  the 
fifty-sixth  year  of  her  age,  and  was  also  buried  in  the  family  tomb  at 
Kew.^  After  his  second  marriage  Engleheart  seems  to  have  continued 
steadily  on  with  his  profession,  working  very  hard  and  very  industriously, 
and  producing  such  a  large  number  of  portraits  as  to  be  almost  incon- 
ceivable had  we  not  his  written  word  attesting  the  fact.  He  gave  himself 
few  relaxations,  especially  during  the  earlier  part  of  his  career,  spending 
almost  all  his  time  in  his  studio  ;  but  amongst  his  friends  there  were  a 
few  whom  he  visited  from  time  to  time,  and  in  whose  houses  he  allowed 
himself  a  period  of  rest  and  quiet. 

We  hear  of  him  visiting  Hayley  at  Eartham  for  the  first  time  in 
1783,  when  he  was  invited  to  meet  Flaxman  and  Meyer,  Romney  and 
Blake,  and  the  change  from  the  close  work  of  the  studio  to  the  pretty 
Sussex  home  close  to  the  sea  where  Hayley  entertained  his  friends  must 
have  been  pleasant  and  invigorating  to  the  artist.  His  acquaintance  with 
Hayley  had  been  early  begun,  and  was  continued  on  the  closest  terms 
all  his  life.  The  two  men  had  much  in  common,  and  entertained  a  very 
strong  regard  for  each  other.  Hayley,  whose  clever  portrait  in  Indian 
ink  by  the  hand  of  his  old  friend  adorns  these  pages,  dedicated  many  of 
his  poems  to  Engleheart,  and  they  kept  up  a  very  constant  correspondence, 
which  extended  over  many  years. 

After  Engleheart  had  retired  from  the  active  pursuit  of  his  pro- 
fession, he  was  able  to  see  more  of  his  old  friend,  and  then  it  was  that 
poetic  effusions  seemed  to  have  passed  frequently  between  the  two 
friends,  inspired,  after  the  practice  of  Hayley,  by  the  most  trivial  of 
events. 

We  find  a  record  amongst  the  papers  preserved  by  his  son  Henry 
that  on  one  occasion  Engleheart  left  behind  him  at  Felpham  a  silk  hand- 
kerchief, which  was  returned  to  him  by  his  friends  with  the  following 
words  worked  on  it  in  embroidery  : 

"  Blest  be  the  pencil  whose  consoling  power. 
Soothing  soft  friendship  in  her  pensive  hour, 
Dispels  the  cloud  with  melancholy  fraught 
That  absence  throws  upon  her  tender  thought." 

On  two  special  occasions  Hayley  sent  the  following  effusions  to  his 
friend  by  way  of  compliment.

On  Friday,  May  26,  1809,  he  thus  writes: 

"  Dear  Engleheart,  with  more  than  magic  grace, 
With  heavenly  aid,  you  exercise  your  art ; 
You  paint  ray  fair  one's  virtues  in  her  face, 

A  gracious  Heaven  impressed  them  on  my  heart. 

"  For  this  may  you,  whatever  ills  are  rife. 
See  all  you  love  of  joyous  health  possest. 
And  through  a  long  and  honourable  life 
In  your  affections  be  supremely  blest." 

On  March  10,  181 1,  he  sent  him  the  following  lines  : 

"  Dear  Artist,  hast  thou  feared  thy  friend 
Could  cease  to  love  thee  ?    Never ! 
Friendship  with  thee  can  never  end — 
Once  formed  it  lives  for  ever." 

The  ability  to  drift  into  verse  upon  every  occasion,  and  to  lavish 
poetic  compliments  in  all  directions,  was  very  characteristic,  not  only  of 
Hayley,  but  of  the  half-morbid,  dreamy,  poetic  spirits  with  whom  he  loved 
to  surround  himself  and  who  flattered  him  and  each  other  to  their  hearts' 
content. 

The  most  truly  poetic  one  amongst  them  was  Cowper,  for  whose 
tomb  Engleheart  was  asked  to  suggest  a  design,  and  for  which  he  sent 
in  to  Hayley  three  alternative  sketches,  none  of  which,  it  must  be 
confessed,  were  of  more  than  ordinary  merit.  A  scrap  of  paper  on  which 
Cowper  had  written  some  lines  was  given  by  Hayley  to  Engleheart  as 
a  precious  memento.  It  bears  on  one  side  the  following  piece  of  rather 
hackneyed  advice  : 

"Teach  freely  wha^thou  canst,  nor  in  thy  turn, 
If  ignorant,  account  it  shame  to  learn  ;" 

while  on  the  back  are  the  following-  adulatory  lines  dedicated  to  "  Lady 
M.  N.  his  patroness  "  : 

"  Praise  to  deserve,  yet  never  to  desire. 
Is  such  high  praise,  that  none  can  merit  higher ; 
And  this  I  give  thee,  with  no  base  design 
To  flatter  thee,  for  it  is  duly  thine." 

The  kind  of  letter  which  passed  between  Engleheart  and  Hayley 
may  be  fairly  well  judged  by  the  following  specimen — a  note  from 
Felpham  dated  September  6,  18 18,  when  one  of  the  sons  of  Engleheart 
was  unwell  : 
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"  My  very  dear  Friend, 

"  I  shall  rejoice  to  see  you,  and  still  more  to  conduce  to  the 
restoration  of  your  young  student. 

"  Do  not  think  of  Bognor,  but  steer  direcdy  for  Felpham.  You  will 
find  two  beds  for  you  and  your  son  in  this  hermitage,  and  there  is  a 
decent  publick-house  in  the  village  where  your  equipage  may  be  well 
taken  care  of. 

"  As  I  hasten  to  seize  the  returning  post,  I  will  only  add  that  I  beg 

to  be  most  kindly  remembered  to  every  branch  of  your  family,  and  most 

heartily  wish  you  a  pleasant  and  prosperous  excursion  to  the  Cell  of  your 

ever  sincere  and  affectionate  , , 

"  Hermit. 

Two  views  of  the  quaint  house  which  Hayley  called  the  "  Cell  "  are 
given,  and  to  one  of  them  Engleheart,  in  his  minute  printing  characters, 
has  appended  references  as  to  the  rooms  in  the  house. 

The  likeness  of  the  owner  which  Engleheart  drew  for  his  son  shows 
a  mild,  benevolent  person  with  a  good  deal  of  dry  humour  lurking  in  his 
features.  It  was  his  friendship  for  Cowper  and  his  influence  upon  Romney 
which  have  immortalized  his  name.  His  own  books,  "The  Triumphs  of 
Temper  "  and  the  "  Life  of  Cowper,"  are  now  but  little  known,  especially 
the  former,  which  had  a  great  repute  in  its  time  ;  but  the  ability  which 
Hayley  possessed  of  being  able  to  gather  around  him  the  clever  and 
strange  men  of  genius  of  that  time,  to  help  and  assist  them  with  never- 
failing  generosity,  and  to  make  their  works  better  known  to  the  world, 
have  given  to  his  name  a  personal  value  which  far  exceeds  that  which 
intrinsically  it  deserved. 

Romney,  whom  Engleheart  first  met  at  Hayley's  house,  and  with 
whom  he  afterwards  became  very  frienflly,  gave  to  his  fellow-artist  some 
of  his  sketches,  but  these,  unfortunately,  were  sold  by  some  of  the  artist's 
descendants. 

Blake,  the  visionary,  a  genius  of  marvellous  ability  and  a  poet  of 
very  high  order,  was  also  one  of  Hayley's  and  Engleheart's  friends,  and 
another  one  was  Jeremiah  Meyer,  one  of  the  earliest  Royal  Academicians, 
and  himself  a  very  clever  painter  of  miniatures.  One  of  the  miniatures 
which  Engleheart  left  behind  him  (see  p.  22),  has  been  believed  to  be 
the  work  of  Meyer,  and  to  represent  Lady  Thomond.  A  tracing  of  it, 
however,  appears  in  Engleheart's  note-book,  and  it  was  very  probably 
therefore  painted  by  him,  in  a  manner  resembling  his  friend's  work, 
perhaps  by  way  of  experiment. 
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To  the  British  Museum  there  has  recently  been  presented  by 
Mr.  F.  Haverfield  a  dehghtful  book  which  was  once  the  property  of 
Meyer,  and  contains  tracings  of  many  of  the  miniatures  which  he  painted, 
but,  unluckily,  they  are  not  named.  The  only  record  which  this  little  book 
contains  as  to  the  artist  is  a  bill  for  the  purchase  of  ultramarine,  in  which 
four  "  purees  "  of  it  are  bought  for  _^8.  The  colour  was  a  very  favourite 
one  on  Meyer's  palette,  and,  in  fact,  his  work  can  often  be  identified  by 
the  large  amount  of  ultramarine  which  appears  in  the  miniatures,  not  only 
in  the  background,  but  elsewhere  in  the  portraits.  Meyer  lived  at  Kew, 
and  therefore  it  is  possible  that  the  acquaintance  began  before  the  two 
artists  met  at  Felpham.  It  was  continued  to  the  descendants  of  Engle- 
heart,  as  will  be  seen  in  Chapter  VII.,  where  J.  C.  D.  Engleheart, 
nephew  of  George,  records  his  journey  to  Kew  to  copy  the  portrait  of 
Miss  Meyer  as  Hebe,  which  Sir  Joshua  had  painted,  and  which  was  still 
in  the  possession  of  the  artist's  widow  at  Kew. 

The  two  men,  Meyer  and  Engleheart,  had  other  sympathies  in 
common.  Both  were  of  foreign  extraction,  as  Meyer  had  come  from 
Ttibingen  in  Wiirtemberg.  Both  had  been  pupils  of  Sir  Joshua,  and 
both  were  great  admirers  of  the  work  of  the  President,  and  had  copied 
it  on  many  occasions.  Both  came  to  England  as  lads,  and  had  settled 
down  in  the  country,  and  both  were  expert  painters  of  miniatures,  on  the 
household  of  the  King  and  Queen,  and  amongst  the  most  fashionable 
of  the  artists  of  the  day.  Meyer  died  in  1 789,  many  years  before  his 
friend,  and  was  buried  at  Kew. 

In  the  pretty  Sussex  home  where  these  men  met  there  must  have 
been  many  a  delightful  conversation,  many  an  argument  carried  on  with 
vigour  and  enthusiasm,  and  very  pleasant  must  have  been  the  occasions 
when,  wearied  by  constant  work  in  the  studio,  the  friends  gathered 
together  at  Felpham  and  enjoyed  one  another's  society  in  that  agreeable 
home.  Romney,  perhaps,  was  at  that  time  painting  at  Petworth,  and,  tis 
Petworth  House  was  not  far  off,  we  can  fancy  the  visits  which  were  paid 
by  the  Artists  to  the  gallery  of  paintings,  and  the  satisfaction  which  they 
must  have  felt  at  the  sight  of  the  noble  works  which  it  contained. 

It  is  probable  that  it  was  also  at  Felpham  that  Engleheart  met  Miss 
Jane  Porter,  the  author  of  "  Thaddeus  of  Warsaw,"  "  Scottish  Chiefs," 
"  Field  of  Forty  Footsteps,"  and  many  other  works,  very  popular  in  their 
time.  She  kept  up  a  constant  correspondence  with  the  artist,  and  when 
in  later  years  his  son  Henry  was  going  abroad,  she  it  was  who  gave  him 
letters  of  introduction  to  Madame  Goldsmid  and  to  Baron  Humboldt, 
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which,  as  he  records  very  gratefully,  were  of  much  assistance  to  him  on 
the  Continent. 

With  these  exceptions,  Engleheart  seems  to  have  had  but  few  friends, 
and  to  have  lived  a  very  quiet  and  staid  life.  A  good  deal  of  his  time 
was  spent  at  his  country  house  at  Bedfont,  whence  he  was  able  to 
ride  or  drive  to  Hertford  Street  for  his  professional  work.  He  had 
purchased  a  small  estate  in  this  village  in  1783,  and  built  there  a  house 
decorated  internally  in  the  Adams  style,  and  surrounded  by  pretty 
grounds  and  fine  trees.  The  gorse-covered  heathland  of  Hounslow 
then  stretched  up  to  these  grounds,  which  it  nearly  surrounded,  and 
even  at  that  time  the  district,  notorious  for  its  danger  in  old  times,  was 
infested  with  highwaymen. 

It  was  here  that  his  two  nieces,  young  girls  of  eighteen  and  nineteen, 
whom  the  King  had  called  the  Fair  and  Dark  beauties  of  Kew,  were 
stopped  one  night  when  returning  in  their  carriage  with  their  brother 
from  spending  the  evening  at  Bedfont,  and  were  despoiled  by  two  masked 
and  armed  gentlemen  of  the  road  of  all  their  valuables  in  the  ancient  and 
orthodox  fashion.  The  portraits  of  these  young  ladies  can  be  found  in 
this  book. 

The  village  of  Bedfont,  which  is  said  to  derive  its  name  from  a  well, 
still  in  use,  which  dates  back  to  the  time  of  the  Venerable  Bede,  and  is 
connected  with  the  famous  early  historian,  was  a  well-known  one  to  all 
who  had  occasion  to  travel  along  the  Western  Road,  for  at  one  time  no 
fewer  than  fifty  coaches  changed  horses  daily  at  the  sign  of  the  Black 
Dog  on  the  village  green,  where  the  forerunner  of  the  present  Coaching 
Club,  the  celebrated  association  known  as  the  Bedfont  Driving  Club, 
subsequently  held  its  meetings.  The  passengers  when  entering  upon  the 
galloping  stage  to  Egham  had  just  time  to  notice  the  village  green, 
with  its  picturesque  church  and  the  quaint  yew-trees  cut  into  the  shape 
of  peacocks,  which  are  described  by  Hood  in  the  following  lines  from  his 
poem.  The  Two  Peacocks  of  Bedfont  : 

"  Two  sombre  peacocks — Age,  with  sapient  nod 
Marking  the  spot,  still  tarries  to  declare 
How  they  once  lived,  and  wherefore  they  are  there." 

Two  pencil  sketches  of  Bedfont  and  a  water-colour  drawing  of  the 
village  are  given  in  this  volume,  as  illustrative  not  only  of  the  charm  of 
the  place,  with  its  church  and  its  yew-trees,  but  also  as  examples  of  the 
dainty  grace  which  the  artist  was  able  to  put  into  his  pencil  drawings. 
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and  the  satisfactory  and  pleasant  effect  of  his  water-colour  landscapes. 
In  the  second  pencil  sketch  the  inn  with  its  swinging  sign  the  Black  Dog 
is  a  very  prominent  object. 

One  of  Engleheart's  water-colour  drawings  of  the  house  itself  is  also 
given,  and  a  member  of  the  family  is  introduced  riding  on  horseback  near 
by  dressed  in  the  curious  costume  of  the  period,  whilst  to  complete  the 
series  a   photograph  appears  of  the  house  in  its  present  condition,

very  little  having  been  done  to  it  since  it  was  erected  by  the  artist.  It 
is  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family,  and  has  been  used  as  the  residence 
of  the  great-grand-nephew  of  the  artist  till  recent  times. 

Engleheart  grew  very  fond  of  Bedfont,  and  was  constantly  there,  and 
always  glad  of  an  opportunity  of  riding  down  to  his  country  home, 
doing  some  of  his  work  there,  and  introducing  a  view  of  the  place  into 
the  background  of  his  pictures.  He  had,  after  many  years  of  labour, 
become  a  man  of  considerable  means,  and  although  his  hand  had  not 
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lost  its  power  and  skill,  yet  he  was  often  counselled  by  his  friends  to 
relinquish  miniature-painting,  and  spend  the  remaining  years  of  his  life 
at  his  beloved  home.    Hayley  was  one  of  those  who  thus  persuaded  him 
and,  bemg  unable  to  resist  so  good  an  opportunity  for  his  muse,  thus 
apostrophized  the  artist  in  poetic  strain  : 

"  Be  warned,  dear  artist,  still  of  powers  entire. 
Still  firm  of  hand,  still  rich  in  mental  fire, 
Dear  Engleheart ;  whom  in  thy  zenith  now 
Friendship  salutes  with  many  a  kindly  vow. 
List  to  her  anxious  monitory  song. 
Toil  not  too  eagerly,  toil  not  too  long. 
But  in  yourself  prepare  maturely  sage 
The  dignity  that  decks  a  green  old  age." 

To  the  advice  of  his  friends  Engleheart  appears  to  have  given  but 
a  very  hesitating  consent,  as  it  was  several  years  from  the  time  when 
the  foregoing  lines  had  been  addressed  to  him  before  he  finally  withdrew 
into  private  life.  Still,  little  by  little,  he  prepared  himself  for  retirement 
by  accepting  fewer  commissions,  and  at  length  yielded  altogether  to  the 
advice  of  his  old  friends,  and  left  Hertford  Street  in  July,  1813,  giving 
up  the  active  pursuit  of  his  profession  from  that  time. 

It  must  not  be  thought,  however,  that  he  entirely  relinquished  his 
art  after  that  date.  He  certainly  wrote  no  more  entries  in  his  famous 
fee-book,  and  did  not  even  complete  the  page  upon  which  he  had  been  at 
work,  or  reckon  up  the  figures  which  it  contained,  but  he  executed  many 
notable  portraits,  one  of  which,  dated  October,  181 8,  has  been  described 
as  the  "  ne  plus  ultra  of  miniature  portraiture."  Another  of  a  lovely 
boy  appears  in  this  volume,  and  bears  the  inscription  "  H.  M."  and 
the  date  18 16,  together  with  his  old  address  in  Hertford  Street,  where 
he  probably  went  to  paint  this  very  special  portrait  of  an  unknown  lad. 
From  the  public  point  of  view  the  artist  had,  however,  retired,  and  the 
works  which  he  executed  after  this  date  were  probably  those  of  his  own 
family  or  friends  or  of  some  very  notable  personages,  who  could  not  well 
be  refused,  or  would  not  accept  such  a  refusal  while  the  artist  was  yet  alive. 

In  October,  181 7,  Mrs.  Engleheart,  the  beloved  partner  of  his  life's 
joys  and  sorrows,  died  at  Bedfont,  and  was  carried  to  Kew  for  burial  in 
the  family  tomb.  It  was  to  Hayley  that  Engleheart  sent,  after  the  death 
of  his  wife,  asking  him  to  write  an  epitaph  for  the  loved  one's  tomb,  and 
there  is  a  letter  still  in  existence  in  which  the  artist,  while  thanking  his 
friend  for  what  he  had  sent  him,  ventures  the  opinion  that  the  epitaph  is 
too  long  for  the  purpose,  and  begs  that  a  shorter  one  may  be  composed. 
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Then  Hayley  wrote  again,  begging  his  old  friend  to  come  to  Felpham, 
"  as  the  sympathy,"  said  he  in  his  letter,  "  of  a  true  fellow-mourner  and  a 
change  of  scene  and  air  are,  I  am  persuaded,  the  best  lenitives  for  deep 
sorrow,  and  I  cannot  help  wishing  to  persuade  my  good  old  friend  to  pass 
a  little  while  with  me  in  the  Hermitage."  This  invitation  was  evidently 
accepted,  as  in  a  letter  of  Hayley's,  dated  "The  Turret,"  November  4,  he 
says:  "He  delighted  us  all  with  his  society  and  with  the  various  productions 
of  his  genius.    I  rejoice  to  find  his  pencil  active  and  as  powerful  as  ever." 

Three  years  later  the  writer  of  this  letter  was  no  more.  He  left  to 
Engleheart  several  of  Romney's  works,  including  a  study  for  the  character 
of  Miranda  in  the  "  Tempest,"  describing  it  as  "  compassion  personified  in 
the  form  of  beauty,  which  was  the  original  design  for  Boydell's  Shakespeare 
Gallery,  and  altered  to  suit  the  Alderman's  taste,"  and  also  that  masterpiece 
Sensibility,  representing  Lady  Hamilton,  painted  at  Hayley's  suggestion, 
and  obtained  by  him  in  part  payment  for  a  farm  which  he  sold.  But 

"  Of  all  the  legacies  the  dying  leave. 
Remembrance  of  their  virtues  is  the  best." 

The  Sensibility  by  Romney  remained  in  the  possession  of  the  Engleheart 
family  for  some  considerable  time,  but  was  at  length  sold  at  Christie's  by 
the  three  old  ladies  to  whom  it  descended. 

After  his  visit  to  Hayley,  Engleheart  returned  to  Bedfont,  and  there, 
with  his  daughter  Emma,  lived  a  life  of  quiet  retirement  for  some  years  ; 
but  at  length,  finding  that  the  trouble  and  bother  of  keeping  up  this 
establishment  was  considerable,  and  that  his  daughter,  being  in  poor 
health,  found  it  a  serious  burden,  and  realizing  also  that  it  was  somewhat 
lonely  after  the  busier  life  to  which  they  had  both  of  them  been  accustomed, 
he  decided  to  let  Bedfont  and  go  and  live  with  his  son  Nathaniel,  who 
was  settled  in  a  large  house  at  Blackheath. 

The  tenant  obtained  for  the  house  was  the  Duchess  of  Manchester, 
who  was  in  bad  health  and  needed  a  place  near  London  where  she  could 
have  perfect  quiet.  Her  husband  had  been  away  for  eight  years  in 
Jamaica,  where  he  was  Governor.  She  appears  to  have  been  a  very  good 
tenant,  and  the  new  arrangement  answered  very  well.  The  rent  she  paid 
was  £262  los.,  and  Engleheart  paid  taxes,  and  so  had  a  net  return,  he 
says,  of  ^220  per  annum. 

There  are  three  very  interesting  letters  written  by  Engleheart  to  his 
son  George  when  he  was  in  India,  dated  1827,  in  which  the  father  describes 
his  new  life  with  Nathaniel  at  Blackheath.    Major  Engleheart  was  at  that

time  in  the  and  Regiment  of  Native  Infantry  at  Barrackpore,  Bengal,  and 
his  father  wrote  out  to  tell  him  what  plans  he  had  made  as  to  his  property, 
and  what  he  had  left  him  in  his  will. 

He  was  anxious  to  impress  upon  his  son  the  necessity  for  a  substantial 
income  in  England,  and  to  make  the  matter  perfectly  clear  he  entered  into 
details  as  to  his  own  expenditure  at  Bedfont  during  the  preceding  few 
years,  giving  him  some  very  instructive  figures.  His  annual  expenses, 
he  says,  "for  himself,  Emma,  and  an  occasional  friend  or  two,  with 
expenses  of  three  female  servants  (a  cook,  housemaid,  and  a  girl  to 
attend  to  dear  Emma)  and  two  men  servants  (a  gardener  in  the'  house 
and  a  man  to  attend  to  the  horses,  cows,  etc.,  out  of  the  house),  amounted 
to  not  less  than  ^^544." 

This  he  apportions  as  follows:  Butcher,  ^80;  baker,  £20;  grocer, 
/31  los.  ;  wine  -  merchant,  .^^31  los.  ;  coal  -  merchant,  .^35;  tallow- 
chandler,  £20;  washing  (paid  quarterly),  ^30;  servants'  wages,  ^105; 
corn,  hay,  and  straw  for  two  horses,  £60  ;  taxes  (various)— for  horses, 
carriage,  servants,  windows,  etc.,  ^53;  subscriptions  —  school,  £2: 
coals,  ^5:  lying-in  women,  £2:  etc.,  £6:  total,  ^15;  tailor,  ^30; 
linen-draper,  £20;  shoemaker,  ^10;  hatter,  ^3  ;  total,  ^544.  Butcher 
and  baker,  he  adds,  were  paid  weekly,  and  all  this  expenditure  was 
"  independent  of  medical  advice  and  pleasureable  expenses,  and  living  in 
the  house  furnished  as  it  now  is  rent  free." 

In  concluding  this  interesting  letter,  in  which  he  tells  his  son  that  he 
has  left  the  Bedfont  property  to  him  with  its  furniture  and  other  contents, 
he  adds;  "You  cannot  possibly  live  in  England  under  ^800  a  year, 
making  no  allowance  for  buying  horses,  carriage,  and  other  accidental 
and  pleasurable  expenses." 

The  figures  which  he  gives  are  of  great  interest  for  comparison  with 
those  which  would  be  needed  in  the  present  day,  in  order  to  live  com- 
fortably in  the  style  to  which  the  old  artist  had  been  accustomed,  and 
they  also  enable  us  to  see  what  a  successful  man  he  had  been,  and  how 
the  habits  of  scrupulous  care,  neatness,  and  attention  to  various  small 
details,  which  are  all  exemplified  in  his  fee-book,  were  carried  out  by 
him  throughout  all  the  affairs  of  his  life. 

In  another  letter  he  explains  to  his  son  that  he  is  now  "  paying 
Nathaniel  very  satisfactorily  for  our  board  for  myself,  dear  Emma,  and 
her  little  maid,  and  dear  Henry,  who  occasionally  visits  us,  perhaps  once 
in  five  or  six  weeks."  He  speaks  of  Nathaniel  as  "  very  busy  at  Doctors' 
Commons,"  of  Henry  as  "a  bookish  man  who  will  soon  be  obliged  to  go 
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to  his  clerical  duties  in  Kent  at  Sevenoaks,  and  who  had  suffered  much 
in  health  from  ague,  which  he  had  four  times  during  his  long  curacy  in 
Romney  Marsh  " ;  and  he  expresses  great  pleasure  at  the  thought  that 
when  at  Sevenoaks  his  son  would  not  be  so  far  from  him,  and  would  be 
able  to  ride  over  to  Blackheath  and  see  his  father  very  often. 

The  artist's  affection  for  his  children  was  most  marked.  He  lived 
and  worked  for  them,  and  was  anxious  to  behave  with  perfect  justice 
towards  them,  and  to  do  his  utmost  to  make  them  happy. 

He  was  of  a  bright,  happy,  and  very  religious  disposition,  and  in  one 
letter  he  writes  that  his  friends  say  that  he  is  "the  most  cheerful  old 
person  whom  they  have  ever  met."  His  own  explanation  of  the  fact  is 
contained  in  a  clause  in  another  letter,  in  which  he  states  that  "never 
willingly  or  knowingly  have  I  done  an  unjust  act,  and  would  not  hurt 
any  living  creature  upon  earth." 

He  seems  to  have  taken  infinite  pains  with  his  will  to  make  it  as 
fair  and  as  just  as  possible. 

His  expression  as  to  the  division  of  his  property  is  as  follows  :  "  I 
hope  1  have  divided  my  little  property  as  equally  as  I  could  to  all  your 
mutual  advantages  and  to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  and  I  trust  God  will 
bless  all  my  intentions." 

In  May,  1827,  he  describes  the  new  chaise  which  he  had  purchased, 
and  a  clever  little  sketch,  here  reproduced,  is  attached  to  the  letter. 


It  was  light,  he  says,  and  "painted  dark  green  and  had  drab-colour 
cushions,  and  he  had  bought  with  it  a  mare  thirteen  hands  high." 

In  December  he  writes  again  to  George,  to  tell  him  of  the  serious 
accident  which  he  had  with  this  very  chaise  at  Blackheath,  in  which  he 
and  his  daughter  were  thrown  out  and  much  bruised,  and  he  informs  him 
that  he  had  been  twelve  weeks  in  bed  since  the  accident.  At  that  time 
he  sent  to  George  in  India  a  proof  on  "  sattin  paper"  of  his  cousin 
Francis's  engraving  of  Duncan  Gray,  which  he  says  was  very  highly 
appreciated  in  England,  and  he  explains  that  the  proofs,  such  as  he  was 
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sending,  were  practically  unprocurable.  It  was  always  a  feature  of  this 
family  that  they  had  a  sound  appreciation  for  the  genius  of  other  members 
of  the  same  household,  and  were  ever  ready  to  understand  and  to  praise 
the  fruits  of  that  genius,  however  expressed. 

The  severe  shaking  and  bruising  which  the  artist  underwent  at  the 
tmie  of  this  carriage  accident  accelerated  his  death.  He  was  never  quite 
the  same  man  after  it  as  he  had  been  before.  He  lived  to  see  his  favourite 
son  George  return  from  India,  and  died  at  Blackheath  in  his  seventy-eighth 
year  on  March  21,  1829,  surrounded  by  the  various  members  of  his  family. 
He  was  buried  at  Kew,  his  son  Henry  taking  the  burial  office,  and  his 
remains  were  deposited  in  the  family  vault  where  so  many  of  his  relations 
had  been  buried,  and  where,  later,  his  son  George  and  his  daughter-in-law 
Mary,  the  wife  of  Nathaniel,  were  to  be  placed.  Close  by  his  monument 
can  be  found  those  which  have  been  erected  to  his  friend  Jeremiah  Meyer, 
and  his  contemporaries  and  acquaintances,  Gainsborough  and  Zoffany. 

Nathaniel  records  the  fact  that  when  his  father  died  in  1829  a  raven 
took  up  his  position  on  the  top  of  an  elm-tree  in  the  garden  and  kept  up 
his  melancholy  croak  during  the  last  few  hours  of  George  Engleheart's 
life.  It  remained  there  till  after  the  funeral,  and  would  not  move  till  the 
body  had  left,  and  never  before  nor  since  had  a  raven  been  seen  in  that 
garden,  although  the  family  had  then  resided  there  for  some  eight  years, 
and  lived  there  for  a  long  time  after  George  Engleheart's  decease. 
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CHAPTER  III. 


YEAR  BY  YEAR  IN  THE  STUDIO. 

AS  we  have  already  seen,  the  entries  in  Engleheart's  fee-book 
commence  on  January  i,  1775.  Many  of  his  commissions  in 
that  year,  and  for  some  few  years  which  succeeded  it,  were  for 
drawings,  but  for  miniatures  his  chief  patron  in  his  first  year  was  Lady 
Townshend,  of  whom  he  painted  six  portraits  in  one  month.  Lords 
Lyttleton,  Valentia,  and  Borrowdale  (the  latter  probably  intended  for 
Berriedale,  and  the  son  of  the  Earl  of  Caithness),  were  also  painted  by 
him.  The  noted  Lady  Banks,  wife  of  Sir  Joseph  Banks,  and  the  still 
more  remarkable  Miss  Sophia  Banks,  were  amongst  his  patrons  in  his 
very  first  year  of  work. 

In  1776  we  find  the  name  of  Lord  Ferrers,  as  painted  both  whole- 
length  and  also  in  ordinary  form  ;  Lady  Albemarle,  for  whom  a  portrait 
of  her  son,  Lord  Albemarle,  appears  in  the  following  year  ;  the  Adairs, 
one  of  whom  commissioned  in  that  year  what  is  entered  as  "  a  drawing 
for  the  Pope,"  and  which  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  more  of;  Count 
Brake  ;  and  a  large  number  of  portraits  of  the  Chambers  family  in- 
cluding no  fewer  than  five  of  Sir  William  himself,  and  portraits  of  Lady 
Chambers  and  six  other  members  of  the  family.  The  Duke  of  Gordon, 
well  known  as  a  friend  of  Pitt ;  several  members  of  the  Drummond 
family ;  Sir  Edward  Swinburne,  evidently  the  Baronet  of  Capheaton  ; 
and  the  well-known  names  of  Strutt,  Tyrconnel,  and  Walpole,  are  also  to 
be  found  in  that  year  ;  and  Sir  Thomas  Clarges,  whose  name  survives 
in  Clarges  Street,  Piccadilly. 

Three  times  in  that  same  year  appears  the  name  of  the  King,  who 
thus  early  in  the  young  artist's  career,  before  he  was  twenty-five,  became 
his  patron,  and  gave  him  the  honour  of  sittings  on  many  occasions. 
Engleheart  seems  to  have  painted  George  III.  twenty-five  times  in  all. 
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One  example  of  his  portraiture  of  the  King  which  is  here  illustrated  was 
a  present  from  His  Majesty  to  the  artist.  It  was  suitably  mounted  and 
adorned  with  good  ormolu  work,  and  was  intended  as  a  mark  of  the 
appreciation  which  his  royal  patron  had  for  the  industrious  and  clever 
miniature-painter.  That  second  year  of  work  was  a  very  busy  one,  no 
less  than  i8o  portraits  being  recorded,  a  number  which  fell  to  98  in  the 
following  year,  and  was  not  again  reached  till  1781. 

In  his  third  year  of  work  the  King's  name  again  appears  many 
times,  and  amongst  other  notable  patrons  are  Lady  Day,  Lady  F.  Leslie, 
Lord  and  Lady  Winterton,  and  members  of  the  Colebrook,  Chisholm, 
Haverfield,  Pennington,  and  Compton  families.  Lord  Borriedale  {sic) 
appears  again  in  that  year  with  his  name  more  correctly  spelt,  and  the 
year  is  also  notable  for  the  work  done  by  the  artist  in  copying  the 
portraits  by  Sir  Joshua  which  are  mentioned  in  Chapter  IV. 

Early  in  1779  come  the  names  of  some  members  of  the  Dering 
family,  of  Surrenden  Dering.  These  miniatures,  which  were  of  the 
great-grandparents  of  the  present  Baronet  and  his  family,  seem  to  have 
been  removed  from  the  family  seat  by  the  second  wife  of  the  sixth 
Baronet,  Deborah,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  J.  Winchester,  who  cleared  the 
house  of  every  ornament  and  jewel  for  the  benefit  of  her  own  children. 
Lady  Cadogan,  Lady  Caroline  Dawson,  Lord  F.  Campbell  (afterwards 
Lord  Clerk  Register),  and  the  noted  Kitty  Fisher,  are  recorded  in 
that  year's  work.  The  number  of  commissions  was  slowly  creeping 
up.  It  was  139  in  1779,  and  it  rose  to  151,  181,  175,  and  20S  in  the 
following  years. 

One  of  the  very  few  of  the  works  of  Engleheart  which  have  been 
engraved  was  painted  in  the  following  year — the  portrait  of  the  singer 
Mrs.  Mills,  who  was  so  noted  for  her  acting  in  the  part  of  Polly  in  the 
"  Beggar's  Opera."  This  portrait  is  one  of  those  of  which  we  give  an 
illustration  from  the  series  of  tracings  of  portraits  which  Engleheart 
kept  for  reference,  very  few  of  which,  however,  he  named  ;  and  we  also 
reproduce  the  scarce  mezzotint  of  the  same  lady  which  was  published 
in  colours,  was  the  work  of  J.  R.  Smith,  and  had  a  great  vogue  at 
the  time. 

Several  of  the  Knatchbull  family,  from  whom  later  on  sprang  Lord 
Brabourne,  appear  in  this  year  ;  also  Lord  Fauconberg  ;  the  two  quaint  old 
Essex  brothers,  Moses  and  Thomas  Yeldham  of  Yeldham,  whom  Russell 
painted;  members  of  the  Ouarington,  Kincaid,  and  Drummond  families; 
and  several  children  of  the  Bromley  family.     Charles  Morris,  of  the 
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"Sublime  Society  of  Beefsteaks,"  also  appears  in  1780,  and  Alderman 
Harley  (afterwards  Lord  Mayor  of  London)  and  his  family. 

In  1 781  Captain  Rodney  (afterwards  Admiral  Sir  George)  sat  to 
our  artist,  having  that  very  year  relieved  Gibraltar  and  captured  the 
Dutch  East  India  Islands.  The  dramatist  Sir  Lumley  Skeffington 
also  sat  at  that  time,  and  several  members  of  the  Skeffington  family. 
It  was  a  busy  year,  with  its  harvest  of  181  portraits,  and  amongst 
the  long  lists  of  names  appear  those  of  Cadogan  and  Townshend, 
Walpole,  Fowlis  and  Hilliard,  Whitefoord,  Moyle,  Harvey,  Nicholas, 
and  Nares. 

In  1782  we  find  recorded  the  names  of  Lady  Payne,  several  of  the 
Petres  and  Bedingfelds,  who  increased  Engleheart's  already  large  Roman 
Catholic  connection  ;  and  Sir  William  Chambers,  whose  name  that  year 
was  so  familiar  by  reason  of  his  erection  of  Somerset  House.  Lady 
Paget,  Lady  Cunliffe,  and  Lady  Brooke,  also  sat  to  Engleheart,  and  the 
first  of  a  long  series  of  the  Setons,  who,  with  the  Blunts,  Imhofs,  and 
Dents,  their  relations,  made  up  quite  a  respectable  proportion  of  Engle- 
heart's sitters  at  about  that  time.  This  same  year  saw  the  completion 
of  the  portrait  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  and  the  painting  of  some 
charming  pictures  of  the  Bramley  and  Belforcl  children  ;  also  Colonel 
and  Mrs.  Williamson  ;  the  Princess  Dowager  of  Wales,  to  be  given  to 
a  Mrs.  Leslie  ;  Lord  and  Lady  Cadogan  ;  Mrs.  Payne-Gallwey,  whom 
Reynolds  immortalized  in  Pick-a-Pack ;  members  of  the  Mathias, 
Churchill,  and  Fitzgerald  families ;  and  a  celebrated  clergyman.  Dr. 
James,  Headmaster  of  Rugby. 

The  next  year  was  the  biggest  in  commissions  which  Engleheart 
had  so  far  seen,  and  very  heavy  years  of  work  these  few  were.  The 
average  of  pictures  exceeded  200  in  the  year,  more  than  one  for  every 
other  day,  and  in  some  cases  three  are  entered  to  the  same  day. 

The  speed  with  which  the  artist  must  have  worked  is  simply  extra- 
ordinary, and  in  one  month — that  of  May  in  this  very  year — he  executed 
no  less  than  twenty-seven  pictures,  giving  one  for  each  day  incessantly, 
excluding  Sundays.  There  are  three  entered  to  the  6th  of  the  month, 
two  to  the  7th,  two  to  the  8th,  two  to  the  9th,  one  on  the  loth, 
three  on  the  12th,  two  on  the  13th,  one  on  the  14th,  i6th,  19th,  and 
22nd,  two  on  the  23rd,  two  on  the  26th,  and  three  on  the  29th  of  this 
busy  month.  The  King  appears  several  times  in  this  year,  and  there 
are  also  the  names  to  be  seen  of  Lord  Caithness,  whose  .son  Engleheart 
had  already  painted  ;  Mrs.  Yates,  the  noted  actress  ;  his  constant  patrons 
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the  Townshends  ;  Lord  Feilding  ;  the  Braddyls,  who  patronized  Sir 
Joshua  ;  and  several  members  of  the  Drummond  family. 

The  very  first  entry  in  1784  is  that  of  Miss  Eh'zabeth  Young,  a 
famous  actress  whose  countenance,  when  shown  at  the  Burlington  Fine 
Arts  Club  Exhibition,  was  declared  to  bear  a  very  striking  resemblance 
to  the  unknown  sitter  who  was  painted  by  Romney,  and  has  gone  under 
the  name  of  the  Parsons  Daughter. 

Another  famous  beauty,  a  Miss  Rumbold,  appears  a  few  months 
later.  In  this  same  year  Lady  L.  Manners  sat  to  Engleheart.  She 
afterwards  became  Countess  of  Dysart,  but  search  in  the  famous  room  full 
of  miniatures  at  Ham  House  has  not  proved  successful  in  finding  this 
portrait  of  a  delightful  woman.  Mr.  Graves,  afterwards  Lord  Graves, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Madan,  a  well-known  preacher  of  the  time,  were 
amongst  the  sitters  in  this  same  year. 

The  year  i  785  opens  with  more  of  the  ladies  of  the  Blunt  family,  that 
famous  family  of  lovely  daughters,  all  of  whom  were  painted  by  Engle- 
heart, and  all  of  whom  made  such  notable  marriages.  Mrs.  Spencer  Stan- 
hope appears  in  that  year.  She  was  the  wife  of  the  owner  of  Cannons 
Hall,  Yorkshire,  and  an  ancestress  of  the  pre-Raphaelite  painter  of  the 
present  day.  Sergeant  Adair,  who  nominated  Fox  as  candidate  for 
Westminster,  also  sat  in  1785.  Mrs.  Clive,  the  comic  actress  who 
charmed  both  Walpole  and  Johnson,  was  also  painted  in  the  same 
year. 

Lord  Northington's  portrait  by  Reynolds  was  copied  in  1786,  and 
there  are  entries  that  year  of  the  portraits  of  Sir  James  Lowther,  the 
Trelawneys,  Hamiltons,  Drummonds,  and  Lees,  as  well  as  those  of  Lady 
Maynard,  Lady  Blunt,  Lady  Windsor,  Lady  Forbes,  and  Dr.  James  of 
Rugby.  The  most  notable  visitor,  however,  of  the  year  must  have  been 
the  famous  Duchess  of  Devonshire,  whose  name  appears  twice  at  that 
time  in  the  fee  -  book.  She  herself  was  painted  in  large  size  on 
September  5,  and  just  before  that,  perhaps  as  a  trial  of  the  artist's 
power  before  the  notable  beauty  would  herself  consent  to  sit,  there  is 
an  entry  under  August  7  which  reads :  "  A  child  for  the  Duchess 
of  Devonshire."  The  Duke  also  .sat  to  Engleheart,  and  Mr.  John 
Townshend,  the  satirist,  in  that  year. 

In  1787  we  find  that  two  important  families  come  upon  the  scene, 
the  Berties  and  the  Blighs,  of  whom  he  painted  several  portraits. 
Mrs.  Robinson,  whose  name  is  also  to  be  found,  was  the  winsome 
Mary   Robinson  whose   beauty,   skill,   and    charm,   together  with  the 
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devotion  which  she  received  for  a  time  from  a  fickle  Prince,  serve  to 
keep  alive  the  memory  of  her  name.  The  Lady  E.  Forster  {sic),  whose 
name  is  so  recorded,  is  almost  certainly  the  great  friend  of  the  Duchess 
of  Devonshire,  Lady  Elizabeth  Foster,  who  became  the  second  wife  of 
the  Duke  of  Devonshire  ;  Mr.  Dundas  we  may  take  to  be  the  one 
who  afterwards  became  Lord  Melville;  Mr.  Dymock  represents  the 
family  of  the  King's  Champion,  one  of  the  oldest  and  noblest  in  the 
country,  one  of  the  untitled  aristocracy  of  England  ;  Miss  Bromley  was 
the  actress  ;  Lord  Compton,  the  son  of  Lord  Northampton  ;  Mr.  R. 
Grosvenor  became  afterwards  the  first  Marquis  of  Westminster ;  and 
the  Stapletons,  Goslings,  Claverings,  and  Kings  were  amongst  the 
other  names  which  are  to  be  found  in  this  fashionable  year. 

Dorothy  Jordan,  the  actress,  and  Mrs.  Billington,  the  great  singer, 
are  amongst  the  persons  of  note  who  sat  to  our  artist  in  1 788  ;  and  in 
July  there  are  the  names  again  to  be  found  of  the  Duchess  of  Devonshire, 
and  also  of  Lady  E.  Foster.  Another  great  name  is  that  of  Lady  West- 
moreland, whose  portrait  is  in  this  volume ;  and  the  fine  minature  of 
Lord  Robert  Fitzgerald,  which  was  recently  sold  at  Christie's,  and  is, 
by  permission  of  the  owners,  to  be  found  amongst  our  illustrations,  dates 
from  this  year.  Other  eminent  names  are  those  of  several  of  the  Douglas 
family,  the  Hutchinsons,  the  Howards,  Hoares,  and  Vansittarts. 

Amongst  the  clergy  that  year  we  see  the  Bishop  of  Hereford, 
Dr.  Barley,  whose  son  became  fifth  Earl  of  Oxford,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Howard,  Rev.  Mr.  Greathead,  Rev.  Dr.  Carter,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Newton. 

Lord  Apsley,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Secretary  of 
War,  and  afterwards  third  Earl  Bathurst,  heads  the  year  1789.  His 
wife  is  also  to  be  found  on  the  same  page,  and  with  them,  in  good  com- 
pany, are  the  names  of  Lord  Tollemache ;  Captain  Hutchinson,  Com- 
mander-in-Chief in  Egypt ;  Lord  Daer,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Selkirk ; 
Lady  E.  Bellasis  ;  and  Lady  J.  Long.  There  are  also  Cholmondelys, 
Talbots,  Gordons,  Fitzroys,  Duncombs,  and  Biddulphs. 

The  year  1 790  was  the  one  in  which  the  artist  was  able  to  proudly 
record  himself  as  Miniature- Painter  to  His  Majesty  the  King,  and  his 
name  appeared  with  this  addition  in  style  in  the  catalogues  of  the  Royal 
Academy  at  that  time,  Jeremiah  Meyer,  who  had  held  the  same  office, 
having  just  died.  He  sent  only  one  miniature  to  the  exhibition  that  year, 
and  by  a  curious  coincidence  we  are  able  to  tell  whose  it  was,  as  although 
the  entry  in  the  catalogue  is  merely  "A  Gentleman,"  according  to  the 
tiresome  custom  of  that  period,  yet  on  the  catalogue  in  the  Royal 
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Academy  Library  some  unknown  person  has  marked  the  words  "  Mr. 
Bate  Dudley,"  and  on  turning  to  the  fee-book  we  find  that  Engleheart 
did  twice  paint  a  portrait  of  this  very  person  on  January  26.  In  the 
fee-book  he  is  first  recorded  as  the  Rev.  Dudley  Bate,  and  then,  in  the 
second  entry,  correctly  as  Bate  Dudley.  He  was  afterwards  Sir  Henry 
Bate  Dudley,  and  Gainsborough  painted  his  wife,  Lady  Bate  Dudley — a 
fine  portrait,  which  now  belongs  to  Lord  Burton. 

A  member  of  a  Royal  Family  appears  this  year  who  is  not  named 
by  the  artist  in  the  list  given  at  the  end  of  the  fee-book  of  the  portraits 
which  he  did  of  the  royalties.  The  entry  reads,  "  Prince  Edward.  C," 
and  it  is  probable  refers  to  the  Duke  of  Kent  (father  of  Queen  Victoria), 
and  the  C  implies  that  the  miniature  was  "  Copied  "  from  another  work. 
It  was  painted  on  March  16. 

Mrs.  Fitzherbert  sat  to  Engleheart  in  that  year  on  March  25,  and 
was  painted  large  size.  It  was  probably  a  very  charming  portrait,  as 
this  much-to-be-pitied  lady,  so  noble  in  her  character  and  so  devotedly 
attached  to  the  Prince,  over  whom  her  influence  was  ever  for  good,  was 
just  at  that  time  in  the  very  heyday  of  her  beauty. 

Sir  John  Leicester,  afterwards  Lord  de  Tabley  ;  Lady  E.  Fane,  the 
daughter  of  Lord  Westmoreland,  and  her  mother,  the  Dowager  Lady 
Westmoreland ;  Lord  O.xford,  the  fourth  Earl,  who  died  in  that  very 
year;  Lady  Salisbury;  Lady  Milner  ;  and  Lady  Carolina  Price,  are  to 
be  found  in  this  year,  as  well  as  the  Thelussons,  Bosanquets,  Evelyns, 
Mansfields,  Lindseys,  Caves,  and  Rollestons. 

There  are  the  names  of  two  notable  beauties  in  1791,  Mary  and 
Catherine  Horneck,  the  Plymouth  beauties,  the  "Jessamy  Bride"  and 
"Comedy  Face"  of  Goldsmith's  characters.  There  are  two  fine  miniatures 
of  sisters  which  now  belong  to  Sir  G.  Engleheart,  and  to  which  the 
portraits  of  these  two  ladies  bear  a  strong  resemblance.  They  are  not 
named,  but  we  are  disposed  to  think  that  the  two  which  we  illustrate  at 
pp.  30  and  35  represent  these  notable  sisters.  Other  important  personages 
who  sat  in  1791  were  Earl  Glencairn,  the  fifteenth  and  last  Earl,  who 
died  in  1 796,  when  the  honours  became  dormant ;  Sir  Nelson  Rycroft  ; 
Sir  Robert  Gerrard;  Miss  Pelham,  the  daughter,  probably,  of  the  Charles 
Pelham  who  afterwards  became  Lord  Yarborough  ;  Lady  C.  Bertie, 
daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Lindsey  ;  Lord  A.  Hamilton,  son  of  the  Duke 
of  Hamilton  ;  Lady  Tweeddale,  who  is  mentioned  on  p.  39  ;  Lord  R. 
Fitzgerald,  sitting  for  a  second  time  ;  Baron  Amfelt ;  Madame  St.  Julian, 
a  well-known  and  popular  beauty  ;  Mr.  Dillon,  the  eldest  son  of  Viscount 
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Dillon  ;  Nelly  Farren,  the  actress  ;  and  several  lads  of  the  Woodford  and 
Reed  families. 

In  1793  we  see  the  names  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wedgwood,  who  are  in 
all  probability  the  famous  potter  and  his  wife.  Josiah  Wedgwood  was 
just  then  a  very  noted  man,  and  his  pottery,  started  in  the  Staffordshire 
village  of  Etruria,  was  producing  some  of  the  most  notable  works  which 
have  ever  been  made  from  clay  in  this  country,  and  was  delighting  all  who 
saw  them  by  their  refinement  of  taste,  their  classic  beauty,  and  their 
charm  of  colour.  Flaxman,  who  was  the  great  friend  of  Thomas  Engle- 
heart,  was  then  working  for  Wedgwood,  and  many  of  the  finest  designs 
which  came  from  the  factory  were  his.  It  has  been  said  that  George 
Engleheart  was  sometimes  associated  with  him  in  his  drawino-s  and 
designs,  but  in  all  probability  a  confusion  has  arisen  between  the  names 
of  the  two  brothers,  and  Thomas,  the  sculptor,  is  meant,  as  very  possibly 
he  was  able  to  assist  Flaxman  in  some  of  his  work.  All  this,  however, 
is  conjecture,  as  nothing  definitely  is  known. 

Sir  James  Baird  ;  Sir  Richard  Sutton  ;  Lady  Egmont,  daughter  of 
Sir  Thomas  Spencer  Wilson,  and  wife  of  the  Earl  of  Egmont ;  Lord 
Heathfield,  of  the  Dragoon  Guards,  the  only  son  of  the  brave  defender  of 
Gibraltar,  whom  Reynolds  had  painted,  and  who  was  himself  the  second 
and  last  Baron  Heathfield  ;  Lord  Charles  Murray  ;  Lady  Matilda  Wyn- 
yard  ;  and  Lord  Leicester,  also  sat  in  this  year,  and  there  are  many 
entries  relating  to  the  Blunts,  the  Setons,  and  the  Dents,  who  were  all 
closely  connected,  and  almost  every  member  of  whose  families  appears  to 
have  sat  to  this  artist. 

Lord  Breadalbane  starts  the  next  year ;  Dr.  Warren,  Bishop  of 
Bangor,  was  painted  in  August ;  General  Dundas,  who  was  about  to  start 
for  the  West  Indies,  was  at  Hertford  Street  in  September  ;  Lady  Helena 
King,  Sir  John  Ord,  Mr.  Bagot,  Mr.  Elphinstone,  and  General  Stop- 
ford,  may  also  be  mentioned  ;  but  the  year  was  a  somewhat  smaller  one 
than  usual  with  regard  to  work,  and  only  100  miniatures  are  recorded. 

In  the  next  two  years,  however,  the  total  creeps  up  again,  amounting 
to  138  in  1795  and  to  152  in  1796. 

In  the  former  year  we  find  the  names  of  Lord  Torphichen  ;  Lord 
Sackville  ;  Lord  Westmoreland  ;  Governor  Hornby  ;  the  Honourable  Mr. 
York,  a  fine  miniature,  which  now  belongs  to  Mr.  Greville  Douglas,  and 
by  his  kindness  is  illustrated  in  this  volume  ;  Mr.  Grey,  the  Leader 
of  the  H  ouse,  afterwards  Lord  Howick,  and  then  second  Earl  Grey  ■ 
Sir  H.  Vane  Tempest,  who  married  the  Countess  of  Antrim,  and  whose 
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daughter  became  the  Marchioness  of  Londonderry  ;  Admiral  Christian, 
together  with  Pagets,  Tennants,  and  Torrianos. 

In  the  following  year  there  is  the  entry  of  a  picture  for  Lady 
Cremorne  ;  there  is  a  sitting  recorded  to  the  great  preacher  of  the  day, 
Mr.  Romaine  ;  and  there  are  entries  to  a  Lord  Homefield,  Lord  Ashbrook, 
Lord  Andover,  Sir  William  Erskine  (who  went  with  the  Duke  of  York 
to  Flanders),  Mrs.  Garrick  (the  widow  of  the  famous  David),  and  many 
another  well-known  name: 

Engleheart  is  said  to  have  painted  Garrick  himself,  and  the  miniature 
was  exhibited  at  the  Burlington  Fine  Arts  Club  in  1SS9.  It  was  probably 
painted  before  the  artist  commenced  his  fee-book,  as  the  year  after 
that  book  was  commenced  was  the  last  in  which  Garrick  played,  and 
three  years  later  he  was  dead.  The  portrait  was  a  very  fine  one,  and 
appeared  to  have  every  reason  in  its  favour  for  attribution  to  Engleheart. 
If  it  was  his  work,  as  seems  more  than  probable,  it  is  evident  that  from 
the  very  earliest  part  of  his  career  the  talent  he  displayed  was  very 
considerable,  and  his  power  of  painting  a  fine  portrait  quite  remarkable 
for  so  young  a  man. 

The  list  of  eminent  names  continues  on  year  after  year  ;  all  the  chief 
persons  who  were  known  in  town  for  beauty,  genius,  estate,  position,  or 
quality,  seem  to  have  sat  to  Engleheart. 

When  we  open  the  pages  on  which  the  tale  for  1797  is  recorded,  we 
find  the  names  of  Lord  Cassalis,  son  of  the  Marquis  of  Ailsa  ;  Lord 
Broome  {sic)  ;  Sir  Thomas  Hesketh  ;  Mr.  Peltro  Tompkins,  the  well- 
known  engraver  who  engraved  so  many  of  the  works  of  Bartolozzi  ;  and 
in  the  next  year,  1 798,  those  of  Lady  Macdonald  ;  Lord  Lorne,  the  son 
of  the  Duke  of  Argyll ;  and  such  familiar  names  as  Cardwell,  Marjoribanks, 
Delme,  Fuller,  Grote,  and  Paget. 

In  1799  Admiral  Christian,  who  sat  in  1795,  came  again  to  be 
painted  in  his  new  honours,  and  appears  as  Admiral  Sir  H.  Christian. 

We  now  come  to  a  new  century,  and  in  1800  some  of  the  chief  names 
are  those  of  Lady  Swinburne,  Lady  Delme — which  the  artist  carefully 
records  was  painted  "  by  description  " — Sir  Richard  Worsley,  Sir  Brook 
Bridges,  Richard  Sheridan,  Lord  Uxbridge,  and  Lady  Clayton. 

The  portrait  of  Sheridan  is  a  remarkable  one,  and  reveals  the  good- 
nature, the  genial  qualities,  and  the  weaknesses  of  his  character  to  a 
striking  extent.  Mrs.  Sheridan  was  also  painted  by  Engleheart,  and  he 
was  perhaps  more  successful  in  delineating  her  face  than  he  was  with  the 
more  complex  features  of  her  clever  husband.    Pitt  he  never  seems  to 
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have  painted,  but  a  rough  pencil  sketch  of  the  great  statesman  is  in 
existence,  and  was  perhaps  intended  as  a  foundation  for  a  miniature  to 
be  painted  subsequently.  It  is  of  importance  as  revealing  what  Engle- 
heart  considered  the  salient  points  of  the  countenance,  and  is  therefore 
reproduced  in  this  work. 

The  opening  year  of  the  nineteenth  century  starts  with  a  very  notable 
name,  as  the  entry  for  January  3  reads  :  "  Bonaparti  finisht." 

It  is  a  most  perplexing  entry.  For  whom  did  Engleheart  paint  this 
miniature  if  it  was  a  commission  ?  The  family  record  is  that  it  was,  but 
that  a  replica  of  the  portrait  was  done  by  the  artist  for  himself,  and 
retained  by  him.  The  entry  does  not  bear  the  mark  (referred  to  on 
p.  36)  which  showed  that  it  was  "paid  for,"  but  neither  does  it  bear 
the  cross  which  denoted  that  the  portrait  was  done  for  the  artist  himself, 
and  therefore  the  tradition  as  to  two  copies  may  be  a  true  one.  The 
miniature  which  the  artist  kept  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Sir 
Gardner  Engleheart,  and  is  reproduced  here.  It  shows  a  face  in 
profile  to  the  right,  the  complexion  sallow,  the  hair  and  whiskers  dark 
brown.  Bonaparte  is  dressed  in  a  blue  coat  which  has  a  deep  embroidered 
collar. 

The  portrait  must  have  been  a  copy  from  some  other  picture,  but  the 
question  arises,  Which  ?  It  is  inconceivable  that  it  was  done  from  life,  as 
there  is  no  space  in  the  entries  in  the  fee-book  which  could  be  filled  in 
with  a  journey  to  France  ;  and  although  it  is  certain  that  at  that  time  the 
First  Consul  was  in  Paris,  as  on  December  24  he  had  narrowly  escaped 
death  by  an  infernal  machine,  and  on  January  4  he  signed  a  decree 
banishing  129  persons  on  suspicion,  yet  the  conqueror  who  had  so  lately 
crossed  the  Alps  by  the  Great  St.  Bernard  and  defeated  Melas  at 
Marengo  was  not  in  the  mood  to  give  a  sitting  to  an  English  artist, 
even  if  one  had  been  commissioned  from  Engleheart  at  that  time.  It 
would  be  of  the  greatest  interest  to  know  more  of  this  miniature,  and  to 
be  able  to  tell  for  whom  it  was  done,  from  what  portrait  it  was  copied, 
and  why. 

After  Napoleon,  all  the  entries  under  this  year  seem  to  take  an 
unimportant  place.  There  is  Lady  W.  Russell  to  be  recorded.  Captain 
Paget,  Admiral  Braithwaite,  Lord  A.  Hamilton,  and  others,  all  in  1801. 
The  following  year  was  a  very  aristocratic  one,  and  boasts  the  names  of 
Lord  Tamworth,  son  of  Earl  Ferrers  ;  Lady  Thompson  ;  Count  Byland  ; 
Lord  and  Lady  Kensington;  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Cambridge;  Sir  H. 
Hoskins;  Sir  G.  Abercrombie;  Lord  Henry  Fitzroy;  Sir  Clement  Cotterel, 
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the  Master  of  Ceremonies  at  the  Court;  H.R.H.  the  Duchess  of 
Wtirtemberg,  painted  for  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  and,  unfortunately,  as 
Engleheart  naively  records,  "never  paid  for";  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  done  for  Princess  Augusta  ;  and  several  other  notable  persons. 
It  may  be  considered  as  Engleheart's  great  Court  year. 

It  is  curious  that  during  these  few  years,  from  1799  to  1806,  Engle- 
heart never  sent  any  exhibits  to  the  Royal  Academy.  Whether  he  was 
too  busy  with  commissions  to  be  able  to  do  so,  or  whether  he  had  some 
quarrel  with  the  authorities,  can  never  be  known  ;  but  for  seven  years 
there  is  no  mention  of  our  artist  in  the  catalogues  of  the  society. 

In  1806  he  returned  to  the  Academy,  and  from  that  time  till  181 2 
sent  in  year  by  year  some  of  his  famous  miniatures.  A  few  of  them  were 
of  notable  persons.  Admiral  Hamilton  appeared  in  1S06;  Mr.  Plowden, 
a  Director  of  the  East  India  Company,  in  1807,  together  with  three 
brothers  of  the  name  of  Barwell — Messrs.  F.,  H.,  and  C.  Barwell.  Lord 
Henry  Petty,  the  youthful  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  afterwards 
Marquis  of  Lansdowne  ;  Lord  Aboyne,  afterwards  Marquis  of  Huntley  ; 
the  Hon.  E.  S.  Cowper,  M.P.  ;  and  a  well-known  clergyman,  a  Mr. 
Dallaway,  were  exhibited  in  1808.  Lord  Erskine,  the  Chancellor;  Sir 
Christopher  Robinson;  Vice-Admiral  Campbell,  M.P.  ;  and  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Quin,  M.P.,  were  sent  in  181 1;  and  amongst  those  exhibited  in  181  2 
is  the  name  of  the  King's  Jeweller,  Mr.  Rundell. 

The  year  1 803  is  the  last  of  what  we  may  call  the  big  years  for 
Engleheart.  It  records  103  pictures,  and  after  that  there  is  a  drop,  for  in 
1804  only  74  were  done,  and  the  artist  never  again  reached  the  high- 
water  mark  in  point  of  numbers,  84  being  the  largest  number  which  he 
painted  in  any  of  the  succeeding  years,  and  the  average  for  the  nine 
complete  years  during  which  he  still  worked  only  reaching  74.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  Engleheart  was  now  fifty-two  years  old,  and  had 
been  working  all  his  life  at  his  art,  and  that  it  was  at  about  this  time  that 
his  friends  tried  to  persuade  him  to  retire  from  the  profession  and  take 
more  rest.  He  seems  to  have  let  his  commissions  come  in  more  slowly, 
and  to  have  selected  those  which  he  liked ;  and  it  must  also  be  re- 
membered that  the  sizes  of  the  miniatures  had  gone  on  increasing  as 
well  as  the  amount  of  detail  which  they  contained,  and  that  the  work, 
therefore,  on  those  accounts  would  take  him  longer  to  execute.  His 
position  in  the  world  of  fashion  as  a  favourite  painter  seems  to  have 
continued  up  to  the  very  end. 

It  is  in  1803  and  1804  that  the  fashion  of  having  the  eye  painted 
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seems  to  have  attained  to  its  zenith.  It  was  a  curious  fad  to  have  the 
eye  alone  painted,  and  in  some  cases  to  have  each  eye  the  subject  of  a 
separate  miniature.  In  the  case  of  the  Beauchamp  family  it  was  carried 
out  to  its  logical  conclusion,  as  all  the  members  of  the  family  seem  to 
have  had  miniature  portraits  done  of  their  right  eyes,  and  one  of  them 
of  the  left  eye  also. 

We  read  in  the  fee-book  of  Captain  R.  Beauchamp's  eye,  and  also 
of  his  left  eye  ;  Mr.  R.  Beauchamp's  eye ;  Mr.  T.  Beauchamp's  eye ; 
Miss  Beauchamp's  eye;  Lady  Beauchamp's  eye;  Sir  Thomas  Beauchamp's 
eye.  And  we  also  find  entries  of  the  eye  of  Captain  O.  Paget,  the 
eye  of  Mr.  Newman,  the  eye  of  Mr.  Nesbitt,  and  the  eye  of  Colonel 
Paget. 

In  the  Beauchamp  family  there  must  be  quite  a  collection  of  eyes, 
but  we  have  not  been  able  yet  to  hear  of  them.  We  illustrate  a 
miniature  of  an  eye  which  now  belongs  to  Mr.  Jeffrey  Whitehead,  and 
two  from  Sir  Gardner  Engleheart's  collection.  They  are  most  care- 
fully painted  with  e.xquisite  accuracy,  and  with  all  the  transparent  quality 
so  desirable  in  such  work. 

Another  interesting  entry  in  1803  records  the  portraits  of  the  artist's 
two  sons  and  one  of  himself  to  replace  those  which  had  been  "  lost,"  and 
fancy  will  at  once  begin  to  weave  a  story  as  to  the  loss  of  these  precious 
miniatures,  and  who  lost  them,  and  where,  and  also  whether  they  were 
ever  found. 

The  notable  persons  who  sat  to  the  painter  at  this  time  were  :  Sir 
James  Blackwood,  Captain  Cochrane,  Hon.  Colonel  Paget,  several  of  the 
Baring  family,  Mrs.  MacDonald  of  Staffa,  Lady  Rumbold,  Lord  John 
Stewart  (son  of  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry),  Lady  Hoskins,  Lord 
Graves,  Lord  Darlington  (afterwards  Duke  of  Cleveland),  Mr.  Twining 
the  banker.  Lord  Arbuthnot  (Lord  Rector  of  King's  College,  Aberdeen), 
and  members  of  the  Murray,  Montgomery,  Dundas,  and  Paget  families. 

In  the  next  couple  of  years,  1805  and  1806,  we  find  recorded  the 
names  of  the  three  brothers  Barwell,  already  mentioned  ;  Lords  Paget, 
Hutchinson,  and  Nesbitt  (sic),  Lord  Hutchinson,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  for  Egypt  at  that  time  ;  Lady  Eraser  ;  Sir  Lawrence  Parsons  ; 
Lord  William  Leslie ;  and  many  of  the  Plowdens  and  Barings. 

The  writing  for  the  year  1807  is  done  with  a  different  ink  from  that 
used  in  any  other  part  of  the  fee-book.  It  has  retained  its  colour  better 
than  the  rest,  but  it  also  shows  signs  of  shakiness,  and  it  is  our  opinion 
that  in  this  year  the  artist  was  not  in  his  usual  good  health,  and  that  this 
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condition  lasted  the  whole  of  the  year,  more  or  less,  varying  from  time 
to  time. 

He  opened  the  year  with  several  members  of  the  Plowden  family, 
and  he  continued  busy  throughout  most  of  the  year,  doing,  however, 
very  little  in  September,  October,  or  November,  only  four  miniatures 
being  entered  for  September,  three  for  October,  and  four  for  November  ; 
but  in  December  again  he  is  busier  and  able  to  do  his  usual  number. 
He  earned  that  year,  despite  the  fewer  works  executed,  over  ;^i,ooo. 
Only  one  titled  person  sat  to  him  in  that  year,  a  Lady  Fraser, 
and  it  may  therefore  be  contrasted  with  the  year  which  we  have  called 
his  aristocratic  one,  in  which  there  were  Princes  and  Princesses,  and 
noblemen  and  noblewomen  galore. 

In  the  next  two  years  Engleheart  seems  to  have  taken  more  rest 
during  the  hotter  months,  and  very  probably  went  into  the  country  at  that 
time.  There  were  but  three  portraits  done  in  August,  three  in  Septem- 
ber, and  one  in  October,  during  1808  ;  and  in  1809  July  had  but  three, 
August  four,  and  September  only  two. 

Lord  Henry  Petty  sat  again  in  1808,  also  Lord  Elphinston,  Lord 
Aboyne,  Lord  Rosslyn,  Lord  Lauderdale,  Lady  Brisbane  of  Brighton 
(a  well-known  society  entertainer),  Sir  Abraham  Hume,  and  many  others. 
The  most  notable  person,  however,  who  was  painted  by  Engleheart 
at  that  time  was,  perhaps,  Ferdinand  VII.  the  unacknowledged  King 
of  Spain,  who  had  been  compelled  by  Napoleon  in  the  previous  year 
to  renounce  his  rights,  and  had  resided  mainly  at  Bayonne.  He  was 
restored  to  his  kingdom  in  1814.  There  are  two  entries  respecting  him 
— one  on  April  i,  1809,  and  the  other  on  August  26  of  the  same  year. 

In  18 10  Engleheart  painted  the  Queen,  the  miniature  being  intended 
for  the  Persian  Ambassador,  and  for  it  he  received,  in  the  following 
month,  the  sum  of  20  guineas.  This  is  his  only  record  of  any  portrait 
of  Queen  Charlotte.  Sir  William  Wiseman,  Admiral  Campbell,  and 
many  members  of  the  Perkins  family,  were  done  that  year. 

The  year  1 8 1 1  was  a  busier  one,  and  the  earnings,  which  had  dropped 
to  just  below  .7^1,000  in  1810,  now  mounted  up  to  nearly  ^1,400. 

Lord  Erskine  was  painted  again,  also  Mr.  Quin,  Lady  Bristow  (as 
to  whom  the  artist,  with  very  particular  care,  inserted  the  address  "  Crofton 
Hall,  Cumberland"),  Sir  Henry  Smyth,  Sir  Richard  Lavinge,  Captain 
and  Mrs.  Kneller,  Mrs.  Cavendish,  Sir  Nathaniel  Duckingfield,  and 
many  others. 

Lord  and  Lady  Rendlesham  were  painted   in   181 2,  also  Lord 
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MRS.  VENNER,  1803.

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and  Lady  Warton  {sic),  who  were,  I  suppose,  claimants  to  the  dormant 
barony  of  Wharton ;  Lord  Oxford,  the  fifth  Earl ;  the  Marquis  of 
Huntley,  in  e.xtra  large  size ;  Sir  Thomas  Cochrane,  afterwards  Earl 
of  Dundonald  ;  Mr.  Twyrritt  (su)  Drake  ;  some  Knellers,  Macdonalds, 
and  Verekers ;  and  Captain  Jervis,  afterwards  Earl  St.  Vincent. 

The  artist's  earnings  for  that  year  showed  him  to  be  still  full  of 
activity  and  power,  as  he  painted  seventy  portraits  and  earned  1,300. 

The  last  year  in  the  book  is  181 3,  and  the  record  only  goes  down 
to  July,  when,  as  already  mentioned,  Engleheart  retired  to  Bedfont  and 
gave  up  the  actual  pursuit  of  his  profession. 

There  are  but  few  names  in  that  half-year's  record,  and  they  include 
some  of  his  old  patrons  and  such  names  as  Ricketts,  Thomas,  Curtis, 
Masters,  Gregorie,  Wilbraham  Bootle,  Constable,  and  Rucker,  the  last 
being  the  final  entry  in  the  book,  dated  July  20. 

At  that  time  Engleheart  was  getting  20  guineas  for  a  portrait, 
and  when  that  sum  is  compared  with  the  much  higher  cost  of  living,  of 
food,  of  rent,  and  of  expenses,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  was  not  at  all  a  high 
price  for  the  very  lovely  portraits  which  he  used  to  produce.  In  con- 
sidering his  prices,  attention  must  be  given  to  the  alteration  which  has 
taken  place  since  his  time  in  all  costs,  and  it  will  then  be  found  that  our 
grandparents  got  their  portraits  painted  for  them  by  these  notable 
miniaturists  at  a  very  moderate  cost  indeed,  with  the  added  charm  of 
receiving  a  fine  picture,  thoroughly  worthy  of  being  called  a  work  of 
art,  and  one  that  would  ever  be  a  joy  and  delight  to  contemplate.

CHAPTER  IV. 


THE  FEE-BOOK. 

THE  fee-book,  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made,  is  the 
most  important  record  of  Engleheart  which  we  possess,  and 
from  it  we  gather  almost  all  the  information  which  exists  as  to 

his  work. 

It  is  a  small  quarto  volume,  bound  in  vellum,  and  contains  loi  pages 
of  accounts,  followed  by  1 5  pages  of  index  and  1 1  blank  pages. 

On  the  exterior  it  is  inscribed  "  Pictures,  etc.,  etc.,"  and  on  the  first 
page  is  a  memorandum  explaining  the  use  of  two  signs  which  the  writer 
has  adopted  in  keeping  his  accounts  : 

y  he  says,  stands  for  "  paid  "  ; 

+  for  "  painted  for  self  or  presents." 

Then  follows  his  list  of  works,  preceded  by  a  summary  of  the  pictures 
which  he  painted  in  each  year,  giving  the  astonishing  total  of  4,853 
works  in  all.

The  pages  which  follow  this  summary  of  the  work  are  all  arranged 
in  the  same  way.  At  the  top  of  each  is  the  date  of  the  year,  and  below 
it  the  page  is  divided  into  two  columns,  headed  respectively  "  Pictures 
painted  "  and  "  Cash  received." 

Each  page  is  carefully  reckoned  up,  and  the  result  carried  over  to 
the  next,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  a  total  is  obtained  in  each  column 
of  the  pictures  painted  and  of  the  cash  received,  and  the  date  of  the 
year  is  repeated,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  facsimile  pages  given  in  this 
volume. 

The  addition  of  the  miniatures  painted  is  made  at  the  side  of 
each  page,  in  groups  of  five,  each  set  of  five  figures  being  neatly 
written  in. 

A  complete  list  of  all  the  names  given  in  the  first  columns  of  this 
book  has  been  prepared  by  the  authors,  and  will  be  found  as  an  appendix 
to  the  volume.  It  was  at  first  thought  that  all  that  would  be  necessary 
would  be  a  copy  of  the  index  which  the  artist  had  himself  prepared,  and 
which  followed  his  accounts,  but  after  that  had  been  made  it  was'  dis- 
covered that,  carefully  as  the  artist  had  made  his  index,  it  was  yet  full 
of  errors,  names  having  been  omitted,  credited  to  the  wrong  years,  or 
repeated,  and  therefore  the  book  has  been  gone  over,  page  by  page, 
and  a  complete  list  has  been  made  afresh,  which  includes  every  name 
which  appears  in  Engleheart's  Fee-Book. 

This  appendix  will  therefore  give  in  print,  for  the  first  time,  the  names 
of  every  person  whom  the  artist  painted,  where  he  has  himself  recorded 
the  fact,  and  as  an  authentic  record  its  value  can  hardly  be  overstated. 

Only  one  reference,  however,  to  each  name  in  a  year  has  been  given, 
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as  where  the  same  person  was  painted  many  times  in  the  same  year  it 
would  only  have  encumbered  the  list  to  repeat  the  names  over  and  over 
again.  In  some  cases  the  artist  has  noted  how  many  times  he  painted 
the  same  person,  but  he  has  not  done  this  in  all  cases,  and  therefore  these 
numbers  have  not  been  repeated  in  the  list.  It  is  manifestly  impossible 
to  make  up  for  this  deficiency,  as  there  are  many  persons  whose  names, 
although  spelt  differendy  in  different  places  in  the  book,  may  have  been 
the  same  person,  and  others,  where  the  same  name  occurs  more  than 
once,  may  refer  to  different  persons  bearing  the  same  name,  and  only  the 
artist  himself,  conversant  as  he  was  with  his  sitters,  could  set  these 
difficulties  straight.  In  the  early  part  of  his  career  many  of  the  works 
which  he  did,  appear  as  drawings,  but  as  the  years  went  on  these  entries 
disappear,  and  it  is  taken  for  granted  that  all  the  works  which  are  not 
marked  as  drawings  were  miniatures.  The  letter  L  applied  to  many  of 
them  no  doubt  means  "Large,"  and  where  it  is  underscored  the  work  in 
question  was  probably  of  an  unusually  large  size. 

The  words  "  Copy  "  or  "  Copied  "  which  occur  in  places  in  the  list 
are  taken  to  mean  that  a  work  of  the  artist's  has  been  recopied  by  him  for 
the  person  whose  name  is  attached  to  the  entry,  but  they  may  refer  to 
copies  made  by  Engleheart  of  the  work  of  other  artists.  It  is  believed, 
however,  that  this  is  not  the  case  in  any  of  the  entries  in  question,  as  in 
other  entries  where  Engleheart  copied  the  works  of  Sir  Joshua,  for 
example,  either  for  himself  or  as  commissions  for  other  people,  the 
fact  is  carefully  recorded  that  these  were  copies  of  the  work  of  Reynolds. 
The  words  just  named  may  therefore  be  taken  to  mean  that  the  artist  was 
employed  to  make  a  copy  of  a  work  which  he  had  previously  carried  out, 
and  which  had  given  satisfaction  as  a  portrait. 

There  is  a  regular  progression  in  the  scale  of  prices  which  the  artist 
obtained  for  his  work.  It  started,  as  has  already  been  noted,  at  the  sum 
of  3  guineas  per  portrait,  but  for  this  sum  only  drawings  appear  to 
have  been  supplied,  a  rather  higher  sum — 4  guineas — having  been  his 
starting  price  for  miniatures.  Year  by  year  he  increased  his  prices, 
slowly  rising  as  he  became  better  known  and  appreciated,  and  eventually 
reaching  an  important  figure. 

In  1775,  as  we  have  said,  his  prices  were  from  3  guineas  to  4,  in 
1776  from  4  to  5  ;  in  1777  His  Majesty  was  charged  10  guineas,  some 
other  persons  6,  and  the  remainder  as  before.  In  1780  his  scale  was 
from  5  to  6  guineas,  in  1785  from  6  to  8,  and  occasionally  9,  in  1788 
from  8  to  10,  in  1795  from  10  to  12,  and  occasionally  15  for  specially 
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important  works,  and  in  1800  his  usual  price,  below  which  he  hardly 
ever  went,  was  12  guineas. 

In  1803  he  got  from  12  to  15,  in  1809  from  15  to  17,  in  181 1 
from  18  to  19,  and  in  the  last  two  years  of  his  work  from  18  to  20 
guineas,  and  upon  occasion  25  guineas  for  a  portrait. 

His  earnings,  therefore,  for  each  of  the  years  moved  in  the  same 
progression,  varying  slightly  year  by  year,  according  to  the  number  of 
sitters  whom  he  had,  but  keeping  up  to  an  average  of  about  ^1,200  a 
year,  rising  in  his  best  year,  1788,  to  ^2,241  iis.  6d.,  and  falling  in  the 
worst  of  those  thirty  years  to  ^796  19s. 

This  average  is  taken  from  1782,  when  he  had  attained  to  his 
position,  and  closes  in  1812  as  the  final  year  of  work.  The  year  18 13 
was  not  a  complete  one,  and  he  seems  to  have  done  but  little  work  in  it, 
and  not  to  have  desired  more  commissions. 

A  complete  list  of  his  earnings  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
chapter,  taken  from  the  careful  reckonings  at  the  end  of  each  successive 
year's  work. 

The  column  of  the  book  which  contains  an  account  of  the  cash 
which  the  artist  received  for  his  work  does  not  always  agree  in  its  items 
with  the  opposite  column.    Occasionally  there  are  names  in  it  which 
cannot  be  found  in  the  opposite  column,  and  the  divergence  may  be  thus 
explained  :   In  the  first  column  Engleheart  put  down  the  miniature  or 
drawing  under  the  name  of  the  person  who  was  depicted.    In  the  second 
column,  the  entry  is  under  the  name,  sometimes  of  the  person  who 
was  depicted,  and  sometimes  of  the  person  who  paid  the  account, 
and  therefore  there  are  cases  in  which  another  member  of  a  family 
paid  for  the  work— a  person  whose  portrait  had  not  been  painted  by 
the  artist.    There  are  other  reasons  for  this  divergence,  as  in  a  few 
cases  the  person  had  changed  his  or  her  name  since  the  portrait  had 
been  completed,  and  appears  under  one  name  in  one  column  and  under 
another  in  the  other.     The  Marquis  Tweeddale  appears  as  having 
paid  for  two  miniatures,  but  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  portraiture 
column,  although  that  of  Lady  Tweeddale  is  to  be  found.    The  name 
also  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  H.  Pelham  does  not  appear  in  the  portraiture 
column,  although  a  payment  of  5  guineas  is  credited  to  him,  and  he 
probably  paid  for  a  miniature  of  some  member  of  his  family.  There 
are  several  anonymous  entries  in  which  the  artist  either  did  not  know 
the  name  of  his  fair  sitter,  or  was  requested  not  to  record  it,  the 
former  probably  the  case,  as  it  is  clear  from  the  careful  way  in  which  the 
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accounts  are  kept  that  the  artist  preferred  entering  the  name  of  each 
sitter  in  his  book.  In  most  of  these  anonymous  entries  there  is  the 
name  of  the  person  who  paid  for  the  portrait  ;  thus,  there  are  entries  of 
a  lady  for  Mr.  R.  Oliver,  for  Mr.  Agassiz,  for  Mr.  Pattison,  for  Mr. 
Redhead,  for  Mr.  Kirkman,  for  Mr.  Russell,  for  Mr.  Leake,  and  Mrs. 
Carter  for  Sir  George  Methuen,  Miss  Lloyd  for  Mr.  G.  Coleman,  and 
Miss  Holford  for  Mr.  Binyon,  are  recorded,  as  well  as  "Madame"  for 
Lord  A.  Hamilton  and  Mrs.  Douglas  for  Lord  R.  Fitzgerald. 

There  is  no  need  to  condemn  these  entries  wholesale,  as  it  is  possible 
that  in  some  cases  fair  cousins  or  other  relations  were  the  ladies  in 
question,  brought  by  their  admirers  to  the  artist ;  but  as  a  rule  surmise 
may  conjecture  that  there  were  reasons  for  keeping  the  names  of  the 
ladies  out  of  the  book,  and  the  gentlemen  in  question  were  not  anxious 
that  it  should  be  known  that  they  commissioned  portraits  of  the  anonymous 
damsels. 

There  are  three  or  four  cases  where  the  names  of  gentlemen  are  not 
recorded,  but  in  these  instances  the  artist  has  been  gallant  enough  not 
to  record  the  names  of  the  ladies  who  commissioned  the  pictures,  so  that 
neither  name  can  now  be  discovered  from  the  book. 

The  cash  column  also  records  several  entries  for  repairs  to  miniatures 
and  portraits,  alteration  in  some  cases  simply  to  the  coat  or  the  wig,  for 
which  the  sum  of  a  guinea  is  usually  charged,  but  occasionally  extending 
further  and  referring,  it  is  possible,  to  accidents  which  may  have  happened 
to  the  miniature,  either  by  a  fall  or  by  water  or  fire. 

Lord  Ashbrook  and  Mr.  Fuller  are  charged  2  guineas  each  for  such 
repairs,  while  Mr.  Manby's  work  was  still  more  extensive,  and  needed 
the  sum  of  3  guineas  to  discharge  it ;  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Wheatley 
is  charged  as  much  as  4  guineas  for  what  must  have  been  serious  repairs 
to  a  miniature  which  two  years  before  had  cost  its  owner  15  guineas. 

There  are  one  or  two  mysterious  entries  which  cannot  be  explained, 
as  in  1 80 1  an  anonymous  gentleman  pays  30  guineas  for  miniatures,  and 
under  the  entry  is  another  one  reading,  "  A  present  from  the  same 
by  a  Lady  fifteen  pounds." 

Whether  this  means  that  a  lady  gave  Engleheart  a  gift  of  the  money 
in  question,  or  gave  it  to  the  gentleman,  or  gave  her  portrait  worth  this 
sum  to  him,  cannot  now  be  told,  and  the  entry  must  remain  in  its  original 
mystery.  Another  odd  entry  reads,  "  Lord  Harvey  for  the  Duchess  of 
Devonshire"  in  1806,  and,  as  Lord  Harvey  was  painted  in  1796,  it  can 
only  be  conjectured  that  the  Duchess  desired  a  copy  of  this  picture  and 
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paid  for  it  to  be  done.  Another  entry  relating-  to  the  same  Duchess  is 
to  be  found  in  17S8,  where  is  noted  the  fact  that  "A  child  "  was  painted 
for  the    Dutchess  {sic)  of  Devonshire."  ^ 

This  same  Duchess  was  one  of  the  very  few  persons  to  whom 
lingleheart  appears  to  have  given  any  lengthy  credit.  As  a  rule  all 
the  mmiatures  which  he  painted  were  paid  for  within  a  few  weeks  of 
their  completion,  but  naturally  there  are  e.xceptions  to  the  rule 

A  Mrs._  Mahon  paid  in  1784  a  part  of  her  account,  10  guineas,  a 
further  8  guineas  in  1787,  and  the  completion  "in  full"  in  1788  which 
amounted  to  8  guineas  more.  In  1785  Mr.  T.  Hardwick  paid  for 
the  miniatures  which  were  painted  in  1783,  and  Mr.  H.  Drummond 
paid  for  the  portraits  which  he  had  commissioned  in  that  same  year  both 
of  them  having  had  two  years'  credit.  Captain  Bowatre  paid  part 
of  his  account,  ^10,  in  the  early  part  of  1786,  and  in  the  June  succeed- 
ing cleared  off  the  remainder  by  a  remittance  of  6  auineas 

The  Duchess  had  a  larger  bill  to  pay,  and  shel  recorded  as  havino- 
sent  ^.o  in  1786,  and  the  balance  of  ^35  5,  in  full  "  in  the  following 
year.  Mrs.  Whitehead  did  not  pay  for  the  miniatures  which  she  had 
painted  _m  1807  until  1810  ;  Mr.  Walpole  paid  in  1798  for  those  which 
were  painted  six  years  before  ;  but  a  certain  Doctor,  whose  name  it  is  not 
easy  to  decipher,  but  which  looks  like  "  Babuine,"  made  his  first  payment 
of  ^3  9s.  for  a  portrait  of  his  wife,  or  "  Lady,"  as  she  is  styled,  and  did 
not  complete  the  arrangement  for  seven  years,  when  the  final  payment  of 
^  10  6s.  2id.  IS  carefully  recorded  as  the  "  balance." 

We  wonder  whether  this  was  for  the  portrait  of  his  wife,  after  all  or 
whether  the  Doctor  desired  the  portrait  of  some  other  lady,  and  then  had 
to  be  threatened  before  he  would  pay  for  it.  Perhaps  the  explanation  is 
a  far  simpler  one,  and  want  of  means  prevented  the  payment,  and  then 
like  an  honourable  man,  when  later  on  the  money  came  in,  the  good  Docto^ 
sent  the  debt  to  Engleheart  up  to  the  halfpenny  which  is  ^o  carefully 
entered.  Who  can  tell  what  the  story  was  ?  ^ 
There  are  a  few  cases  where  this  cash  column  enables  us  to 
Identify  the  sitters  in  the  other  column.  In  the  case  of  Mr.  Home  the 
addition  IS  made  in  brackets  in  the  cash  column  of  "Sir  EverJ  "

It  would  be  strange  indeed  if  such  an  entry  was  the  means  of  setting 
at  rest  the  question  of  a  doubtful  marriage  or  one  where  the  record"! 
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missing,  but  stranger  things  than  this  have  happened,  and  many  a 
romance  has  turned  upon  a  trivial  entry  such  as  this. 

A  Mr.  Murray  in  the  portrait  column  becomes  the  Hon.  Mr.  Murray, 
M.A.,  in  the  cash  column,  and  so  is  the  easier  identified,  and  in  a  few 
cases  the  address  is  added  when  the  money  is  paid.  Thus,  in  1 798  we 
have  an  entry  of  Mr.  Seton  "of  Harley  Street." 

There  appear  only  two  entries  of  enamel  work.  One  is  in  1778,  and 
is  of  an  anonymous  lady,  and  the  other  in  the  cash  column  of  the  following 
year,  1779.  "  Lady  Thomas,  an  enamel,  £10  los.,"  probably  explains  who 
the  unknown  lady  was  who  was  painted  in  1778.  There  is  no  entry  of  a 
miniature  painted  of  any  Lady  Thomas. 

It  will  be  noted  also  that  this  cash  column  records  the  sale  to  a  Mrs. 
Clay,  of  the  fancy  subject  which  the  artist  called  Adam  and  Eve,  and 
which  he  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1778,  and  that  the  price  she 
paid  him  for  it  was  ^26  6s. 

One  entry  cannot  be  in  any  way  explained.  It  is  under  1808,  and 
appears  to  read  "A  Lady  from  a  Shadow." 

It  is  possible  that  the  portrait  was  done  from  another  picture,  which, 
in  the  expressive  words  used  by  artists,  had  faded  to  a  shadow,  or  that  a 
silhouette  may  be  meant,  or  something  of  that  kind  used  as  a  model  for 
the  picture.  There  is  plenty  of  room  for  surmise  and  conjecture  in  this 
curious  entry. 

A  few  entries  in  the  fee-book  seem  to  allude  to  portraits  painted 
after  death.  In  some  few  cases  it  would  appear  that  the  artist  was 
begged  to  paint  a  portrait  of  some  loved  one  who  had  passed  away 
before  the  counterfeit  presentment  had  been  made,  and  the  artist  has 
against  these  entries  put  the  word  "  Dead,"  and  in  one  case  the  phrase 
"  After  death." 

In  another  case  he  records  the  fact  that  the  portrait  was  painted  by 
description,  as  perhaps  the  lady  was  too  ill  to  come  to  him  or  for  him  to 
go  to  her,  or  too  far  off  to  be  reached,  and  the  artist  had  to  make  a 
description  supplemented,  perhaps,  by  a  drawing  by  someone  else,  suffice 
him  for  his  purpose. 

The  account  for  the  last  year  has  never  been  completed  or  reckoned 
up.  It  finishes  in  the  portrait  column  with  an  entry  recording  the 
portrait  of  a  Mrs.  H.  J.  Rucker,  done  on  July  20,  and  for  which,  as 
well  as  for  a  portrait  done,  on  May  12,  of  a  Mrs.  Constable,  there  is 
no  entry  of  payment.  The  final  entry  in  the  cash  column  is  one  in  the 
name  of  Captain  Salmond  for  a  payment  of  ^63  for  three  miniatures, 
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which  were  those  of  Mrs.  Salmond,  her  son,  and  a  third  one  which  cannot 
be  identified,  as  no  other  member  of  the  family  appears  in  the  list. 

There  the  accounts  end,  and  the  money  received  in  that  half-year 
when  added  up  is  found  to  come  to  the  sum  of  ^563  7s.  6d. 

Following  that  entry  comes  the  index,  which  was  probably  done 
after  that  date,  unless  by  a  very  curious  chance  the  artist  left  exactly  the 
right  number  of  pages  in  which  to  record  his  life's  work  when  he  started 
the  Index.  By  the  look  of  the  writing,  however,  it  is  probable  that 
when  he  relinquished  the  active  pursuit  of  his  profession  he  set  to  work 
to  index  the  fee-book,  and,  being  an  old  man,  was  not  able  to  do  it  as 
accurately  as  it  would  have  been  done  had  he  commenced  years  before 
and  continued  it  regularly  year  by  year. 

It  is  on  the  whole,  however,  a  remarkable  and  careful  piece  of  work 
and  Its  compilation  must  have  taken  him  a  very  long  time. 

At  the  end  of  the  fifteen  pages  which  it  fills  are  some  special  lists 
I  he  first  records  the  times  when  he  painted  the  King.  It  is  headed  "  His 
Majesty." 

To  it  we  have  added  the  prices  which  he  obtained  for  the  miniatures 
in  question,  showing  that  for  this  royal  work  there  was  not  much  increase 
in  price  over  ordinary  charges,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  King  was  in 
the  habit  of  paying  a  certain  fixed  price  for  miniature  portraits,  and  did 
not  care  to  exceed  it,  and  that  therefore  the  artists  who  desired  to  have 
the  honour  of  his  patronage  had  to  keep  to  the  price  which  the  King  was 
willing  to  pay.

In  1784  the  same  price  was  obtained,  and  the  King  was  painted 
on  May  29,  and  in  the  following  year,  1785,  there  are  four  entries- 
November  25,  November  27,  December  4,  and  December  7

m  1787,  on  March  6,  August  17,  and  August  31  ;  and  twice  in  the 
following  year,  on  February  r  and  on  July  3  ;  and  all  of  the  miniatures 
then  painted  were  paid  for  at  12  guineas  apiece. 
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Following  the  records  of  the  miniatures  painted  of  the  King  comes  a 
separate  list  of  those  of  the  Royal  Family,  which  is  as  follows  :  "  Princess 
Dowager  of  Wales,  July  23,  1782."  This  was  done  for  a  Mrs.  Leslie, 
and  is  noted  as  "  copied,"  and  as  the  price  paid  for  it  was  only  6  guineas, 
it  is  possible  that  the  miniature  was  a  copy  of  one  which  had  already  been 
painted  by  some  other  artist,  although  it  is  more  probable  that  it  was  an 
original  work. 

"The  Duke  of  Cambridge,  May  3,  1802."  For  this  the  artist 
was  paid  15  guineas.  "The  Prince  of  Wales,  for  Princess  Augusta, 
September  14,  1802."  The  payment  for  this  was  also  15  guineas, 
made  to  the  artist  in  the  following  January.  "The  Queen,  for  the 
Persian  Ambassador,  May  16,  1810."  This  was  paid  for  within  a  month, 
the  entry  on  June  12  reading:  "The  Queen,  21  pounds."  "The 
Duchess  of  Wertemberg  (sic),  for  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  October  ii, 
1802,"  with  the  note  "  Never  paid  for."  The  Duke  of  Kent  (see 
page  28)  does  not  appear  in  this  list. 

A  little  lower  down  in  the  page  is  the  entry  of  the  other  royal 
personage  whom  the  artist  painted,  "  Ferdinando  Septimo,"  who  was 
painted  "August  26,  1809,"  for  which  the  artist  received  in  the  following 
September  the  sum  of  32  guineas. 

On  the  whole,  his  list  of  royal  patrons  is  an  important  one,  but  the 
financial  receipts  from  them  do  not  come  up  to  the  average  of  the  money 
which  he  had  from  less  notable  personages. 

The  last  record  in  this  index  relates  to  the  pictures  by  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds  which  the  artist  copied,  and  to  this  entry  a  reference  is  made  in 
another  chapter  of  this  volume. 

The  artist's  nephew  appears  to  have  looked  through  the  index  rather 
carefully,  as  a  note  in  pencil  appears  at  the  end  of  the  book,  as  follows  : 
''Note. — Six  B's  omitted  from  the  alphabetical  index  under  year  1789, 
and  all  B's  from  1800  to  1809  inclusive. — J.  C.  D.  E." 

Unfortunately  for  the  authors  of  this  volume,  these  were  by  no  means 
the  only  errors  in  this  index,  and  with  all  its  delightful  minuteness  there 
were  many  omissions  from  it  and  wrong  dates  given  to  the  work  ;  but  the 
list  which  appears  at  the  end  of  our  volume  is  the  result  of  a  careful 
checking  of  each  page,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  far  more  accurate 
and  complete  than  the  list  made  by  the  artist  himself. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of 
as  mentioned  at  page  39,  the 
entry  in  the  Fee-Book  : 
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CHAPTER  V. 


PICTURES  BY  SIR  JOSHUA  REYxNOLDS. 

ONE  of  the  most  interesting  circumstances  in  the  work  of  George 
Engleheart  is  the  fact  that  he  made  careful  copies  in  miniature 
of  many  of  the  famous  paintings  executed  by  his  great  master, 
Sir  Joshua  Reynolds.  In  his  fee-book  he  recorded,  with  scrupulous  care, 
the  dates  when  he  made  these  copies,  and,  as  will  be  seen,  these  dates  are 
of  no  slight  importance  to  the  student  of  the  work  of  the  President,  for 
they  enable  him  to  come  to  definite  conclusions  as  to  when  certain 
pictures  were  painted,  and  give  other  information  as  to  these  paintings 
which  is  of  the  greatest  interest. 

So  important  did  the  artist  consider  these  miniature  copies,  which  it 
is  clear  he  executed  with  the  utmost  precision  and  care,  that  he  had  all  of 
them  framed  with  suitable  frames,  and  retained  them  in  his  own  house  as 
some  of  his  chief  treasures,  and  then  left  them  by  will  specially  to  various 
members  of  his  family,  naming  each  one  specifically  and  the  person  to 
whom  it  was  to  go. 

Not  only  did  he  record  in  the  proper  page  of  his  fee-book  the  fact 
of  his  making  these  copies,  but  again  at  the  end  of  the  book,  as  we  have 
already  seen,  after  he  had  made  its  index,  he  repeated  the  information  in 
a  separate  column,  so  that  there  should  be  no  question  about  the  extent 
to  which,  by  the  permission  of  Sir  Joshua,  he  had  been  able  to  copy  his 
paintings  in  this  miniature  form. 

There  is  very  little  doubt  that  the  work  was  actually  done  in  the 
studio  of  the  President,  as  it  must  have  taken  some  considerable  time 
to  execute,  and  perhaps  was  painted  under  the  very  eye  of  Sir  Joshua 
himself 

Very  many  of  these  interesting  copies  are  still  in  existence,  most  of 
them  now  belonging  to  Sir  Gardner  Engleheart,  and  it  may  be  desirable 
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to  deal  with  these  works  seriatim,  and  to  give  such  information  regarding 
them  as  can  be  obtained. 

In  these  details  it  is  with  the  utmost  pleasure  that  we  record  the 
very  kind  and  constant  assistance  of  Mr.  Algernon  Graves,  who  is  par 
excellence  the  authority  in  Europe  on  the  works  of  the  President,  and 
who  has  not  only  been  much  interested  in  the  discovery  of  these  copies 
and  the  entries  respecting  them,  but  has  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
authors  all  his  stores  of  information,  not  only  as  contained  in  his  famous 
work,*  but  also  in  manuscript  at  his  own  home,  and  the  result  of  his 
most  recent  investigations  since  his  last  volume  was  issued.

The  list  at  the  end  of  the  fee-book  is  not  quite  the  same  as  the 
entries  to  which  it  refers.  It  does  not  include  either  Miss  Palmer  or 
Miss  Ridge  of  1776,  or  Lord  Northington  of  1786,  and  as  it  is  headed 
"  Copies  for  Self,"  it  is  quite  possible  that  these  three  omitted  ones 
were  commissions,  and  were  done  for  some  of  his  numerous  patrons. 

It,  however,  includes  three  others,  Mrs.  Palmer  of  1782,  Miss 
Palmer  of  1793,  and  Baretti  of  1793,  which  are  not  recorded  in  the 
fee-book,  and  which  shows  us  that  this  wonderful  book  does  not  include 
every  miniature  which  the  artist  painted,  although  it  is  a  mystery  how  he 
could  possibly  have  found  time  to  do  more  than  are  entered  in  it. 

This  list  at  the  end  of  the  book,  which  we  may  call  the  index-list,

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possesses  one  which  is  not  in  the  fee-book,  and  that  the  most  puzzling 
of  all,  a  miniature  called  Pope  Pavarms,  to  which  we  will  refer  in  due 
course.

We  now  come  to  the  third  list,  which  appears  as  a  codicil  to  the  will 
of  the  artist,  and  which  may  be  termed  the  will-list. 

In  it  will  be  found  many  divergences  from  the  two  previous  lists. 
The  Three  Miss  Montgomeiys  and  Hitgolino  (sic),  which  are  not  in 
either  the  fee-book  list  or  the  index-list,  appear  here. 

The  Old  Heads  which  are  in  the  fee-book  list  are  not  in  this  list, 
unless  Hugolmo  takes  the  place  of  one  of  them  under  its  new  name,  as 
it  was  certainly  the  head  of  an  old  man. 

Miss  Palmer  appears  twice,  once  under  her  maiden  name,  in  which 
the  miniature  painted  in  1776  is  probably  meant,  and  once  under  her 
married  name,  in  which  reference  is  probably  intended  to  the  one  painted 
in  1793.    Link  Boy  is  in  this  list  called  Yormg  Hymen. 

The  entire  list  is  as  follows,  but  it  includes  some  works  which  are 
not  copies  of  Sir  Joshua  : 

"  To  my  dear  son  George  :  Lady  with  Sparrow,  Miss  Palmer, 
Boy  with  Book,  Laughing  Girl,  Pensive  Girl,  Mr.  Baretti,  Lady  Thomond, 
Studiotis  Boy. 

"To  my  daughter  Emma :  Mrs.  Gardner,  Milicent  Engle  heart, 
Eliza,  Major  Englchcart,  Young  Cupid,  Laughing  Boy. 

"  To  my  son  Nathaniel  :  Mrs.  Biggs,  Little  Thief,  Young  Hymen, 
Mrs.  Liobinson,  Madame  Schindleim  (sic),  The  Three  Miss  Montgomerys. 

"  To  my  son  Henry  :  Reubens  (sic),  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  L<ing 
George  the  Third,  Samuel,  Hugo  lino.  Pope  Bavarius  [sic)." 

We  now  have  the  three  lists  of  these  miniatures  before  us.  Those 
left  to  Nathaniel  have  passed  to  remote  members  of  the  family,  and 
cannot  now  be  traced  ;  the  rest,  mentioned  in  the  will-list,  are  still  in 
existence,  and  figure  in  this  volume. 
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To  deal  with  them  according  to  their  date,  we  start  with  the  one 
which  has  been  called  Miss  Palmer,  1776,  in  the  fee-book. 

This  miniature,  if  correctly  named,  is  not  in  the  least  like  Miss 
Theophila  Palmer,  who  has  a  decided  turn-up  nose.  She  was  born  in 
1756,  and  would  therefore  be  only  twenty  when  the  picture  was  done. 
It  is  in  Mr.  Graves'  opinion  more  like  Miss  Mary  Palmer,  who  was 
born  in  1750,  and  would  therefore  be  more  the  age  of  the  girl  in  the 
miniature.  The  dates  of  the  sitting  of  these  ladies  would  not  necessarily 
be  stated  in  the  fee-book,  as,  living  in  the  same  house  with  Sir  Joshua, 
they  would  always  be  available. 

The  Miss  Ridge  of  the  same  year  (1776)  was  a  daughter  of 
Counsellor  Ridge,  of  the  Irish  Bar,  a  friend  and  favourite  of  Sir 
Joshua,  and  mentioned  by  Goldsmith  in  "The  Retaliation."  She  sat 
to  the  artist  in  December,  1773,  and  is  represented  seated,  her  left  arm 
resting  upon  a  table.  She  is  in  white  dress  trimmed  with  gold,  the 
bodice  tied  in  front  with  a  blue  bow,  blue  sash,  and  a  blue  ribbon  in  her 
hair,  and  has  a  black  velvet  band  around  her  neck.  The  background  is 
a  landscape.  The  picture  belongs  to  Sir  Charles  Tennant,  and  an  un- 
finished sketch  for  it  to  Dr.  Hamilton. 

The  miniature  copy  by  Engleheart  mentioned  in  the  fee-book 
cannot  be  found.     It  was  probably  done  on  commission. 

The  Little  Thief,  of  1777,  is  the  picture  usually  called  Mercury  as  a 
Pickpocket,  and  it  is  not  known  for  certain  when  it  was  painted.  It  was 
engraved  in  1777  by  J.  Dean,  who  seems  to  have  engraved  many  of  the 
pictures  which  took  Engleheart's  fancy  and  which  he  copied,  and  it 
is  probable  that  the  two  men  were  friends,  and  possible,  even,  that 
some  of  Engleheart's  copies  were  made  when  the  pictures  in  question 
were  at  Dean's  studio  for  the  purpose  of  being  engraved.  Mercury  as  a 
Pickpocket  now  belongs  to  Mr.  Alexander  Henderson.  It  seems  to 
have  originally  belonged  to  the  Duchess  of  Dorset,  and  was  sold  by 
Lord  Sackville  to  its  present  owner  through  Messrs.  Agnew.  It  was 
evidently  painted  before  October  25,  1777,  as  Engleheart's  book  proves. 

Cupid  as  a  Link  Boy  was  the  companion  picture  to  it,  and 
belonged  to  the  same  owner,  passing  through  Messrs.  Agnew  to  the 
same  owner,  Mr.  Henderson.  It  was  engraved  by  Dean  in  the  very 
year  in  which  Engleheart  copied  it,  and  is  the  picture  called  by  Malone 
Covent  Garden  Cupid.  Armstrong  in  his  celebrated  book  says  that 
this  picture  was  painted  "1778,"  but  it  is  quite  evident  that  he  puts 
the  date  too  late.     Engleheart  copied  it  on  October  27,  1777,  Dean 
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engraved  it  in  the  same  year,  but  a  miniature  copy  of  it,  discovered 
by  Dr.  Williamson,  and  described  by  him  in  the  Magazine  of  Art 
for  February,  1902,  p.  189,  as  the  work  of  Frances  Reynolds,  bears 
the  date  1 776. 

It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  this  delightful  picture  was  painted  in 
1776,  and  it  was  possibly  entered  in  the  missing  diary  for  that  year, 
although  Reynolds  is  not  known  to  have  entered  his  fancy  subject 
pictures  in  his  diaries  at  all. 

The  year  1776,  to  which  this  picture  must  now  be  ascribed,  was  a 
very  famous  one  for  pictures  of  children,  including  as  it  did  The  Infant 
Samuel,  St.  John,  Master  Crewe  as  Henry  VIII.,  and  Master  Herbert  as 
Bacchus,  making  with  the  Link  Boy  as  fine  a  collection  of  children's 
pictures  as  could  exist. 

It  is  possible  that  Sir  Joshua  altered  this  picture  from  his  first 
conception  of  it,  or  else,  as  Mr.  Graves  now  suggests,  he  painted  two 
pictures  of  similar  subjects,  one  of  which  is  still  unknown,  as  the  face  in 
Frances  Reynolds'  copy  is  quite  different  from  that  in  the  oil-painting, 
and  the  vest  in  the  latter  is  dark  in  colour,  whereas  Frances  Reynolds 
gives  it  as  white  in  her  copy.  The  Engleheart  copy  is  unfortunately 
missing,  or  the  colouring  of  that  would  help  to  settle  this  interesting 
question.    It  is  called  Young  Hymen  in  the  will-list. 

There  are  many  copies  credited  to  the  busy  year  1778. 

Cupid,  copied  April  30,  is  the  Cupid  sleeping  in  the  Clouds,  resting 
on  his  left  arm,  with  an  arrow  in  his  right  and  a  quiver  with  arrows  to 
his  left. 

It  was  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1777  as  Cupid  asleep 
(293;  vide  Graves  and  Cronin,  1141),  and  belongs  to  the  Earl  of  Car- 
narvon.   It  also  was  engraved  by  Dean  in  1779. 

There  are  two  Old  Heads  entered  in  that  year,  one  on  June  i  and 
the  other  on  June  7.  One  of  these  still  exists  in  the  family,  but  is 
marked  as  Hugolino  {sic),  and  under  that  name  appears  in  the  will-list. 

It  is  not,  however,  Ugolino,  but  a  beggar  man  called  A  Sltidy  from 
Nature,  under  which  name  it  was  engraved  both  by  J.  R.  Smith  and 
S.  'W.  Reynolds  {vide  Graves  and  Cronin,  12  17).  The  old  man  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  the  same  model  as  the  Ugolino  was  painted  from,  but, 
in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Graves,  is  not  the  same  face.  Another  picture 
painted  by  Reynolds,  called  Resignation,  is  the  same  face  as  Ugolino; 
but  that  was  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1771,  whereas  the 
Ugolino  did  not  appear  till  1773. 
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The  second  Old  Man  whom  Engleheart  copied  is,  perhaps,  the  one 
of  the  Banished  Lord  which  the  family  possess,  but  more  probably  is  the 
one  {vide  Graves  and  Cronin,  1 124)  called  an  Old  Man  reading  a  Scroll, 
engraved  by  Okey  in  1777,  and  copied  by  Engleheart  a  year  later. 

The  note  in  iVIessrs.  Graves  and  Cronin's  book  as  to  its  having  been 
exhibited  in  1771  at  the  Royal  Academy  is  a  misprint,  and  refers  to  the 
picture  called  Resignation,  mentioned  in  that  same  volume  on  p.  1192. 

Sa7miely/a.s  copied  by  Engleheart  on  June  21,  1778,  and  is  evidently 
the  National  Gallery  picture  described  by  Messrs.  Graves  and  Cronin  on 
p.  1 20 1,  as  there  is  a  bed  in  front  of  the  rays  and  a  column  behind  the 
figure,  neither  of  which  were  in  the  picture  paid  for  in  1776  by  Lord 
Granby,  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1777,  and  destroyed  at 
Belvoir  in  i8i6. 

The  National  Gallery  picture  was  therefore  painted  before  June, 
1778,  a  fact  which  it  has  not  been  possible  before  this  to  state  with  any 
accuracy.  It  was  not  engraved  till  1822,  and  then  by  Thomas  Lupton, 
and  it  is  not  known  when  it  was  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy,  if  ever 
it  did  appear  in  that  gallery  at  all.  It  was  lent  to  the  British  institution 
by  the  Hon.  Charles  Long  in  1813,  and  passed  to  the  National  Gallery 
by  bequest  of  Lord  Farnborough  in  1838.  Engleheart's  copy  now 
enables  us  to  date  it. 

The  Schoolboy  which  Engleheart  copied  on  September  7,  1778,  is  the 
picture  {vide  Graves  and  Cronin,  1203)  now  belonging  to  the  Earl  of 
Warwick.  It  was  paid  for  in  March,  1779,  but  Dean  had  engraved  it 
in  1777,  and  Engleheart  copied  it  in  the  following  year. 

The  lad  stands  full-face,  and  carries  a  large  volume  under  his 
arm.  The  painting  has  never  passed  out  of  the  possession  of  the 
family,  who  originally  purchased  it  from  Sir  Joshua.  The  miniature 
copy  is  mentioned  in  the  will-list  as  A  Boy  with  a  Book,  and  left  to 
George  Engleheart. 

In  the  same  month  we  find,  under  date  September  23,  a  picture 
called  in  the  fee-book  Boy  at  Study,  and  in  the  will-list  Studious  Boy. 
This  was  copied  from  the  picture  now  belonging  to  Mr.  Sidebotham, 
bought  in  1778  (the  year  in  which  Engleheart  copied  it),  by  Judge 
Harding  for  £\2,  and  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1784  as  A 
Boy  reading.  It  at  one  time  belonged  to  Sir  J.  F.  Leicester,  and  is 
etched  in  outline  in  the  description  of  the  Leicester  gallery. 

The  Pensive  Girl,  copied  on  October  23,  is  one  of  the  studies  for 
Lesbia,  with  a  dead  bird  in  her  lap,  but  in  this  case  there  appear  neither 
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the  cage  nor  the  dead  bird  which  are  in  the  picture  belonging  to  Sir  R. 
Proctor- Beauchamp. 

In  the  fourth  volume  of  Messrs.  Graves  and  Cronin's  book  there  is 
at  p.  1456  a  statement  that  Lesbia  was  a  portrait  of  Miss  Theophila 
Gwatkin,  but  that  is  now  entirely  disproved,  as  she  was  not  born  till 
1782,  and  this  picture  was  copied  by  Engleheart  four  years  before. 

In  Sir  R.  Proctor-Beauchamp's  picture  Lesbia  is  seated  to  the  right ; 
in  Sir  Charles  Tennant's  she  is  to  the  left,  and  this  is  the  case  with 
Engleheart's  copy,  which  therefore  was  taken  from  the  Tennant  picture, 
and  not  from  the  Beauchamp  one.  For  the  Tennant  painting  we  have  not 
hitherto  had  a  definite  date,  but  that  missing  fact  Engleheart's  copy  supplies. 

The  Laughing  Boy,  copied  on  December  5,  is  a  very  interesting 
picture,  as  it  explains  for  the  first  time  a  mysterious  entry.  In  1781  {vide 
Graves  and  Cronin,  11 12)  there  was  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  a 
boy  laughing,  while  in  the  same  year  there  is  an  entry  in  the  diary  of  the 
sale  to  Mr.  Brummell  for  /50,  "  a  boy  laughing  praying." 

The  entry  seems  to  be  a  contradictory  one,  but  a  sight  of  Engle- 
heart's copy  proves  that  it  was  not  so,  as  the  boy  is  both  laughing  and 
praying  at  the  same  moment. 

The  original  picture  is  missing  ;  it  was  said  to  have  been  sent  to 
France.  It  was  never  engraved,  and  therefore  Engleheart's  copy  of  it  is 
the  only  evidence  we  possess  of  what  it  was  like,  and  his  entry  tells  us 
that  it  was  painted  before  December,  1778,  although  not  sold  till  three 
years  after. 

It  is  also  quite  clear  from  an  examination  of  this  picture  that  it  must 
have  been  one  of  the  studies  for  the  Samuel,  but,  being  a  successful 
picture,  was  probably  sold  as  it  was,  and  another  face  painted  for  the 
SarnueL  with  a  more  devotional  aspect,  and  without  the  amusing  smile 
which  is  breaking  out  upon  the  merry  face  in  question. 

Madame  Schindlerin,  whose  name  seems  to  have  been  a  puzzle  to 
Engleheart,  as  he  spells  it  in  three  different  ways,  was  copied  in  1781,  on 
January  8.  The  painting  was  paid  for  in  1776  by  the  Duke  of  Dorset, 
and  cost  him  ^36  15s. 

The  lady  was  a  singer  or  dancer  at  the  opera,  and  is  represented 
full-face  with  a  mob-cap  on  her  head.  The  original  was  sold  at  Christie's 
in  the  spring  of  1902.  The  copy  by  Engleheart  is  not  known.  The 
original  is  probably  entered  in  Sir  Joshua's  missing  pocket-book  of  1775. 

There  are  two  miniatures  to  describe  copied  in  1782.  The  first, 
which  was  done  on  September  3,  is  called  the  Laughing  Girl  {vide  Graves 
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and  Cronin,  1166).  The  painting  was  bought  by  Lord  Palmerston,  who 
was  himself  one  of  Engleheart's  sitters.  It  was  painted  in  1 785,  according 
to  Messrs.  Graves  and  Cronin,  but  must  have  been  done  long  before  that, 
as  Engleheart  copied  it  in  1782.  The  date  of  Lord  Palmerston's  purchase 
IS  not  known,  and  the  first  record  of  its  belonging  to  the  Viscount  is  its 
exhibition  under  his  name  at  the  British  Institution  in  18 13.  The  picture 
passed  to  Mr.  Evelyn  Ashley  by  will,  and  was  sold  by  him  through 
Messrs.  Agnew  to  the  Earl  of  Rosebery,  to  whom  it  now  belongs. 

The  copy  by  Engleheart  fixes  its  date  definitely  for  the  first  time.  The 
index-list,  it  will  be  noticed,  gives  it  as  178 1,  but  the  fee-book  as  September, 
1782.  This  may  be  an  error  on  the  part  of  Engleheart  in  making  out  the 
mdex-list,  or  it  may  mean  that  the  artist  commenced  to  copy  the  picture 
in  1 78 1  and  finished  it  in  1782.  We  incline  to  the  former  opinion  by 
reason  of  the  errors  which  have  already  been  found  in  the  index,  which 
Engleheart  made  to  his  book  when  his  strength  was  failing,  and  when  he 
was  not  as  accurate  as  he  had  been  at  the  beginning  of  his  career. 

Nine  days  afterwards  he  records  finishing  his  portrait  of  Sir  Joshua 
—i.e.,  September  12,  1782.  This  was  a  copy  of  the  painting  in  which 
the  President  was  in  his  D.C.L.  robes,  which  once  belonged  to  North- 
cote  the  painter,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Earl  Spencer.  It  was 
painted  in  1773,  and  must  therefore  have  remained  for  some  time  in  Sir 
Joshua's  studio  till  it  was  given  to  Northcote,  unless  Engleheart  copied 
it  when  it  was  in  the  possession  of  Northcote,  and  not  when  it  stood  in 
Sir  Joshua's  studio. 

The  last  copy  named  in  the  fee-book  list  is  the  one  of  Lord 
Northington.  Reynolds  painted  several  portraits  of  him  in  1782  and  in 
1784.  The  chief  one  was  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1785,  and 
was  probably  the  one  which  Engleheart  copied  in  the  following  year. 
This  miniature  copy  is  not  known,  but  is  probably  of  a  short,  apoplectic- 
looking  person  represented  full-face. 

There  are  two  portraits  in  the  index-list  which  are  not  in  the  fee-book 
list.  These  are  the  portrait  of  Baretti  and  the  one  which  is  called  Pope 
Pavarius  in  the  index-list.  Pope  Bavarius  in  the  will-list,  and  on  a  paper 
Pope  Bavarino. 

Baretti  was  painted  in  1774,  and  the  picture  is  now  at  Holland 
House  in  the  possession  of  the  Earl  of  Ilchester.  Engleheart  appears 
to  have  copied  it  in  1793,  nineteen  years  after  it  was  painted,  and  four 
years  after  the  death  of  Baretti.  The  picture  was  originally  painted  for 
Mr.  Thrale,  for  his  house  at  Streatham,  and  it  would  be  interesting  to 
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know  where  it  was  that  Engleheart  copied  it,  perhaps  at  Streatham,  or 
whether  it  was  sent  up  to  London  for  repair  or  exhibition  in  a  private 
gallery  in  the  year  after  Sir  Joshua  had  died. 

The  mysterious  copy  called  Pavarius  it  is  not  easy  to  identify,  and 
the  name  given  to  it  but  adds  to  the  puzzle  which  it  presents. 

There  is  no  Pope  whose  name  in  the  very  least  resembles  the  one 
borne  by  this  picture  ;  nor  is  it  possible  to  identify  the  features  with  any 
picture  of  any  Pontiff  which  Sir  Joshua  could  have  seen,  and  to  which 
this  name  could  have  been  given. 

Our  explanation  of  the  mystery  is  that  the  person  so  named  is 
intended  for  George  White,  the  pavior,  an  Irishman,  "once  a  pavior 
and  then  a  beggar,"  as  Tom  Taylor  says,  whom  Sir  Joshua  converted 
into  a  professional  model. 

Our  impression  is  that  the  name  Pavarius  was  a  Latinized  form  of 
the  word  "pavior,"  and  that  as  an  Irishman,  and  therefore  probably  a 
Catholic,  the  man  was  in  the  habit  of  speaking  of  the  Pope,  or  identified 
in  studio  talk  as  a  follower  of  His  Holiness,  and  given  a  name  in  dog- 
Latin,  or  that  his  fatherly  appearance  gave  him  the  name  of  Pope. 

There  is  a  portrait  of  this  man  White,  now  at  Crewe  Hall,  as  a 
captain  of  banditti,  painted  in  1772,  and  the  grimy,  haggard  features 
bear  a  close  resemblance  to  the  miniature  in  question,  which  Engleheart 
painted  in  1778.  Whoever  it  was,  he  was  well  known  by  the  name 
which  Engleheart  gives  him,  and  the  portrait  is  of  a  rough,  grimy 
man,  evidently  a  model,  and  we  are  disposed,  therefore,  to  think 
that' our  suggestion  offers  the  most  likely  explanation  of  the  puzzling 


name. 


The  Mrs.  Palmer  copied,  according  to  the  index-list,  in  1782,  which 
is  missing,  must  represent  an  old  lady,  as  she  was  born  in  1 7 1 5  and  died 
in  1787.^'  She  would  therefore  be  sixty-seven  when  the  miniature 
which  Engleheart  records  was  painted,  if  he  copied  one  recently  done 
by  Sir  J.  Reynolds,  and  not  one  which  had  been  a  long  time  in  his 
studio. 

There  is  now  another  miniature  to  mention  which  appears  m  the 
index-list  as  Miss  Palmer,  1 793,  but  which  has  always  been  called  by 
the  family  The  Studious  Girl  (vide  Graves  and  Cronin,  724).  It  is  a 
copy  of  the  painting  of  Miss  Theophila  Palmer  reading  "  Clarissa  Har- 
lowe,"  and  for  this  reason  was  also  called  Clarissa. 

This  was  exhibited  in  177 1,  when  the  fair  damsel  was  twelve  years 
old,  on  which  occasion,  according  to  Cotton,  the  young  person,  seeing  the 
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description  of  the  picture  as  "  A  Girl  reading,"  stated  that  in  her  opinion 
it  ought  to  have  been  styled  "  A  Young  Lady  reading." 

The  picture  belonged  to  John  Gwatkin,  and  afterwards  passed  into 
the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Heugh,  who  sold  it  in  1872,  but  since  that  time 
it  has  been  lost  sight  of 

It  was  evidently  copied  by  Engleheart  after  the  death  of  Sir  Joshua, 
and  is  a  particularly  charming  picture. 

One  more  miniature  copy  does  not  appear  in  either  list,  but  has  always 
remained  in  the  possession  of  the  family,  who  did  not  know  whom  it 
represented.  It  is  marked  at  the  back  in  the  handwriting  of  the  artist 
as  a  copy  from  a  work  by  Sir  Joshua.  It  is  an  oval  portrait,  and 
undoubtedly  represents  Lady  Mary  O'Brien,  daughter  of  the  Marquis 
of  Thomond  and  the  Countess  of  Orkney,  his  wife,  and  who  afterwards 
became  Countess  of  Orkney  in  her  own  right. 

The  painting  was  exhibited  constantly  as  that  of  Nelly  O'Brien, 
but  must  not  be  confused  with  the  better-known  frail  beauty  who  bore 
that  name.  When  it  was  painted  is  not  known,  but  it  was  engraved  by 
Di.xon  in  1 774. 

The  last  of  these  curious  copies  which  claims  attention  is  the  Head 
of  a  Negro,  which  is  not  in  either  of  the  three  lists,  and  but  for  its  being 
marked  by  the  artist  "a  copy  of  a  head  by  Sir  Joshua"  would  not  merit 
any  notice.  It  appears  to  be  a  sketch  for  the  negro  who  is  holding  the 
horse  in  the  picture  of  the  Marquis  of  Granby  in  the  possession  of  the 
Crown,  and  which  hangs  at  St.  James's  Palace.  It  was  painted  in  1766, 
when  the  Marquis  was  Commander-in-Chief 

We  have  not  only  to  consider  George  Engleheart  as  an  expert 
copyist  of  the  paintings  by  Sir  Joshua,  but  a  few  words  must  be  added 
as  to  his  nephew,  J.  C.  D.  Engleheart,  who  in  this  respect  followed  in 
the  footsteps  of  his  uncle. 

In  his  record  of  work  executed  will  be  found  several  entries  of  pictures 
copied  from  Sir  Joshua,  and  two  of  them  deserve  special  attention. 

On  October  19,  1799,  John  C.  D.  Engleheart  mentions  that  he 
made  a  miniature  copy  of  "  Miss  Mary  Mayer  as  Hebe  from  a  full-length 
picture  painted  by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  and  in  the  possession  of  Mrs. 
Meyers  at  Kew."  The  statement  is  quite  correct,  as  in  1799  the  well- 
known  picture  (51  in.  X  39  in.)  was  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Meyers,  as 
her  name  was  spelt  in  the  catalogue  of  the  day,  when  she  exhibited  it  at 
the  British  Institution  in  1813. 
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The  picture  now  belongs  to  Mr.  Leopold  de  Rothschild,  and  we 
illustrate  the  pencil  drawing  which  John  C.  D.  Engleheart  made  of  it 
for  his  miniature  copy. 

On  March  9,  1799,  he  mentions  that  he  copied  the  Weeping  Girl 
from  Sir  Joshua,  and  that  he  did  it  in  London. 

This  entry  is  very  interesting,  as  the  original  picture  has  entirely 
disappeared  since  1833.  It  was  a  companion  picture  to  the  Laughing 
Girl,  which  the  same  artist  copied  nine  days  afterwards  ;  but  it  is  not 
known  when  it  was  painted  nor  to  whom  it  belonged.  It  was  exhibited 
at  the  British  Institution  in  1813,  and  again  in  1833;  but  since  then 
nothing  is  known  of  it,  and,  as  it  was  never  engraved,  no  description  can 
be  given  of  it.  The  miniature  copy  made  by  J.  C.  D.  Engleheart,  which 
is  also  missing,  would  be  very  interesting,  as  it  would  give  the  desired 
information  as  to  this  picture,  its  subject,  and  its  colouring.  All  the 
Others  which  John  C.  D.  Engleheart  copied  are  the  same  as  those  which 
had  been  previously  copied  by  his  uncle,  and  very  possibly  were  not  so 
much  copies  of  the  originals  as  of  the  miniatures  already  done  from  the 
oil  paintings  by  George  Engleheart. 

Eno-leheart's  affection  for  the  memory  of  his  old  master  is  shown  by 
the  care  in  which  he  preserved  several  mementoes  of  his  days  m  the 
studio.  He  had  replicas,  or  perhaps  Sir  Joshua's  own  copies,  of  Charity, 
for  which  Mrs.  Sheridan  sat,  and  which  was  designed  for  one  of  the 
compartments  of  the  New  College  windows,  and  of  Hebe,  for  which  Miss 
Meyer  sat,  represented  as  climbing  the  rainbow  path,  guided  by  the  eagle 
of  Jove.  He  also  treasured  one  of  the  peculiar  spade-like  palettes  which 
Sir  Joshua  used,  and  the  pictures  and  palette  are  still  in  the  possession 
of  Sir  Gardner  Engleheart. 

The  various  items  of  information  afforded  us  by  these  miniatures 
may  seem  to  the  ordinary  reader  of  small  importance,  and  to  have 
received  more  attention  than  they  deserve ;  but  students  of  English 
eighteenth-century  painting  will  value  them  highly,  and  understand  the 
exceptional  importance  which  they  possess  as  definite  data  enabling  us 
to  clear  up  certain  difficult  questions  as  to  the  works  of  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds.

CHAPTER  VI. 


ENGLEHEART'S  PALETTE  AND  APPLIANCES. 

IT  is  always  interesting  to  know  what  colours  were  used  by  any  noted 
artist,  and  to  examine  his  apphances  and  tools. 

In  the  case  of  Engleheart  the  task  of  explaining  how  his  palette 
was  "  set  "  is  at  the  same  time  one  of  ease  and  of  difficulty. 

It  is  easy  because  all  of  his  colours  appear  to  have  been  preserved. 
It  is  difficult  because  he  tried  several  methods  of  working,  and  it  is  not 
quite  clear  which  colours  he  used  for  each. 

He  not  only  painted  in  water-colour  on  ivory,  by  which  work  he 
gained  his  great  reputation,  but  he  also  dabbled  in  oil,  worked  a  good 
deal  in  enamel,  and,  it  is  believed,  tried  glass-painting,  even  if  he  did  not 
still  further  try  experiments  with  painting  on  porcelain,  and  all  the 
colours  used  for  these  various  works  are  together  in  one  cabinet. 

The  wonderful  neatness  which  characterized  the  man,  and  extended 
to  every  detail  of  his  life,  is  well  shown  by  the  illustrations  which  we  give 
of  his  palette,  colour-boxes,  and  brush-rest. 


His  enamel  colours  are  all  put  up  in  tiny  ivory  boxes,  each  carefully 
turned  and  each  possessing  on  the  lid,  set  into  the  ivory,  a  small  plate  of 
enamel  on  which  the  colour  which  the  box  contained  is  shown.  The 
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little  boxes  are  of  exactly  the  same  size,  and  many  of  them,  as  seen  in  the 
drawing,  were  kept  together  in  the  drawers  of  a  cabinet.  In  some  cases 
the  lids  bear  not  only  a  splash  of  the  colour,  but  an  identifying  number, 
but  there  is  no  list  by  which  the  colours  can  be  identified,  nor  have  any 
of  the  colours  their  names  given  to  them,  the  number  only  appearing* 
From  experiment  we  are  disposed  to  think  that  they  were  not  prepared 
in  England,  but  that  the  artist  obtained  them  in  Switzerland.  With 
them  Engleheart  seems  to  have  used  oil  of  spike  lavender  as  a  diluent. 

There  are  many  trials  of  enamel  in  this  same  cabinet,  oval  tablets  of 
white  enamel  on  copper  covered  with  spla.shes  of  various  colours,  many 
of  them  marked  with  numbers  corresponding  to  those  on  the  boxes.  Of 
actual  works  in  this  medium  there  are  but  few  which  remain  certified 
as  the  work  of  Engleheart.    Two  are  on  p.  59,  one  being  a  delightful 


Sir-Joshua-like  head  of  a  lady  resting  her  head  against  her  hand  and 
seated  near  a  large  vase  of  classic  design,  and  the  other  represent- 
ing a  woman  and  a  cherub,  which  are  faintly  drawn  in  pink  colour  on 
the  corner  of  one  of  the  trial  plates. 

There  is  but  one  entry  in  the  fee-book  as  to  an  enamel,  and  that  is 
under  date  December  10,  1778,  "  A  Lady  copied  in  enamel."  By  looking 
down  the  column  which  records  the  payments  for  each  work,  this  entry  is 
seen  to  refer  to  a  payment  made  March  27,  1779,  when  the  name  of  the 
lady  is  given  as  Lady  Thomas. 

*  These  colours  were  long  considered  as  tints  for  use  in  miniature-painting ;  but  we 
have  tried  experiments  with  many  of  them,  and  find  that  they  fuse  readily  at  a  moderate 
heat  into  globules  of  enamel  of  about  the  same  hues  as  they  present  in  the  form  of 
powder.  It  is  evident  that  they  were  tinted  to  resemble  the  hues  they  would  acquire  in 
the  kiln. 
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Judging,  however,  from  the  quantity  of  enamel  colours  which  the 
artist  possessed,  and  by  the  extreme  care  which  was  taken  of  them  and 
the  number  of  trial  plates  which  remain,  Engleheart  must  have  done 
a  good  many  enamel  portraits,  and  it  is  strange  that  so  few  of  them 
certified  as  his  work  now  remain,  as  in  this  medium  more  than  in 
any  other  it  was  the  custom  of  all  workers  to  sign  their  productions 
and  the  name  is  usually  to  be  seen  burnt  into  the  back  of  the 
portrait. 

There  is  but  one  miniature  in  enamel  amongst  all  those  which  belong 
to  the  family.  It  is  in  the  possession  of  Sir  Gardner  Engleheart,  and  is 
enclosed  in  a  gold  locket  which  bears  the  coronet  of  a  Duke  with  an 
intertwined  monogram  of  the  letters. 

His  nephew,  J.  C,  D.  Engleheart,  shared  in  his  uncle's  fondness  for 
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enamel,  and  did  several  works  in  that  medium,  notably  one  copy  of  Sir 
Joshua's  picture  of  Miss  Meyer  as  Hebe. 

Some  of  the  other  colours  which  the  artist  left  behind  him  are  in 
paper  packets  and  some  are  in  bottles. 

Amongst  those  in  packets  are  a  whole  series  called  "  Blooms,"  which 
are  somewhat  puzzling.  They  are  body  colours,  and  appear  to  have 
been  used  in  enamelling  or  in  china-painting,  and  it  seems  probable  that 
Engleheart  tried  experiments  in  this  latter  branch  of  art. 

Professor  Church,  the  greatest  'living  authority  upon  the  chemistry  of 
paints,  and  the  author  of  the  well-known  handbook  on  that  subject,*  tells 
us  that  these  blooms  are  "  very  useful  when  applied  over  the  surface  of  a 
deeper  or  more  transparent  colour,  already  burnt  in  by  a  passage  through 
the  enamelling  kiln.    A  second  firing  fixes  them,  and  the  bloom  on  the 
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cheeks,  and  the  haze  in  the  distant  landscape  may  thus  be  realized."  He 
adds  that  "the  opacity  or  semi-opacity  which  they  impart  is  due  to  the 
presence  of  stannic  oxide  (SnOj)  in  varying  proportions." 

One  or  two  other  packets  of  colour  bear  well-known  names.  There 
is,  for  example,  "Turner's  blue,"  which  appears  to  be  genuine  ultramarine 
of  very  fine  quality. 

"  Mr.  Warde's  China  vermillion  very  fine "  is  Mercuric  sulphide, 
crystalline  and  of  remarkable  purity,  and  apparently  prepared  by  the  dry 
process. 

Mr.  Meyer's  name  appears  on  two  packets,  one  of  which  is  "  Smalt," 
a  very  favourite  colour  with  the  artist,  but  one  now  almost  superseded, 
its  place  being  taken  by  cobalt  blue,  which  naturally  does  not  appear  at 
all  on  the  artist's  palette,  and  by  artificial  ultramarine.  The  other 
colour  bearing  Mr.  Meyer's  name  has  also  that  of  a  Mr.  Griffith  on 
it,  and  the  packet  reads  "  Mr.  Meyer's  and  Mr.  Griffith's  scarlet.'.'  The 
pigment  contained  is  an  enamel  colour. 

A  packet  labelled  "  Spencer's  colours  "  very  likely  refers  to  the  name 
of  a  colourman  of  the  period,  but  the  little  parcel  labelled  "  Chinese 
colours  given  me  by  Mr.  Taylor"  was  probably  a  present  from  the  artist 
known  as  Old  Taylor,  who  was  an  original  member  of  the  Incorporated 
Society  of  Artists,  and  the  survivor  of  them  all,  and  who  has  been  called 
the  father  of  English  artists,  as  he  lived  on  till  1838,  dying  at  the  advanced 
age  of  ninety-nine,  and  well  on  in  his  hundredth  year.  Mr.  Taylor  at  one 
time  resided  in  Queen  Street,  and  the  name  of  this  street  appears  on  the 
inside  of  the  packet.  The  colours  which  it  contains  are  three,  each 
wrapped  in  Chinese  paper,  and  are,  ultramarine  of  lovely  quality,  vermilion 
(very  fine),  and  Indian  lake,  a  very  little  of  each  remaining. 

The  name  of  Samuel  Cotes,  the  miniature  painter,  appears  on  a 
packet  of  very  fine  Chinese  White. 

There  is  a  large  packet  of  verditer  in  the  cabinet,  marked  "  Verditer 
— very  fine  B.  L.,"  and  the  use  of  this  pigment,  Chessylite,  a  copper 
mineral,  accounts  for  the  fact  that  in  some  of  Engleheart's  miniatures  the 
blues  have  become  very  green,  as  this  untrustworthy  pigment  is  apt,  by 
exposure  to  sunlight  or  a  moderate  amount  of  heat,  to  become  greenish. 
It  is  now  discarded  by  artists,  as  it  is  not  a  permanent  colour. 

"  Silver  Yellow,"  a  small  packet  of  which  appears  in  the  cabinet,  is,  I 
am  told  by  Professor  Church,  to  whose  kindness  and  to  the  references  in 
his  book  I  am  indebted  for  much  of  my  information  and  for  many 
directions,  "an  enamel  colour  the  standard  silver  stain  for  glass-painting," 
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and  from  the  presence  of  that  colour,  mulberry  oxide,  and  a  curious 
bismuth,  it  is  clear  that  the  artist  busied  himself  at  some  stage  in  his 
history  with  experiments  in  glass-painting. 

There  is  a  large  botde  full  of  that  terribly  poisonous  pigment  called 
Scheele's  green,  which  Engleheart  calls  "  Parrot  green."  It  is  an  arsenite 
of  copper  with  an  excess  of  copper  oxide,  and  is  not  permanent  as  a 
water-colour  pigment,  although  it  can  be  locked  up  in  oil.  It  was  only 
discovered  in  1778,  and  was  thought  at  that  time  to  be  a  very  important 
colour,  and  likely  to  be  very  popular,  but  it  has  now  been  altogether 
relinquished  by  workers  in  water-colour. 

Very  many,  in  fact,  of  Engleheart 's  colours  would  now  be  discarded, 
such  as  French  Lake,  Green  Vermilion,  Scheele's  Green,  Blue  Verditer, 
Yellow  Lake,  Antwerp  Blue,  Amorphous  Cinnabar,  and  Indigo,  as  none  of 
them  can  be  considered  as  permanent  colours,  and  their  presence  accounts 
for  the  ruined  condition  of  some  of  Engleheart's  early  miniatures  which 
I  have  seen,  and  which  have  been  exposed  to  the  full  effect  of  the 
sunlight. 

There  are  certain  colours  in  the  cabinet  which  are  prepared  for  work 
in  oil,  notably  one  which  is  labelled  "  Prussian  Blue,  prepared  for  Oyl." 
Possibly  also  the  Ochres,  Siennas,  Red  Lead,  Lakes,  and  Carmines  were 
used  for  oil-painting,  but  it  is  not  easy,  as  stated  in  the  first  sentence  of 
this  chapter,  to  separate  the  colours  used  for  each  process  from  each 
other. 

To  "set"  the  artist's  palette,  however,  we  may  take  out  from  his 
cabinet  the  following  colours  : 

Whites:  We  find  "Fine  White,"  "Flake  White,"  and  "French 
White." 

Y ellows:  "  Naples  Yellow  "—a  terrible  colour,  which  blackens  rapidly  ; 
"  Yellow  ochre  "—an  excellent  permanent  colour  ;  "  Yellow  Lake  "—a 
beautiful  but  most  unreliable  pigment,  which  alters  in  colour  very  quickly. 

Reds:  "  Carmine  "—unreliable  ;  "Red  brown  earth  "—probably  a 
red  ochre,  and  quite  permanent ;  "  Garnet  red  "—which  appears  to  be 
what  we  call  Indian  Red  or  Indian  Lake,  a  very  fair  colour  for  perma- 
nence ;  "  Scarlet  "—already  mentioned  ;  and  "  Vermilion." 

Greens:  "  China  Green" — which  is  Green  Verditer  or  Malachite 
green;  "  Verdigris  "—a  most  untrustworthy  pigment;  and  "Scheele's 
Green  " — to  which  I  have  already  made  reference. 

Blues:  "Ultramarine";  "Smalt";  "Prussian  Blue";  "Indigo"; 
"  Old  Light  Blue  " — which  appears  to  have  been  a  species  of  artificial 
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ultramarine  ;  "  Velvet  Blue  " — a  preparation  of  oxide  of  tin  with  nitrate 
of  cobalt,  now  known  as  Coeruleum  ;  "Antwerp  Blue." 

Browns  and  Blacks:  "Burnt  Sienna";  "Red  Brown  Ochre"; 
"Iron  Brown";  "My  own  Black" — a  species  of  lampblack;  "Old 
Light  Brown  ";  "  Ivory  Black  ";  "  Light  Chocolate  " — a  sort  of  Sienna, 
it  appears,  mingled  with  Sepia  ;  "  Blue  Black." 

It  is  curious  to  note  that  no  Gamboge  appears,  although  that  colour 
was  in  extensive  use  in  Engleheart's  time,  but  has  been  proved  in  later 
times  to  be  untrustworthy. 

Probably  the  pigments  most  in  use  out  of  all  these  were  Yellow 
Ochre,  Yellow  Lake,  Indian  Red,  Scheele's  Green,  Carmine,  Ultra- 
marine, Smalt,  the  Sienna  earths,  and  Black. 

Very  little  of  the  green  tints  in  Engleheart's  miniatures  have  remained, 
and  this  is,  of  course,  by  reason  of  the  use  of  Scheele's  Green.  The 
Carnations  also  have  often  fled,  owing  to  the  untrustworthy  character  of  the 
Carmine,  Scarlet,  or  Indian  Lake,  although  the  last-named  is  not  so  much 
affected  by  light  as  is  Carmine.  Where  the  Carnations  have  stood,  the 
miniature  has  been  kept  from  the  light,  or  the  colour  used  has  been 
Indian  Red  Ochre. 

It  is  interesting  to  contrast  this  list  with  the  palette  of  water-colours 
as  used  to-day  by  the  President  of  the  Royal  Academy,  Sir  E.  J.  Poynter. 

His  colours  are,  he  says,  as  follows:  Burnt  Sienna,  Indian  Red, 
Light  Red,  Chinese  Vermilion,  Brown  Madder,  Purple  Madder,  Crimson 
Madder,  Cobalt  Blue,  Cyanine  Blue,  Burnt  Umber,  Raw  Umber,  Vandyck 
Brown,  Sepia,  Raw  Sienna,  Yellow  Ochre,  Cobalt  Yellow  {aureoline), 
Oxide  of  Chromium  {viridian),  Chinese  White,  Lemon  Yellow,  Cadmium, 
Oxide  of  Chromium  {opaque),  French  Ultramarine. 

It  is  interesting  also  to  compare  the  palette  with  that  of  the  leading 
miniature-painter  of  the  day,  Mr.  Alyn  Williams,  who  has  sent  me 
the  following  notes  as  to  the  colours  with  which  he  "  sets  "  his  palette 
for  work. 

For  flesh  tints  he  says  he  uses  Orange  Cadmium  and  Rose  Madder, 
the  latter  being  not  quite  a  stable  colour—"  not  absolutely  permanent," 
as  Professor  Church  says— and  the  former  a  sound  colour,  far  better 
than  the  Lemon  variety,  which  no  doubt  Mr.  Williams  avoids.  For 
shadows  in  the  flesh  he  uses  Brown  Madder  and  Cobalt,  the  latter  of 
which  was  unknown  to  Engleheart.  For  Carnations  in  lips  and  cheeks 
he  uses  Rose  Madder  and  Vermilion.  In  the  flesh  he  uses  that 
wonderful  colour  Viridian,  quite  new  since  the  time  of  Engleheart, 
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of  a  thicker  piece  of  ivory,  three  inches  square  and  five-sixteenths  of  an 
inch  deep,  in  which  were  twelve  small  circular  pits  for  the  purpose  of 


mixing  colours.  This  set  of  mixing  basins  was  flat,  and  probably  stood 
on  the  desk  at  his  side. 

As  a  rest  for  his  brushes  he  had  a  special  series  of  half-circles

cut  in  a  slip  of  ivory,  very  neatly  made,  as  were  all  the  other  appliances, 
and  capable  of  holding  nine  brushes  at  a  time. 
Drawings  of  all  these  appear  on  this  page. 


His  brushes  had  very  long  handles,  and  were  of  sable,  camel  hair, 
and  hog  hair,  the  latter  being  the  very  smallest.  I  do  not  find  that  any 
of  them  were  made  of  squirrel  tail,  such  as  Cosway  expressed  a  great 
preference  for. 
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Many  of  the  brushes  are  still  in  existence,  and  show  signs  of  having 
been  used  with  the  utmost  care. 

He  worked  at  a  sloping  desk  which  was  covered  with  green  baize, 
set  upon  a  cabinet  or  table,  in  the  drawers  of  which  his  colours  and  tools 
were  arranged,  and  had  everything  he  needed  close  within  reach,  so  that 
his  work  could  go  steadily  forward  without  any  delay.  This  cabinet  and 
desk  still  belong  to  his  great-grandnephew. 

It  contains  70  drawers,  in  which  were,  amongst  other  things, 
86  ivories,  large  and  small,  100  enamel  trial  plates,  85  ivory  boxes  of 
enamel  colours,  150  packets  of  colours,  60  bottles  of  colours,  palettes, 
saucers,  cover  glasses,  plates  for  enamel  work,  gum,  gold  leaf,  Indian  ink, 
and  other  things  which  the  artist  needed  in  his  work. 

His  signatures  to  his  miniatures  usually  took  the  form  of  a  single 
letter  E  as  on  the  one  below,  but  in  some  cases  (as  in  this  very  same 
instance),  he  also  signed  his  best  works  at  the  back,  adding  the  date  and 
his  address.  Many  of  his  works  are  signed  G.  E.  and  dated,  and  this 
form  of  signature  he  seems  to  have  specially  adopted  after  his  nephew 
began  to  exhibit  miniatures,  probably  in  order  to  guard  against  confusion 
between  the  two  artists. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 


ENGLEHEART'S  PUPILS. 

THE   only  pupils   of  George    Engleheart  who    deserve  much 
attention  in  these  pages  are  his  nephew,  John  Cox  Dillman 
Engleheart,  and  his  distant  connection,  Thomas  Richmond. 
The  former,  who  has  already  been  mentioned  several  times,  appears 
to  have  gone  to  his  uncle's  studio  in  1798,  when  he  was  but  fourteen 
years  of  age,  and  to  have  been  under  his  care  and  tuition  for  a  con- 
siderable time. 

In  the  list  of  his  works  extracted  from  the  very  scanty  records 
which  remain  of  his  painting-books,  and  which  will  be  found  at  the  end 
of  this  volume,  is  the  entry  of  the  "Pictures  since  I  first  went 
to  my  uncle's  in  Hertford  Street,"  commencing  with  the  note  of  his 
earliest  work,  copying  two  heads  in  Indian  ink  from  plaster,  representing 
Seneca  and  Sappho,  very  possibly  the  creation  of  his  other  uncle, 
Thomas,  and  also  a  head  from  a  portrait  by  Romney. 

From  this  initial  entry  the  list  continues  of  the  work  done  by  the 
nephew  down  to  1802.  It  includes  the  first  miniature  done  by  John 
Engleheart,  which  he  proudly  records  on  September  7,  1799.  only  a  year 
after  he  had  entered  the  studio.  A  Mr.  Morgan  it  was  whose  portrait 
was  the  earliest  original  work  of  the  young  artist,  who  up  to  that  time 
had  evidently  only  copied  his  uncle's  works  and  drawings,  which  were 
given  him  as  studies. 

The  earlier  subjects  which  were  set  him  were  pictures  by  Sir  Joshua, 
and  he  relates  that  he  copied  the  Weeping  Girl,  the  Laughing  Girl,  An 
Old  Head,  another  Old  Head,  and  Samuel,  the  same  pictures  which  so 
attracted  his  uncle's  attention  and  which  he  had  himself  copied,  as 
narrated  in  Chapter  V. 

A  litde  later  we  find  records  of  other  of  Sir  Joshua's  pictures  copied. 
Miss  Mary  Meyer  as  Hebe,  a  miniature  from  a  full-length  picture  painted 
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by  Sir  Joshua,  and  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Mayers  {sic)  at  Kew,  was 
copied  by  young  John  Engleheartin  1799,  and  in  1800  there  are  entries 
of  copies  made  by  him  from  the  Sleeping  Cupid,  the  Sleepi^tg  Boy,  the 
Boy  with  a  Portfolio  under  his  Arm,  and  the  Reading  Boy,  all  works 
by  the  President,  but  in  these  cases  not  copied  directly  from  the  original 
paintings,  but  from  the  miniature  copies  previously  made  by  George 
Engleheart.  This  same  saucy  Mary  Meyer  was  also  painted  by  George 
Engleheart  in  a  white  dress  with  dead-leaf  yellow  drapery  set  against  a 
dark  brown  background,  which  set  off  her  brilliant  colouring  delightfully. 
She  was  a  wayward  damsel,  and  on  one  occasion,  being  reproved  for 
some  fault,  she  ran  away  from  home,  and  arrived  at  Hammersmith  at 
midnight,  where  she  was  accidently  found  by  George  Engleheart  on  his 
way  down  to  Kew,  and  by  him  taken  back  to  her  mother. 

It  appears  as  if  on  several  occasions  the  lad  was  sent  out  of  town  to 
execute  some  commissions  which,  perhaps,  he  had  himself  obtained,  or 
which  his  uncle  was  unable  to  attend  to.  The  entries  of  October  7,  1 799, 
relating  to  a  drawing  of  Mrs.  Cooper,  to  which  the  word  "  Pentonville  "  is 
attached;  those  of  October  24  and  25,  1800,  of  miniatures  of  Anne  and 
William  Paterson,  which  are  marked  "  Condery  Farm  "  ;  the  drawing  and 
the  miniature  of  Mrs.  Haverfield,  which  are  marked  "  Kew  ";  the  miniature 
of  Mrs.  Paterson,  which  is  also  marked  "  Kew  ";  the  ones  of  Mrs.  Fulling 
and  of  Mrs.  Wooley,  with  the  same  word  ;  and,  finally,  the  drawing  of 
Mrs.  Roberts,  which  is  marked  in  the  list  as  done  at  "  Eton  on 
November  14,  1800,"  are  probably  all  of  them  commissions  which  John 
executed  at  the  houses  of  the  sitters,  and  which  reveal  him  as  already  an 
artist  whose  work  was  in  demand,  or  at  least  as  a  satisfactory  substitute 
for  his  uncle  when  the  work  of  the  greater  man  could  not  be  given  to  the 
task. 

For  the  most  part,  however,  the  records  of  these  earlier  years  are 
not  so  much  of  original  work  as  of  copies  executed  for  his  uncle,  and  of 
backgrounds  to  the  miniature  portraits  done  by  the  older  artist  which  he 
employed  his  nephew  to  execute. 

The  second  list,  taken  from  another  book  kept  by  John  Engleheart, 
which  commences  at  1801,  appears  to  refer  solely  to  these  copies  and 
backgrounds,  and  is  perhaps  for  that  reason  kept  apart  from  the  former 
one,  which  included  John's  own  work. 

In  this  second  list  there  appear  several  entries  of  copies  made  by 
John  from  finished  portraits  by  his  uncle,  whether  for  the  persons  who  had 
commissioned  the  originals  or  for  his  own  practice  is  not  clear ;  but  his 
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ability  in  original  work  at  that  time  can  be  proved  by  the  fact  that  it  was 
in  1 80 1  that  he  first  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy,  and  that  in  the 
following  year  he  appears  to  have  had  a  studio  at  his  father's  house,  as  he 
gave  his  address  in  the  Academy  list  as  13,  Shepherd  Street,  Hanover 
Square. 

Six  years  afterwards  he  had  a  studio  of  his  own,  and  his  address  was 
given  as  88,  Newman  Street,  Oxford  Street— a  street  in  which  Cosway 
and  Meyer  had  both  lived,  and  which  was  a  very  favourite  place  of 
residence  at  that  time  for  artists.  There  he  resided  till  182 1,  when  he 
removed  to  70,  Berners  Street. 

In  1825  he  moved  into  65,  Upper  Berkeley  Street,  Portman  Square, 
and  in  1828  his  address  is  given  as  7,  Mortimer  Street,  Cavendish 
Square,  on  the  last  miniature  which  he  exhibited  at  the  Academy. 

Altogether  he  sent  in  to  the  Royal  Academy  a  very  long  list  of 
pictures,  some  157  works  in  all,  exhibiting  in  some  years  as  many  as  eight 
at  a  time. 

He  also  exhibited  twice  at  the  British  Institution  when  he  was 
residing  at  Newman  Street,  sending  in  1809  what  is  simply  called 
A  Study  in  Miniature,  and  in  the  following  year  "  a  miniature  "  measuring 
1 2  inches  by  9,  entided  Cheerfulness. 

He  married  in  i8ii  Mary  Barker  of  Edgbaston,  and  by  her  he  had 
four  daughters— Mrs.  John  Hennen,  Mrs.  Fulling  Turner,  and  two 
unmarried  ladies  who  are  still  living.  Miss  Lucy  and  Miss  Melicent 
Eno-leheart,  all  of  whose  portraits  appear  in  this  work  ;  and  one  son,  the 
present  Sir  John  Gardner  Engleheart,  K.C.B.,  who  is  the  owner  of  the 
fee-book  and  most  of  the  remaining  records  relating  to  the  family,  and 
who  still  resides  in  the  family  home  in  Curzon  Street,  Mayfair. 

When  the  artist  was  forty-four  years  of  age,  his  health,  never  very 
strong,  entirely  broke  up,  and  he  was  obliged  to  relinquish  the  active 
pursuit  of  his  profession.  He  went  away  to  the  Continent,  and,  finding 
that  his  health  was  thereby  improved,  he  left  England  for  four  years  in 
1830,  taking  with  him  his  family  and  travelling  in  Switzerland  and  South 
Italy.  Two  winters  he  spent  on  the  shores  of  the  Bay  of  Naples,  and 
two  in  Rome,  returning  to  this  country  in  1834  rich,  as  has  been 
pleasandy  said  by  one  of  his  descendants,  "  not  only  in  varied  associations 
of  foreign  travel,  but  also  in  the  acquisition  of  many  valued  friends 
whom  his  gende  presence  and  cultured  taste  had  attracted  towards 
him."  On  his  return  he  resided  at  East  Acton  until  1852,  in  which 
year  he  established  himself  at  Beechholm,  Tunbridge  Wells,  where  in 
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1862  he  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight.  His  widow  continued  to  reside 
in  the  same  house  until  her  death,  in  her  ninetieth  year,  in  1S78,  and 
they  were  both  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  Trinity  Church,  Tunbridge 
Wells. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  list  of  pictures  which  he  exhibited  at  the 
Royal  Academy,  he  was  a  very  popular  artist,  but  he  laboured  under  the 
disadvantage  common  to  all  the  men  who  worked  at  that  time— the  changes 
of  fashion  in  the  way  of  costume  and  coiffure. 

The  advantages  of  charming  costume  which  belonged  to  the  men  of 
the  earlier  day,  and  the  charm  of  manner  in  which  the  hair  was  dressed, 
were  rapidly  passing  away  when  John  Engleheart  was  at  the  zenith  of  his 
reputation,  and  they  were  being  superseded  by  costume  and  coiffure  which 
were  far  more  difficult  to  make  picturesque,  or  even  pleasing. 

In  his  earliest  days  he  so  closely  adopted  the  manner,  and  even  the 
colouring,  of  his  uncle  that  it  is  not  easy  at  times  to  distinguish  their  work, 
and,  in  fact,  one  of  our  illustrations,  that  of  his  own  father,  John  Dillman 
Engleheart,  would  most  certainly  be  taken,  as  we  ourselves  at  once  took 
it,  as  the  work  of  George  Engleheart,  were  it  not  for  the  unmistakable 
signature  and  date  which  it  bears. 

His  colouring,  however,  as  he  advanced  in  life  became  far  hotter 
and  less  refined  than  his  uncle's  ever  was,  and  his  drawing  was  done  with 
a  heavier  hand  and  lacks  the  dainty  lightness  which  George  Engleheart 
possessed  in  so  remarkable  a  decrree. 

He  always  aimed,  as  was  the  custom  of  his  period,  to  bring  in 
accessories  to  his  portraits— flowers,  trees,  landscapes,  vases,  wood,  and 
symbolical  objects -and  so  destroyed  the  unity  of  the  portrait'  and 
prevented  its  obtaining  the  success  which  it  deserved.  Another  fault,  and 
one  also  which  belonged  to  most  of  his  contemporaries,  was  a  striving 
to  express  emotion,  to  suggest  romance  and  classical  allusion,  in  the 
pictures,  and  by  such  means  he  removed  from  the  portrait  much  of  its 
simplicity. 

At  times,  however,  he  could  paint  a  simple  straightforward  portrait 
thoroughly  well,  but  even  then  the  gorgeous  backgrounds  which  were  so  ■ 
popular  at  the  time,  and  which  were  always  dark  and  rich  in  colouring, 
even  if  not  actually  hot,  injured  the  effect  of  the  picture.  There  was  a 
straining  after  the  effect  of  oil-painting  in  the  miniatures  of  his  day,  and 
for  that  reason  they  are  not  nearly  so  pleasing  as  are  the  earlier  and  far 
simpler  portraits  of  those  who  preceded  him. 

The  portrait  of  his  uncle  George  is  one  of  the  best  miniatures  which 
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John  ever  painted,  and  a  light  and  very  graceful  work  is  the  portrait 
of  his  daughter  Mary,  afterwards  the  wife  of  John  Hennen,  Esq.,  M.D. 

His  wife  and  her  sister  Jane  he  painted  in  a  large  miniature  standing 
in  a  somewhat  affected  pose,  and  the  quaint  conceit  of  Pick-a-Back, 
originated  by  Sir  Joshua  in  his  famous  picture  of  Mrs.  Payne  Gallwey 
and  her  child,  was  adopted  by  this  artist  in  his  miniature  of  Mrs.  Charles 
Barker  and  her  baby,  but  without  any  great  success  or  sense  of  reality. 
There  is  an  affected  simper  in  it,  although  the  conception  is  pleasing. 
The  drawing  of  the  hands  is  not  good,  while  the  colouring  is  too  hot  to 
be  satisfactory. 

One  of  his  most  graceful  conceptions  is  called  Past,  Present,  and 
Future,  and  represents  three  female  figures  in  symbolical  positions. 
Even  in  this  the  drawing  is  not  without  reproach,  and  the  draperies 
are  heavy,  but  there  is  a  charm  in  the  picture  and  a  beauty  in  the  face 
and  form  which  redeem  it  from  being  commonplace,  and  give  it  a 
higher  position  than  many  of  these  more  ambitious  works  can  claim. 

In  his  portrait  of  himself  the  artist  is  well  depicted  as  a  quiet, 
studious  man,  not  strong  in  bodily  health,  refined,  cultured  and  thoughtful, 
but  lacking,  it  is  clear,  the  power  of  forcefulness,  quickness,  and  nervous 
tension  which  characterized  his  uncle. 

It  was  in  his  simplest  portraits  that  he  excelled,  in  cases  where  he 
did  not  strive  after  pictorial  effect  but  confined  himself  to  a  just  delineation 
of  the  person  under  consideration. 

In  many  of  such  portraits  he  was  successful,  bringing  to  his  task 
a  discrimination  and  an  insight  into  character  which  were  of  great  value. 
He  was,  however,  too  much  disposed  to  sentiment,  too  poetical,  too 
romantic,  to  often  allow  himself  the  simpler  aim  of  a  straightforward 
portrait,  which  should  reveal  the  sitter  exactly  as  he  or  she  was,  but 
perhaps  part  of  the  very  secret  of  his  popularity  for  some  years  was  this 
romantic  and  semi-classical  feeling,  which  accorded  with  the  sympathies 
of  that  artificial  age. 

Such  a  work  as  the  one  which  he  exhibited  in  1809,  and  which  he 
called  a  portrait  of  Miss  J.  Cramer  in  the  character  of  Cheerfulness,  from 
Collins'  "  Ode  to  the  Passions,"  was  just  the  sort  of  thing  to  rouse  his 
enthusiasm  and  to  attract  attention  at  the  Academy. 

Another  one  of  the  same  kind  would  be  the  picture  of  April  and 
May,  containing  portraits  of  his  wife  and  sister,  etc.,  painted  to  illustrate 
the  words  in  Cowper's  "  Invitation  to  the  Country,"  which  was  exhibited 
in  1813,  and  for  such  works  he  had  a  great  repute.  •  ■ 
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It  is,  however,  by  his  portraits  alone  that  his  name  will  live,  and  not 
by  these  fanciful  works,  which  had  but  an  ephemeral  interest  and  very 
little  real  artistic  merit. 

Of  portraits  he  painted  a  vast  number,  and  one  which  we  illustrate 
on  p.  73  of  Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan  shows  him  at  his  very  best. 

It  is  impossible  to  speak  too  highly  of  the  power  and  force,  the 
brilliance  and  characterization,  of  this  portrait.  It  is  a  masterpiece,  and  if 
John  Engleheart  had  done  no  other  work  than  this  he  would  have 
deserved  ample  recognition  as  an  artist  of  great  achievement.  There  is 
no  attempt  in  this  portrait  at  strained  sentiment,  no  desire  to  cumber  the 
work  with  a  landscape  background  or  with  accessories  which  would  but 
detract  from  the  face.  There  is  just  the  likeness  of  the  man,  well 
modelled  and  adequately  expressed,  thoughtful,  brilliant,  full  of  humour 
and  intellectual  force,  coupled  with  indecision,  and  we  need  no  other 
portrait  of  the  orator,  statesman,  and  dramatist  to  bring  before  us  an 
excellent  idea  of  what  sort  of  a  man  he  was. 

John  Engleheart  was  not  only  a  clever,  capable  painter,  but  excelled 
in  his  pencil-drawing,  and  no  notice  of  his  work  would  be  complete  did  it 
not  refer  to  the  dainty  grace  of  the  drawings  which  he  has  left  behind 
him,  and  one  example  of  which  we  illustrate. 

The  very  lightness  and  grace  which  mark  them  seem  to  have  left 
him  when  he  took  in  hand  his  brush,  and  it  was  but  seldom  that  he  allowed 
himself  to  execute  in  his  painting  the  fine  and  more  dainty  work  which 
he  could  so  well  have  done. 

Beyond  the  two  records  which  we  print,  and  some  drawings  and 
tracings  which  are  unfortunately  not  named,  he  has  left  behind  him  very 
few  writings  or  papers. 

A  vast  quantity  of  his  colours,  however,  remain  in  the  possession  of  his 
family,  and  many  of  his  brushes  and  trials  of  work,  and  to  these  there  is 
a  reference  in  the  chapter  on  the  colours  used  by  his  uncle,  as  he  seems 
in  his  esteem  for  that  relative's  name  and  importance  to  have  gone  on 
using  the  colours  which  had  been  prepared  by  him,  and  the  value  and  use 
of  which  he  had  learnt  when  he  entered  the  studio  in  Hertford  Street 
in  1798. 

Thomas  Richmond,  who,  as  already  mentioned,  was  connected  by 
marriage  with  Engleheart,  was  born  at  Kew  in  177 1.  He  appears  to 
have  worked  for  a  short  time  in  the  artist's  studio,  and  then  he  went  to 
the  St.  Martin's  Lane  Academy.    He  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy 
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between  [795  and  1825,  and  was  held  in  great  repute,  but  was  excelled 
by  his  sons,  who  followed  him  in  the  same  profession,  Thomas  Richmond 
the  younger  and  George  Richmond,  R.A.  Richmond  died  in  1837. 
One  of  his  miniatures  figures  in  these  pages. 

Although  not  a  pupil  to  his  father  in  the  ordinary  sense,  the  work  of 
one  of  his  sons,  Henry,  deserves  attention. 

Henry  was  in  many  ways  a  remarkable  person,  and  it  is  mainly  to 
his  forethought  that  the  pre.servation  of  such  of  his  father's  drawings  and 
papers  as  have  come  down  to  the  present  day  is  due. 

He  mounted  many  of  the  drawings  and  tracings  with  infinite  care, 
bestowing  upon  them  the  utmost  attention.  He  was  a  well-educated 
man,  had  been  at  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  where  he  was  a  pupil  of 
Whewell  and  the  best  man  of  his  year,  but  owing  to  an  unfortunate 
breakdown  in  health  only  took  an  ordinary  degree.  He  travelled  a 
great  deal  on  the  Continent  before  he  took  Orders,  and  acquired  the 
intimacy  with,  and  the  love  for,  Italian  and  German  art  which  characterized 
him  all  his  life. 

In  1883  Henry  took  up  his  residence  at  Bedfont  (left  to  him  by  his 
father's  will,  subject  to  his  brother's  life  interest),  and  there  he  made  a 
home  for  his  sister  Emma  and  his  widowed  sister-in-law,  the  wife  of  his 
brother.  Colonel  George  Engleheart. 

From  time  to  time  he  resumed  his  travels,  and  brought  home  with 
him  many  a  portfolio  full  of  fine  drawings,  mainly  architectural  subjects, 
which  rival  those  of  Prout  and  Edridge. 

He  was  an  omnivorous  reader,  and  his  house  at  Bedfont  was  full  of 
books  and  pictures  from  attic  to  cellar.  Botany,  conchology,  and  natural 
history  also  engaged  much  of  his  attention,  and  he  had  the  power 
of  being  an  admirable  raconteur,  charming  in  his  conversation  and  full 
of  desire  to  instruct,  interest,  and  amuse  those  about  him.  Unfortunately, 
he  committed  nothing  to  writing  of  all  his  recollections  of  the  artists 
whom  he  met  or  the  places  which  he  visited. 

After  the  death  of  his  two  sisters  he  became  more  and  more  a  recluse, 
only  coming  up  to  London  to  visit  some  art  exhibition,  and  to  return  to 
Bedfont  laden  with  spoils  of  art  and  literature. 

He  was  a  tall  man,  of  handsome,  striking  appearance,  and  a  great 
walker,  and  his  figure  was  well  known  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  place 
where  he  lived.  Overmodest  and  unselfish  to  a  remarkable  degree,  he 
unfortunately  neglected  opportunities  in  his  life  which  would  have  been 
of  great  advantage  to  himself  and  to  others,  and  with  his  great  natural 
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powers  of  intellect  and  deep  and  extensive  reading  he  yet  added  nothing 
to  the  world's  storehouse  of  knowledge.  Our  main  cause  of  gratitude 
to  him  with  regard  to  this  volume  is  the  care  with  which  he  preserved 
such  of  his  father's  treasures  as  came  into  his  hands. 

He  died  in  1885,  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried 
at  Bedfont. 

Finally,  we  must  refer  to  the  work  of  two  of  the  artist's  grandsons, 
Nathaniel  and  George,  sons  of  the  elder  Nathaniel. 

Some  examples  of  their  dainty  work  in  delineating  the  forms  of 
English  moths  are  given  in  these  pages,  but  it  is  unfortunately  impossible 
to  present  them  in  adequate  form  by  photography. 

They  are  of  the  most  exquisite  refinement,  coloured  to  perfection, 
and  perfectly  accurate  in  all  their  details,  and  yet,  although  life-size,  are 
of  such  extreme  minuteness  as  almost  to  defy  illustration. 

So  facile  were  the  two  brothers  with  the  brush  that  they  have  even 
painted  the  names  of  the  moths  with  that  appliance  rather  than  with  a 
pen,  and  have  done  them  with  wonderful  accuracy  and  regularity.  This 
work  of  delineating  moths,  which  fills  many  pages  of  a  substantial  book, 
was  their  occupation  during  spare  evenings  at  home,  and  was  done 
without  the  use  of  glasses. 
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THE  ART  AND  PLACE  OF  GEORGE  ENGLEHEART. 

IN  person  George  Engleheart  was  a  man  of  medium  height,  with 
pleasing  and  good  features  and  very  gentle  manners.  He  was 
of  a  bright,  cheerful  disposition,  full  of  benevolence— so  his 
children  said— and  of  consideration  for  others.  He  was  also  a  very 
modest  and  retiring  man,  and,  as  has  been  shown  by  his  letters,  a  man  of 
decided  religious  opinions. 

His  position  as  Miniature-painter  to  the  King  made  him,  to  a  great 
extent,  a  rival  of  Cosway,  who  was  so  closely  attached  to  Carlton  House 
and  the  establishment  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  afterwards  the  Prince 
Regent.  Between  them  they  divided  the  fashionable  world,  and  those 
who  went  to  Cosway  did  not  come  to  the  studio  of  Engleheart  as  a  rule, 
and  the  reverse  also  was  the  case.  Engleheart's  sitters  were  really  the 
more  precise,  staid  persons,  while  Cosway  was  the  favourite  with  the 
brilliant  persons  of  fashion— the  gay  ones  of  that  busy  world.  There  is 
almost  the  same  contrast  between  their  work. 

There  is  a  brilliant  flippancy  about  the  work  of  Cosway,  a  display 
of  talent,  a  verve,  show,  and  glitter— all  very  different  from  the  quiet 
refinement,  simplicity,  and  tender  dignity  of  the  work  of  Engleheart. 
Cosway's  portraits  had  all  the  softness  of  Italian  work,  Engleheart's  all 
the  strength  which  betokened  the  English  character. 

There  is  a  dignity  and  impressiveness,  with  the  charm  of  grace  and 
the  flutter  of  life,  about  the  work  of  Engleheart  which  that  of  his  great 
rival  does  not  possess,  but  at  the  same  time  Engleheart  cannot  pretend 
to  compete  with  the  dash  and  lightness  of  touch,  with  the  daintiness  and 
luminous  quality,  of  the  work  of  Cosway. 

The  complaint  has  often  been  made  as  to  the  miniatures  by  Cosway, 
that,  with  all  their  beauty,  there  is  a  certain  monotony  about  them. 
His  fair  ladies  were  all  too  much  alike — too  idealized,  too  near  to  the 
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ideal  which  Cosway  had  set,  and  which  he  made  them  come  up  to  in  his 
portraits.  His  men  were  too  much  hke  the  Prince  Regent,  his  ladies  too 
similar  one  to  another.  They  were  all  very  lovely,  the  grace  and  the  charm 
of  their  beauty  was  entrancing;  but  the  question  often  arose,  Were  they  really 
as  lovely  as  they  are  painted,  or  do  we  owe  much  of  their  exquisite  charm 
to  the  ideality  of  the  artist  ?  This  question  seldom  arises  when  we  consider 
the  miniatures  of  Engleheart,  as  there  is  a  truth,  a  force,  a  directness 
about  them  which  tells  its  own  tale,  and  in  gazing  at  them  one  is  con- 
vinced that  what  is  seen  is  a  real  likeness  of  the  person  depicted. 

We  would  not  be  supposed  for  one  moment  to  gainsay  the  exquisite 
loveliness  of  the  work  of  Cosway.  It  is  supreme.  Its  delicacy  no  one 
could  equal,  its  charm  is  complete,  and  in  the  painting  of  the  hair  and  in 
the  wonderful  suggestion  of  costume— the  touch  which  gave  all  the 
impression  which  was  needed — there  is  no  one  who  can  come  near  to  the 
Painter  to  the  Prince  Regent.  Engleheart  was  not  his  equal  where 
daintiness  and  grace  were  considered  ;  liis  touch  was  a  far  heavier  one, 
and  he  had  not  the  sparkle  and  glitter  of  his  rival.  When  truth,  however, 
is  considered,  and  when  accuracy  of  drawing  are  taken  into  account,  then 
Engleheart  forges  far  ahead  of  Cosway.  Cosway  was  notoriously  careless 
in  his  drawing.  He  was  weak  in  that  respect,  and  he  covered  up  his 
defects,  as  all  weak  persons  try  to  do,  with  colour,  glamour,  and  show. 
Engleheart  was  a  far  better  draughtsman,  not  irreproachable  in  all 
respects,  but  generally  far  more  correct  than  Cosway  would  have  been, 
and  often  absolutely  accurate.  His  colour  was  stronger  than  Cosway 's, 
and  it  lacked  the  luminous  transparent  quality  of  the  work  of  Cosway,  but 

there  was  a  straightforwardness  about  it,  an  honesty — in  a  word,  a  truth  

which  redeemed  all  faults. 

On  careful  study  his  work  will  be  found  the  more  satisfying  and  the 
more  pleasant  to  examine.     It  is  not  mystifying,  as  is  Cosway's.  One 

does  not  wonder,  as  a  rival  said  of  Cosway,  '  How  the  d  1  does  the 

fellow  gets  his  effects  ?'  There  is  no  such  puzzle  ;  all  is  clear  and  above- 
board.  The  colours  are  laid  on  evenly  and  surely  with  a  steady  hand, 
and  the  effect  of  the  finished  work  is  a  satisfactory,  well-composed, 
truthful  portrait,  with  a  charm  which  is  all  its  own. 

Engleheart  never  worries  the  observer.  It  is  easy  to  say  what  his 
colours  were,  why  they  have  stood,  or  why  some  of  them  have  faded, 
why  they  were  used,  and  whether  there  was  any  glazing,  or  hatching,  or 
stippling.  With  Cosway  the  case  is  different,  as  the  more  one  looks  the 
more  wonderful  does  the  marvel  grow  as  to  how  the  dainty  charm  is 
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realized,  how  the  subtle  modelling  is  obtained,  and  how  the  suggestion  is 
given  where  hardly  a  line  and  a  touch  only  can  be  seen. 

In  the  painting  of  the  hair  the  two  men  differ  completely,  as  the  hair 
of  Cosway  is  always  treated  in  masses,  while  that  of  Engleheart  is 
painted  in  lines,  sometimes  hatched  and  cross-hatched,  but  with  a  clear 
distinctness  not  always  to  the  advantage  of  the  portrait  when  mere  beauty 
is  required. 

He  comes  nearer  in  that  respect  to  the  work  of  the  brothers  Plimer 
—Andrew  and  Nathaniel— especially  Nathaniel,  pupils  of  Cosway,  but 
their  treatment  of  the  hair  is  harder  than  is  Engleheart's,  and  his  takes  a 
middle  position  between  that  of  Cosway  and  that  of  Plimer. 

One  feature  he  has  very  clearly  set  forth,  and  by  it  his  miniatures 
may  readily  be  identified.  The  eyes  are  defined  with  an  almost  piercing 
directness.  They  are  generally  a  little  too  clear  and  a  little  too  large. 
They  are  luminous,  transparent,  and  with  all  the  liquid  quality  which  is  so 
lovely  in  the  living  eye. 

They  are  seldom  velvety,  although  instances  could  be  given  of  this 
quality  also,  but  there  is  a  brilliance  about  them,  a  fulness,  which  is  a  very 
marked  characteristic  of  this  master's  work.  The  carnations  of  the 
features  have  what  is  called  a  juiciness  about  them,  a  freshness  and  vigour 
of  colour  not  always  quite  convincing,  and  occasionally  a  little  too  full  of 
flush,  but  honest  and  agreeable  and  bearing  the  direct  impress  of  truth. 

He  was  accused,  as  were  all  the  artists  of  that  day,  and  as  all  artists 
have  ever  been  and  will  ever  be  accused,  of  idealizing  and  of  flattering, 
but  to  few  men  does  the  charge  so  little  belong. 

He  painted  several  persons  who  were  quite  plain,  some  even  who 
cannot  but  be  considered  as  ugly,  and  he  softened  no  asperity,  indulged 
in  no  imagination,  and  presented  them  as  they  were  in  actual  life. 

It  is  impossible  for  any  true  artist  to  rid  himself  of  his  artistic 
perception,  to  refuse  to  ignore  all  the  features  which  tend  to  plainness 
and  to  gladly  amplify  those  which  have  the  opposite  tendency.  We 
would  not  wish  that  it  should  be  otherwise,  but  that  is  not  flattery. 
There  are  circumstances,  lights,  poses,  or  expressions,  in  which  the 
plainest  of  faces  will  look  agreeable  and  pleasant,  but  at  the  same 
time  to  those  who  look  for  them  the  plainer  features  will  be  at  once 
apparent.  It  is  the  skill  of  the  artist  so  to  put  his  sitter,  so  to  arrange 
the  light,  and  so  to  try  to  form  the  expression,  as  to  make  the  portrait, 
while  thoroughly  lifelike  and  honestly  true,  as  pleasing  as  possible.  This 
is  the  case  with  the  work  of  Engleheart.    He  always  found  out  the 
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charm  which  a  face  possessed,  and  he  made  the  best  of  it,  and  even  with 
its  plainest  features  it  is  quite  clear  that  he  had  devoted  much  attention 
to  making  the  best  of  things,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  preserved  the 
actual  likeness  without  exaggeration  or  injury. 

There  is  always  expression  in  Engleheart's  faces.  There  is  never 
that  vapid,  overcomplacent  look  which  betokens  self-satisfaction,  the 
smirk  of  a  foolish  mind,  the  vacancy  of  a  weak  and  trivial  attention. 

With  the  poorest  sense  of  intellect  he  was  always  able  to  find  some 
method  of  gaining  expression,  and  all  his  portraits  bear  the  impress  of 
this  quality.    There  is  at  least  a  glimmer  of  a  soul,  and  in  many  of 
the  best  of  the  paintings  there  is  the  full  development  of  it,  the  mind 
clearly  set  forth,  the  power  of  the  artist  brought  up  to  that  noblest  result, 
delineation  of  the  mind  which  lies  behind  the  face.    We  are  inclined  to 
give  him  a  higher  place  in  the  history  of  miniature  art  than  belongs  to 
Andrew  Plimer,  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  that  factitious  qualky  of 
pretence  which  belongs  to  some  of  the  finest  works  of  Plimer,  and  which 
he  derived  from  the  influence  of  Cosway.    Engleheart  is  not  so  great  a 
man  as  Smart,  and  his  work  is  not  completed  with  the  extreme  minute- 
ness and  the  e.xquisite  finish  which  distinguished  the  work  of  that  little- 
known  master.    There  is  not  the  repose  about  it,  the  calm  dignity,  the 
simplicity,  which  all  characterize  the  miniatures  of  Smart.    It  is  more 
showy  than  is  his  work,  more  noticeable,  less  unobtrusive,  but  it  is  grander 
in  its  way,  and  therefore  more  impressive.     Smart  requires  to  be\nown 
and  carefully  studied  to  be  fully  appreciated.    His  beauties  are  not  so 
apparent,  they  are  below  the  surface  and  require  to  be  looked  for  and 
sought  out,  and  his  miniatures  will  then  be  found  full  of  charm  and 
exquisite  in  their  completeness  and  marvellous  finish.  Engleheart's 
merits  are  more  on  the  surface,  easier  appreciated,  and  more  statuesque  in 
their  nobility. 

The  next  place  below  Smart  belongs  to  him  by  right,  and  many 
persons  not  so  fully  conversant  with  the  miniatures  of  Smart  would  be 
disposed  to  give  Engleheart  the  higher  place.  He  is  greater  than 
Phmer  because  he  is  truer.  He  does  not  idealize  his  features  so  much  as 
Plimer  does. 

The  regularity  of  face  is  not  so  marked,  the  bold  showy  look  of  the 
eye  not  so  forced,  and  the  meretricious  quality  which  is  inseparable  from 
the  work  of  Plimer,  lovely  as  most  of  it  is,  can  hardly  be  traced  in  that  of 
Engleheart.  The  hair,  so  wiry  in  Plimer's  work,  is  more  natural  in  that 
of  Engleheart,  and  the  expression  of  the  faces  is  far  truer  to  life  and 
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altogether  lacks  that  overbold  and  overcoquettish  fascination  which 
Plimer's  ladies  so  often  bear.  Above  all,  the  drawing,  faulty  in  Cosway, 
was  far  more  so  in  Plinier,  and  in  some  of  his  best  works  the  arms  and 
hands  are  quite  absurd  in  their  inaccuracy. 

Engleheart  usually  signed  his  miniatures  with  a  simple  script  capital  E, 
but  after  his  nephew  took  to  painting  and  exhibiting  miniatures  George 
Engleheart  added  the  G  to  the  single  initial  he  had  used  before,  and 
many  of  his  later  works  are  signed  with  a  G.  E.,  written  with  the  utmost 
precision  in  a  flowing  Italian  hand,  and  often  having  below  them  the  date 
of  the  work. 

He  was  a  very  expert  draftsman  in  pencil  and  water-colour,  and  the 
examples  contained  in  this  volume  will  reveal  him  as  ingenious  in  other 
fields  than  that  of  portraiture. 

His  water-colours  of  Stonehenge,  five  in  number,  one  of  which 
appears  in  this  book,  are  of  special  interest  at  the  present  day,  inasmuch 
as  the  position  of  many  of  the  stones  has  altered  since  Engleheart  made 
his  careful  studies  of  the  ruin. 

His  sketch-books  are  full  of  charming  work,  studies  of  animals, 
landscapes  in  black  and  white,  and  in  colour,  or  in  bistre  or  sepia,  heads 
and  busts,  copies  of  famous  pictures  in  notable  collections,  such  as  the 
copy  of  the  Rubens  head,  which  we  reproduce,  and,  in  fact,  everything 
which  took  his  fancy  and  pleased  his  cultured  taste.  He  seems  to 
have  known  and  admired  the  work  of  Cosway,  and  to  have  on 
occasion  copied  some  of  it;  Meyer,  as  already  mentioned,  was  his 
great  friend ;  Romney  and  Reynolds  he  knew  well  ;  but  he  seems  to 
have  had  purer  taste  than  any  of  them,  and  to  have  refreshed  himself 
by  returning  to  the  fountain  of  all  art  knowledge,  the  study  of  the 
work  of  the  ancient  Greeks,  and  in  the  contemplation  of  a  fine  torso,  or 
in  the  close  examination  of  a  gem,  and  perhaps  in  the  attempt  to  copy  it 
and  acquire  its  secret  of  grace  and  movement,  to  have  obtained  his  greatest 
delight.  The  fruit  of  all  this  study  is  to  be  found  in  the  fine  quality,  the 
definite  truth,  and  the  exquisite  finish,  of  the  work  which  he  did  himself, 
and  by  which  his  name  will  be  ever  remembered.  He  was  fortunate  in 
the  time  in  which  he  lived.  The  study  of  classic  art  was  fashionable,  and 
what  was  so  important  for  the  miniaturist  was  the  beauty  of  the  costume 
which  was  in  vogue,  the  method  of  dressing  the  hair,  and  the  use  of  that 
most  helpful  of  all  materials  for  the  artist,  powder,  with  all  the  charm 
which  it  gave  to  the  hair,  and  the  softness  which  it  produced  in  the 
general  effect  of  the  portrait.     His  nephew,  who  succeeded  him,  was  not 
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so  fortunate,  and  those  who  have  come  later  on  have  lost  all  the  advantages 
vs^hich  the  use  of  velvet  and  satin,  brocade  and  silk,  rich  colour  and  dainty 
lace,  gave  to  the  men  whose  portraits  the  older  artists  had  to  paint.  The 
present-day  men  have  no  field  for  their  colour  sense  when  a  man's 
portrait  is  in  question,  and  can  only  regret  that  they  have  so  little  scope 
for  their  ingenuity.  Worse  than  all,  the  advent  of  photography  has 
flooded  the  world  with  a  series  of  so-called  likenesses  in  which  the 
transient  glance  of  a  moment  is  crystallized  into  permanence,  and  the 
days  when  an  artist  really  studied  his  sitter,  and  gave  the  world 
the  character  of  the  man  in  the  miniature  portrait,  garbed  in  all  the  rich 
materials  of  glowing  colours  which  formed  the  costume,  have  passed 
away,  never  again  to  return. 

Miniature  work  now  lacks  the  personal  element  which  gave  to  the 
older  miniaturists  their  charm.  There  is  too  little  study  given  to  the 
human  form,  too  often  the  basis  is  a  photograph,  instead  of  an  accurate, 
truthful  pencil  drawing,  and  often  the  artist  has  no  real  understanding  of 
the  task  which  is  set  before  him,  and  but  little  ability  to  carry  it  out  with 
all  that  his  own  personal  conscience  dictates  to  him  as  to  honesty,  truth, 
and  sobriety. 

There  are  e.xceptions  to  this  general  statement,  but  they  are  few  and 
notable,  one  of  the  cleverest  painters  of  to-day  having  been  mentioned 
on  p.  62,  but  on  the  whole  the  art  of  the  miniature-painter  does  not  yet 
show  that  it  has  entered  upon  a  new  lease  of  life  or  is  likely  to  make 
a  mark  upon  the  world  as  it  has  done  in  the  days  of  yore. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 


A  FEW  WORDS  ON  KEW.' 

T  T  has  been  felt  that  the  interest  of  this  volume  would  be  increased 
I      by  the  presence  within  its  pages  of  a  map  of  Kew,  showing  the 

residence  of  George  Engleheart  and  other  members  of  his  family. 
In  his  time  Kew  was  so  intimately  connected  with  the  leading  artists  of 
the  day,  and  since  that  period  it  has  been  so  much  altered  and  so  many 
of  the  old  houses  have  been  removed,  that  without  such  a  plan  as  is  here 
given  it  is  not  easy  to  realize  where  Engleheart,  Gainsborough,  Meyer, 
Zoffany,  and  their  companions  resided.  The  plan  will  show  what  a  centre 
of  artistic  activity  the  little  village  at  one  time  was. 

Its  connection  with  the  Royal  Household  commenced  in  1730, 
when,  having  quarrelled  with  his  father  and  been  forbidden  to  appear  at 
Court,  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales,  obtained  a  long  lease  of  Kew  House 
from  the  Capel  family,  took  up  his  abode  there,  and  interested  himself  in 
improving  the  estate. 

After  his  death  in  1751  the  Princess  Dowager  of  Wales  continued 
the  work,  and  one  of  the  persons  who  was  responsible  for  the  arrangement 
of  the  garden  was  the  John  Dillman  who  is  mentioned  in  the  first  chapter 
of  this  book.  The  ornamental  buildings  were  erected  by  Sir  William 
Chambers,  whose  portrait  Engleheart  so  often  painted. 

After  the  death  of  the  Princess,  which  took  place  at  Carlton  House 
in  February,  1772,  Kew  became  the  frequent  residence  of  her  son, 
George  HI.,  who  eventually  bought  of  the  Dowager  Countess  of  Essex 
the  freehold  of  the  estate,  which  from  that  time  became  an  inheritance  in 
the  Royal  Family. 

Here  it  was  that  George  III.  used  to  come  for  three  months  of  the 
year,  and  here  it  was  that  during  the  winter  of  1788  he  sojourned  for  a 
long  time,  as  the  physicians  considered  the  place  better  adapted  for  his 
weak  state  of  health  than  either  Windsor  or  London.

A  FEW  WORDS  ON  KEW. 
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The  old  palace  was  taken  down  in  1803,  and  a  new  one  erected  on 
its  site  near  by,  but  the  new  building  was  never  inhabited  by  the  King, 
nor  ever  entirely  finished,  and  its  materials  were  all  sold  by  order  of 
George  IV.  in  1827. 

The  house  now  called  Kew  Palace  was  originally  called  the  Dutch 
House,  and  is  so  marked  on  the  map.  It  was  erected  about  the  time 
of  James  I.,  and  passed  into  the  possession  of  Sir  Richard  Levett 
in  1697.  From  his  heirs  Queen  Caroline  took  a  long  lease  of  it,  which 
had  not  expired  when  in  1781  the  freehold  was  purchased  in  trust  for 
Queen  Charlotte,  and  the  house  used  as  a  royal  nursery.  Here  it  was 
that  George  IV.  was  educated,  and  during  the  long  illness  of  Queen 
Charlotte  in  18 18  it  was  in  this  house  that  she  resided,  and  here  she 
eventually  died  on  November  17  of  that  year. 

The  Dillmans  and  the  Englehearts  appear  to  have  been  very  fond  of 
the  place,  and  to  have  acquired  some  considerable  property  around  its 
pleasant  green,  all  of  which  still  remains  in  the  hands  of  their  de- 
scendants. The  artistic  coterie  which  made  its  headquarters  at  Kew 
must  have  been  an  agreeable  and  interesting  one,  and  the  constant 
residence  of  the  Court  near  at  hand  tended  to  make  Kew  a  place  of  great 
attraction  and  of  favourite  resort.

The  Pictures  are  named  at  the  back  so  as  to  be  very  readily  divided. 

There  are  many  necessary  papers  in  a  mahogany  box*  at  the  bottom  of  my  Closet  the 
key  of  which  as  well  as  many  other  keys  belonging  to  Closets  at  Bedfont  hangs  up  inime- 
diately  under  the  shelves  in  the  sa7iie  Closet  there  are  also  many  receipts  &c  &c  in  a  well  at 
the  top  of  the  Shell  Cabinet  as  also  a  great  many  receipts  &c  &'c  &c  in  the  iron  chest  at 
Bedfont,  perhaps  necessary,  if  not  destroy  them.  There  is  also  a  coneealed  Closet  between 
the  bow  window'd  Drawing  Room  and  (East)  Front  Bedchamber  over  the  door  leading  to 
the  Bedchamber  containing  many  pictures  &c  &c  Emma  knows  the  closet  I  mean.  The 
key  is  written  on  Private  Closet  it  is  papered  over  completely.  The  contents  of  the  Concealed 
Closet  for  my  Son  George.    All  the  necessary  keys  are  labelled. 

The  contents  of  Closet  leading  to  Iron  Chest  are  for  my  Son  Henry  except  what  may 
belong  to  his  sister. 

Our  Tomb  is  on  the  left  entering  the  Church  porch  at  Kew  and  may  be  very  easily 
distinguished  being  a  large  stone  raised  on  about  9  or  10  course  of  brick  work.  The  way 
into  it  is  by  the  left  side  of  Front  towards  the  Chestnut  Trees  in  front  of  Church.  It  is  my 
wish  to  be  buried  as  near  your  dear  Mother  as  may  be  and  in  the  same  manner  the  particulars 
of  which  may  be  known  by  referring  to  Bill  settled  and  paid  in  the  year  1817.  I  fear  the 
Bill  is  among  others  now  in  the  Iron  Chest  at  Bedfont  but  may  be  got  at  by  leave  from  the 
Duchess  of  Manchester. 

N.B.  A  Codicil  to  this  will  was  subsequently  executed  by  George  Engleheart,  making  a 
different  disposition  of  part  of  his  property ;  but  as  it  does  not  refer  in  any  way  to  his  works  it 
is  omitted  here.

September  3rd,  1780.

in  the  57th  year  of  her  age.

Also  the  body  of  Mary  Widow  of  the  above  Thomas  Engleheart,  who  died  Aug.  4th,  1831

NOTE  BY  THE  REV.  HENRY  ENGLEHEART  AS  TO  ABOVE. 

In  the  Inscriptions  the  death  of  Francis  Engleheart  is  stated  to  have  been  in  1775; 
and  the  death  of  Ann,  his  Widow,  in  1786.  The  above  dates  are  correct.  The  figures  on 
the  slab  which  formerly  covered  the  vault,  having  some  years  since  become  very  nearly 
illegible,  a  new  slab  was  substituted,  and  such  errors  arose  from  the  decayed  state  of  the 
originals.  Probate  of  Francis  Engleheart's  will  was  granted  February  19,  1773,  to  Ann,  his 
widow;  and  a  further  grant  was  made  September  18,  1780,  reciting  that  she  was  then  dead.
